3. The statement in the margin shows that an additional Dcpifty 

Inspector has been appointed in the 
year. This officer was assigne<l to Baraicli 


Kupeni>'iiig Stall. 
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yield funds sufficient to maintain village 
schools. The districts of Gondah .and 
Ivhercc arc still without Deputy Inspec- 
tors, but the settlement opei'ations arc 
now sufficiently advanced to render these 
officers necessary, and an application for 
sanction to their appointment will be submitted to the Chief Commis- 
sioner shortlj’’. 


4. One of the most important duties of the supervising staif noted 
in para. 3 is inspection. The number of schools at the close of the 
year was 642, and of inspections during the year 2,411. This would imply \ 
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tbat on an average cacli school has been visited about four times in the 
year. Tho fact is however that as a rule tbe lower schools have been 
inspected five or six times and tho higher schools twice or thrice. The 

numbers iu the statement in the margin 
refer to personal visihs by the inspecting 
ofEcers to tho schools. This system has 
been continued during the year in ac- • 
cordance with paras. 4 and 5 of the 
Chief Commissioner’s review of my last 'i 
report : its superiority to the ** grouping 
system” was discussed last year, and I 
hope that as a rule it ivill always bo^ 
maintained ; nevertheless in eases whcro'*ii 
a school cannot he visited by the Direc- 
tor or Inspector, but it is practicable to 
call ‘in tho whole of tho pupils to bo examined u ith those of a noigh- 
boui'iug village, I tliink this should bo done. The question then is not 
whether tho personal visit Cf the Inspector is bettor than an examina- 
tion of pupils away from their own village, but whether the latter is 
better than passing the school by altogether. 

5. The Deputy Inspectors of llurdui, SuKanpoor, and b’yzahad 
have been changed during the year : tho otliers have remained as they 
stood last year. The merits and qualifications of these oflicers will ho 
noticed hereafter: it is only necessary hei’o to aiipend the usual state- 
ment shewing tho grade and salary of each, and tho number of inspi'c- 
tions made during the year.

6. District officers visited a considerable number of schools during 
the cold season, and some have atforded tho department valuable as- 
- distance in erecting village school buildings. I have frequently record- 
ed the great advantage resulting from the favourable attitude towards odu- 
*caiiou which marks many officers of high rank and position in Oudh. 
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The impartahoo of jraoh oflBowe remembering that the greet 
educating the people has olaime upon tiieir sympathy wOh ■ 1 1cuat» be - 
sufficient to excuse the repeated teCerences to them in the reports 

of this department. 

X 

7. ThdT school committees, ordered by the late Chief Commissioner^ 

, and referred to in para. 11 of my last report, hare not yet as a rule been 
brought into efficient operation. To this statement, hovrevor-Oondah is 
an exception ; the school committee of that district have met regularly 
every month and under the direction of Colonel Ross, the lleputy Oom> 
missioner, have done much good. Tho zillah and tahsil schools, but 
^especially the former, have been carefully watchbd, the two aided schools 
'^of the district excellently managed, Rs. 3,000 have been invested in 
Government paper for scholarships to Gondah boys who pass the univer- 
sity entrance examination, and wish to study' for a degree at Canning 
College, and the local school fund has boon well ^ministered. 

In Fyzabad the committee have met three times during the year, 
have paid considerable attention to tho three aided schools in the district, 
and have opened a new one at Dcagaon. Sub-committecs for the tahsils 
were appointed and their reports regularly discussed. The late Deputy 
Commissioner, Mr. Sparkes, reports that on the whole sub-committees 
have done well.” Colonel llcid, the late Commissioner, took much 
interest in the school committees, and indeed in all educational operations 
iu his division. 

The first meeting of the Lucknow committee was held on the 25th 
March. Tho Deputy Commissioner reports that from various causes the 
committee was unable to meet till towards the close of the year, but that 
he and his assistants, “ as well as other Govei'nmcnt officers, visited 
numerous schools during the cold season and endeavoured to excite the 
interest of the people in them.” 

Since the close of the year I have received a copy of the mimrtes of 
a committee held at Pcrtabgurh. There appear to have been no Euro- 
peans present : this was not I think intended in tho orders of * 13th 
January 1808, nor is it advisable that it should become the rule. 

Dr. Young, tho Deputy Commissioner of Sultanpoor, reports that he 
is not able to mention ** any of the native committee as having taken 
any extraordinary interest in education, though most have shown that 
they do not undervalue it.” • 

Committees do I believe exist elsewhere, but no report of any meet- 
ings or of other action has reached me. 

II. FlNANCIAl. AND GSNEBAX STATISTICS. 

8. The usual statement showing expenditure under the three heads.

The percentage shown in the final column was last year 5*4, 9*9 and 84*7.

Por convenience of reference a 
list showing the collections in each district for each, of the twf> yeanJiBt 
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given in the tnarghii. The decrease 
is most marked in Barabunkee^ 
Hurdni, Byzabad and Baraich. 

The Deputy Commissioner 
of Barabunkee reports that ** tlio 
falling off in the subscriptions 
** of 186S-69, is owing to the 
** talukddrs of Ham Sanai tahsil 
“ refusing to pay their subscrip* 
** tions as they arc now charged 
** the school cess.” 

The Deputy Commissioner 
of Uurdui explains as follows : — 

Previous to the settlement 
“ all taluk diirs and zamindars paid 
** a certain percentage on their summary jamas, and when the 
** settlement had been proclaimed in certain tahsils, the new school cess 
“ as well as the percentage on summary jamas was levied. This of 
** course greatly increased the subscrij) tions, but the landowners have now 
** ill many instances objected, and of coui*se as they can only he compelled 
** to pay the school cess now detci’mincd on by the settlement officer, the 
** income derived will bo greatly decreased. 1 have spoken to some of 
** the talukddrs, and some continue of their own free will to subscribe both 
** under the summary and under the new settlement, but as it is entirely 
** voluntary on their part I do not expect it will continue long, and then 
** the only income that can lie depended on will bo the school ccss fixed 
** by the settlement officer on the present Govcriiniout demand.” 



In Fyzabad district a special donation of Hs. 2,0S2 by Hajali Bisban 
Prokash Singh for erecting a school house at Ajoodhya swelled the collec- 
tions in 1867-68, so that the decrease in 1868-00 is not of mu(‘h signifi- 
cance.* Similarly in Baraich the dcci’oaso is explained by the fact that 
Baraich school was supported by subscriptions from the Hajali of Hup- 
purthalla for a portion of 1807-68, whilst in 1868-09 that institution lias 
been maintained by Government, and the two new schools established by 
the Rajah were only in existence the last few months of the year.

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1^. Tho t^ro following statements give particulars of profession 
and caste of pupils. The only unsatisfactory feature is the small num> 
ber of talukdari boys who attend school : the total number is 70. 
In ^e corresponding table last year the number entered was 101. In 
the list subsequently called for it appeared however that 81 of those 
entered as talukdiirs were really oliildren of superior zaminddi’S. This 
year such pupils have been excluded from the list, and therefore tho 
difference between tho entries this year and last is not of real signi* 
ficanoe. Still it is very much to be regretted that more of tho class 
which ought to be the most enlightened and most anxious to understand 
the wishes and objects <i^f Govornment, do not attend school. Sir 
Charles Wingfield considered the infiucnce of the zenanas was the 
•great obstacle to the hoys being brought from home to school : and it 
is difficult to see what else can be the cause- The Wards Instilution in 
connection with Canning College is so excellently managed, and such 
care has been takem by those who have charge of it to meet the wishes 
of parents and guardians, that only some extreme reluctance to part 
with their boys or a sad indilRwoncc to education can account for the 
talukdai'S as a body not glady taking advantage of it. 

17. There has been a fair increase in all other classes of piipils.: 
out of tho whole 80,088, nearly 14*,000 arc connocte<l with tho hind, 
and of these ever 7000 are children of cultivators. In regard to caste 
and religion it will bo observed that the IVEahomcdans are this year con. 
sidorably less than one-third of the Hindoos, Avhilst last year they cx- 
• ceeded that proportion.

18 . Tho following^ siatoment shews the results of the UmTenity 
Examinations, so far as Oudh is ooncemed, for the Isust three years. , 
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19. It will be observed that our first candidates for tho Eirst 
Arts Examination went up last year, and that all three were successful. 
Prom a statement recently issued by tho Registrar of the university it 
appears that the total number of candidates at the Entrance Examina- 
tion last December, was 173t, of whom 892 passed : of tho latter 
number Bengal contributed 731, tho North Trestorn Provinces 67, the 
Punjab 4)3, Oudh 31, tho Central Provinces 8, and Ceylon 9. 

20 An analysis of the results of the Pirst Arts and Entrance 
Pixara [nations of December lost is given below. Of the 31 successful 
candidates for matriculation, 6 were from tho Martiniorc, a private 
institution not connected with this department, 17 from aided institu- 
tions, and 8 from Government zillah schools. Only 2 out of the 31 
wore placed in tho 3rd division, so that 29 may bo fairly said to have 
passed creditably. Tho highest of the native candidates was Monohar 
Dali from Pyzabad school, who was however beaten by two of the 
Eurojican boys from tho Martiniero. None of the native candidates failed 
in tho 2nd language. Of the whole number of candidates, 7 took Datin, 
27 ITrdfi, 3 Hindi, and 1 Arabic. 
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IV. — Government Schools. 

21. The following statement is prescribed by Government : — 
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22. In former years all zillab schools wore entered in. the higher 
class This was conveJiient as implying that these institutions are Jn- 
tcndcd*to bo superior to Anglo-vernacular schools in the smaller stations, 
that they arc indeed to bo the highest institutions in the province after 
Canning College, to wliich they aro expected when fully matured, to send 
up a set of matriculated students every year. In other provinces how- 
ever it is now the practice to call those only higher class schools which 
have actually sent up and passed candidates at the Entrance Examina- 
tion, and as the statement given above is one of those which are usually 
incorporated in the annual ** note” into a general statement for the 
whole of India, it is necessary to adopt the rule which prevails elsewhere : 
hence only two zillah schools (viz. Eyzabad and Oonao) are entered as 
higher class schools, and tho remaining nine which have not as yet passed 
any pupils at the Entrance Examination aro entered as schools of the 
middle class. 

23. The increase in schools, pupils, and expenditure as compared 

1967-68 is shewn below. The total percentage of attendance in- 

duding schools of all kinds was 70 (nearly) in 1867-6S, and a little over 
00 in 1868-69. 
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2L. The following statement shews statistics regarding fees col- 
lected in Government Schools : — 
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25. In paras. 23 to 25 of my last report I described the efforts 
made to iiKtrcase the income from this source, and stated the reasons 
why it appeared injudicious to raise the rates further. The subject has — • 
continued to occupy attention during the past year, and though it was 
not thought advisable to raise the minimum rates during a time of 
scarcity, when the price of provisions was unusually high, still thd income 
in the zillah schools has largely increased viz. from lls. 30G0 to lls. 5GG2. 
Nor is this principally due to an increase in pupils in those institutions, 
but rather to an increase in the average rate charged, for whilst the 
number of pupils has risen by about 33 per cent, the fee receipts 
liavc increased by 85 per cent. In town and village schools also the 
amount realized from fees has increased considerably. The total 
receipts arc no doubt small when compared with the number of^ pupils, 
but it must bo remembered that the town population of Oudh is extremely 
poor, whilst the majority of pupils in village scliools belong to the agri- 
cultural classes, who are exempt from paying fees because they contri- 
bute to the cess, the fund from which these schools are wholly supjiortod, 

JL. — ZilUth Schools, 

26. Although for the reason given in para. 22, two of thc.se institu- 
tions have been classified as higher, and the remaining nine as middle 
class schools, it is most convenient to describe them together. The fol- 
lowing table includes the whole : — 
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27. The above figures show au increase in tlio totals of attendance, 
fees, and expenditure, and a decrease in the cost per pupil ; this, follow- 
ing similar results last year, is satisfactory. The average attendance for 
the year is 83'3 per cent of the number on the rolls : in the preceding 
year it was 78’9. The improvement arises partly from more care having 
been taken to strike off the names of absontcos, but also partly to the fact,

28. The usual annual examination was held in September and was 
te^borough a test os could be desired. I append a copy of the scheme of 
4 pldpes» and need only remark b^o that each class was examined in the 
ipresesnbed for it, and promotions allowed to those only who 
ohtai&adat least 46 per cent bf 'the tetad marks. The following statement 
shews the percentage of marks gained : 
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29. From what has been stated above it will appear that a statement 
showing a classilication of our schools at any g^ven timcy affords the 
means of ascertaining the exact amount of instruction which has been 
received by the pupils then attending : by referring to the printed course 
of studies any person who chooses can Icam what each pupil has already 
mastered, and the books he is now studying. This is true of all classes 
of Government scliools and of nearly all the aided institutions, for most 
of the latter have adopted the Departmental ** schemes,’* and those 
which differ, only differ in substituting one text book for another of much 
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the same degree of difficulty. The course 
for ziUah schools consists oft/ight classes.

and beginning from the vernaoular al- 
phabet ends with the University En- 
trance Course. It may bo divided into 
three sections as noted in the margin. 


In the lower section a boy learns to read and write the vernacular 
moderately well, to work examples in the simple and compound rules 
in arithmotio, to road and write easy lessons in English, the elements of 
ITrdd grammar and the Geography of Asia. This is usually completed 
in three years, but diligent pupils can get through it in two. 


In the middle school a pupil learns to read and translate ordinary 
English composition fluently, to copy well, to write correctly from dic- 
tation, and begins English composition. He also goes through an easy 
English grammar and begins to make use of English as a ‘ medium for 
acquiring a knowledge of history, geography, arithmetic, algebra and 
geometry. M^nwbile he studies Indian History, geography, arithme- 
tic, and geometry in the vernaonlar, together with Persian grammar 
and the easier Persian classics. 
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The higher section is occupied with the University Entrance Course, 
including Engiish literature and grammar; history (ancient and Indian) 
and geography : arithmetic, algebra, and geometzy (4 books) : yema* 
cular and Persian literature.

30. The statement below shows what progress pupils in zillah 
schools had made in the above at the close of 18G8-69, as compared with ‘ 
1867-68. Pyzabad has all classes at work. Oonao, Scctapoor, liukhim- 
pore, Hurdui, Nawabgunge, Sultanpoor and Roy Bareilly have all but 
the entrance class, whilst Pertabgurh, Gpndah and Baraich want both 
the entrance and 1st classes. 
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31. JSuildinga . — Oonao school has not a very substaiatial building, 
two rooms have boon re-roofed this year and the rest repaired under tho 
supervision of Mr. Brockman tho Executive Engineer. The new build- 
ing at Bclah (Pcrtabgurli) was completed early in the year. Roy 

^ Bareilly school lias been rc-roofod, two now rooms added and the wliolc 
thorouglily rcjiaircd. At Baraich tlio new building is not yet tlnislicd. 
Eukhimpoor and Hurdui buildings arc not substantial ; the former is to 
he repaired, but an excellent new building for Hurdui is provided for 
in the budget of 1869-70. 

32. A brief account of each zillah school is annexed. 

(1). Oonao , — The number of names on tbc rolls has decreased from 
191 to 172, but the average attendance is 147 the same as last year : the 
percentage is 84 against 75 in 1867-68. The head master says that the 
high price of provisions induced the poorer people to withdraw their child- 
ren and send them to woi'k. Tho foe receipts were Rs. 438 against Rs. 324 
last year, a fair but not a largo increase. Tho school sent up three candi- 
dates to the Uuivcrsitv Entrance Examination last December and of 

•> 

these two were successful and passed in the 2nd class. Classes IV and V 
arc not as largo as is desirable, but on tho whole the school is iu a satis- 
factory state. Major Shaw, Deputy Commissioner, presided at tho distri- 
bution of prizes, and has made over tho old dispensary for the accom- 
modation of pupils from distant parts of tho district. Captain Noble, 
Assistant Commissioner, carefully examined tho first two classes in 
November, and presented several volumes to ihe school library. 
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(2) . 2fawabffUnffe (Barabunkee ). — ^Tbo number on the rolls has' 
increased from 171 to 225> and the average attendance from 131 to 179 : 
the income from fees has risen from Rs. 260 to Bs. 462. The classes aro 
not on the whole satisfactory. The head master has evidently con^ned 
ills attention to the highest, and taken little notice of the lower classes 
and branch schools, wliich betray signs of irregularity on the part of 
pupils and carelessness in the teachers. The necessary changes have 
been made, and 1 hope to see improvement when I next visit the school. 
Bight pupils from the district live in the school outhouses. 

(3) . Seetapoor. — Tlirco branches were ^opened early in the year, 
and the total number of pupils has therefore been increased from 138 to 
21.5, and the average attendance from 114 to 187 ; the attendance is more 
regular than in any other Government school, being for the whole year 
about 00 per cent of the number on the rolls. The branches have not yet sent 
many pupils to the central school. The fee receipts have risen from Rs. 297 
to lls. GSl; the latter amount being nearly 12 percent of the whole 
expenditure lor the year. The classes are generally well taught ; the 
lowest (VI and VII) are at present unduly large, but it is hoped very 
many of the pu{>ils will bo fit for promotion in September. The school 
house is large and commodious, and wlicn I last visited Seetapoor 1 was 
much pleased with the orderly appearance of the classes and the cheerful 
zeal and readiness of the* pupils. There is as yet no accommodation for 
pupils I'rom a distance. The Commissioner, Mr. Tuckei*, Deputy Com- 
missioner, iVIajor Thompson, and Settlement Officer, Captain Young, 
examined the school iii April 1808. 

(t). flurduL — The numbers arc 154 against 140 last year ; the 

avei’agc attendance 120 against 100 ; the percentage 86 against 89: 
the fee iiieomc Its. tlO against Rs. 210. There aro 18 out-station pupils, of - 
whom 1 2 are at their own expense, and the rest have been .scut from tahsil 
schools on small scholarships. There is no accommodation for these pupils 
on the school premises. The two branches and class JV of the main 
school were not satisfactory when I examined them : in other respects 
the school was creditably managed. 

(5). Jjiikhimpoor . — Tlio station is small, and to recruit the attend- 
ance a branch school for young boys was opened during the year at 
Kliorco, a town three miles distant, hence the total number of pupils has 
risen from 90 to 130, and average from 77 to 96. Rco receipts have 
increased from Rs. 143 to Rs. 216. No talukddrf boys attend tho*school : 
most of the pupils arc children of the court amlah or shop-keepers. 

33. Mr. Thomson thus describes the zillah schools in his circle. 

I)fzabad . — *'The school at Fyzabad still continues to bo the largest 
and most advanced in this circle.*’ 

** The number on the rolls at the close of this year is somewhat 
smaller than at the close of 1867-68, viz., 406 against 439 This falling 
ofif however is only apparent. It is due to the fact that the branch 
schools are now much more closely superintended, and if boys are in any 
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"way hregniaT their names are sfcmok off. The average number on the 
xblla throi^hoat the year has been 425 against 346 in the previous year, 
,and the average daily attendance has been 847 against 205. The fees 
have risen from Rs. 7fK)-6>6 to Rs. 9d7>6>3. Notwithstanding the increase 
to the sinff of teachers the total cost per pupil per annum is only 
Rs. 24-12-10, instead of Rs. 24>0-6, as in 1867*68, and the cost to Gov- 
ernment Rs. 31-3-1 instead of Rs. 20-12-0.** 

* 

** All the classes in the school have made good progress daring the 
year, and ore at present well grounded in the subjects taught. At the 
last entrance examination four scholars presented themselves, all of whom 
passed, viz. two in the 1st grade and two in the 2nd, a result highly cre- 
ditable to Babil Kosab Deb Sandyal, who prepared them. Besides these 
four who went up directly from the school two former pupils also passed, 
both in the 2nd grade. One of these, to whom I alluded in my last an- 
nual report, had prepared for the examination of 1867, but was unable 
to present bimself ; the other had failed in 1866. Neither of them had 
attended any school since leaving Pyzabad.** 

** Of the pupils 246 attend the central school and tho remaining 
160 the four branch schools. I found that the entrance class required so 
much of tho head master*s time that he was unable to look after tho 
branch school masters, who were not so diligent and regular as they 
ought to have been. I therefore appointed tho 5th master, Mimshi 
Radha Krishn, superintendent of the branches. Ho visits one every 
day, examines the boys on what they have learned during the previous 
four days, gives them a lesson himself, and prescribes work for the next 
four days. Tho boys arc now as efficiently taught in the branches as if 
they wore in the central school, under the head master’s eye. No one 
is admitted into tho central school, until he can read and write Urdu 
distinctly.” 

** There arc at present nine boys preparing for the entrance examina- 
tion in*Dcccuil)er next, and the head master expects six or seven of them 
to pass creditably. ** 

Sultanpoor. — lloro also there has been a slight falling off, and 
from the same cause. The numbers at tho close of this year arc 212 
against 230, at tho close of 1867-68. But the average daily attoudanco 
has risen from 133 to 156. A large number of buniahs live in Sultan- 
poor, who wish to have their sons taught Kyathi and nothing else. A 
Kyathi class had been kept up from the time the school was established, in 
tho hope that when boys hod learned Kyathi, they might be induced to go 
on with Nagri and Urdil, if not with Rnglish. This hope, however, was 
not realized, and as I did not feel justified in spending money merely to 
writing names, and buniahs* accounts, I instructed tho head 
master to strike off the names of all who did not follow the regular 
^Uah school course of studies. The fees have risen from Rs. 102-C-0 to 
(RA 5b8-12-0, which is satisfactory. The head master, Babfi Madho Sud- 
^Si&lfookeijee, does his own work as carefully as in previous years, but 
he^lb^^efill rath^ easy with some of his subordinates and with irregular 
l^pils. 
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In Qift fiStf tlie nint^ sc&OoI lloase At Hoeas- 
drewgange was finishod> and bc^ xemoteB. to it. Since tbat (ime tbe 
numbers have risen from 111 to 190, and are sfUilnereasbig. ^bisis a 
better result than was to be expected in such a place. srerage itmuo 
ber on the register durii:^ the year bas been 160 against 114, and the arer- 
ago daily attendance 1 20 against 90. The fees have risen from Be. 252-12«0 
to Bs. 500-4-0. The head master, Babd Easi Prosanna Ohatock, bad 
been absent on sick certificate during the greater part of the year, but 
his place has been ably supplied by Babfi Bam Mohun Baneqee, B. A., 
to whose exertions the great increase of boys, &c., is largely due. Where 
there has boon so rapid an increase, a great mimber of the scholars must 
necessarily be in the lowest classes, but all are well taught and making 
good progress. ” 

JRof/ JSareilly . — ** Here, also the numbers have increased, vie. from 
195 to 216, and the average daily attendance bas risen from 121 to 214. 
The amount of fees in 1867-68 was B>s. 22 1-16-0 ; in 1868-69, it has been 
Rs. 5Gt-6-G. The total cost per pupil per annum has fhllcn fiM>m 
Rs. 27-0-S to Rs. 20-13-7, and the cost to Government has fallen from 
Rs. 22-15-2 to Rs. 17-1-1- This decrease of the cost per pupil is very 
satisfactory considering that an additional teacher on Rs. 70 per men- 
sem was appointed during the year. ** 

“ I have twice inspected this school (as I have all zillah schools 
in my circle) during the }car, and am highly satisfied with the present 
condition of the classes. Tiio school housu and grounds are admir- 
ably neat and clean, the bo;ys orderly and quiet, and all the classes 
showed by their prompt and accurate answeiing that they had been 
caicfully and ably taught. I should not ho doing my duty if I did 
nut draw your attention to the efficient manner in which Mr. Walsh 
has managed this school, lie speaks very favourably of his assistants, 
especially Pandit Prithi Nath and Mdnsbf Muzhar Hussun. , Prom 
w hat I saw of their work I consider they arc entitled to the praise 
which the head master awards.” 

Gondah. — “ Here, also there has been a satisfactory increase, vte., 
78 boys. At the close of 1867-08, there were 171, at the close ot 
18G8-60 there are 252 scholars. The average daily attendance daring 
the year has been 80 per cent of the number registered against 71 per 
cent in the previous year, a result which 1 anticipated, from 
Mr. Baniell’s careful management in my lost annual report. The fees 
ha% o risen from Rs. 217-5-0 to Rs. 533-8-3. Mr. Daniell says * care 
IS taken to exact as high foes as possible, and the rates now paid could 
not bo raised without driving away a largo number of scholars. ” 

** This school is not so well advanced as the other zillah schools, 
there being neither entrance nor 1st class and only seven boys in the 
2nd class. This, however, is not owing to any fault of tho present 
head master, but is due entirely to his predecessor. The classes are 
now well taught, and X believe every one of tho boj s will bo fit fi>r 
promotion at the next general examination. Mr. BauieU’s manage- 
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ment lias been very successful, and his quiet, modest, obliging dispo- 
sition has gained him the good will of all with whom he comes in 
contact, whether Europeans or natives. He speaks favourably of tlie 
2nd’masicr, Babd Kalidas Buttacharjee. ” 

“ The Education Department is under great obligation to the 
Deputy Commissioner of Gondah, Major Boss, and to the local school 
Committee. They have taken a lively interest in the school and have 
rendered this department^ valuable assistance in many ways.’* 

** UaraicJi. — This school was establishetl as a mission school by the 
late llcvd. Mr. Munniss in May 1802, and was organized as a asillah 
school in Api*il 1808. A.i the time it became a xillah school, it had 120 
boys on the rolls with a monthly income from fees of lls. lO-d-O. 
Formerly it contained nearly 200 boys, but a large number always 
attended irregularly and learned Avbatcver they bad a fancy for without 
regard to a regular course. ‘SVIien tlic school came under this depart- 
ment and the people found that they must pay a small fee as well as 
provide their boys "with all necessary hooks, a great number withdrew. 
Others were struck off for irregularity of attendance. In this way the 
number fell to about 70. nowever the school lias now been placed on a 
tirm foundation aiid boys arc beginning to return. The year closes 
with 82 hoys on the register and aTi average daily att<?ndanco of 1)3 per 
cent of the registered number. The fees now amount to lls. 31-1 o-O 
por mensem. ” 

“ Wlicn I inspected this school last, r/>., iu January, I was far from 
satisiicd with it. The masters wore not to blame for the reduced num- 
bers, but the classes had been badlv taught. liven where the bovs 
, could answer there was a good deal ol licsitation, and some imporlaiit 
suhjrcts, notably ITrdu gi*ammar, seemed to have been altogether over- 
looked. The head master eviilently \vorkcd witli all his heart, and 
shoAved' a fair degree of skill, but the 2nd, 3rd, and II li masters were 
wanting both iu skill and earnestness. I shall again examine the 
school during the current month, aud make such arrangements as aiipear 
necessai’y to secure future otlicicney. Great inconvenience is felt here 
from not having a proper scliool house.” 

3Jj. The following general remarks regarding zillah schools arc also 
from IVlr. Thomson’s I’cport. 

c 

** In my last annual report I said that no great increase of num- 
Tiipri'aso of iiLiiiilorH. bers was now possible in zillah schools, and that we 
must seek chiefly for moi'e thorougli teaching. In the flvo schools exist- 
ing at the close of 1867-08 there were 1149 boys; tliore are now in 
the same five schools 1235, as great an increase as was reasonably to be 
expected. All the schools, but especially Hoy Bareilly and Gondah, have 
been better taught than in previous years. In two or three years these 
two schools will contain a much greater iiroportion of pupils in the 
higher jelasses, but I do not know that the classes as a whole arc likely 
to be better grounded in all the subjects taught than they arc at present. 
The results of the university examination show that Fyzabad school tvill 
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iiavc no difficulty in maintaining a higli place among the schools of its 
class tliroughout India. In 1870, a considerable number of candidates 
will be sent to the entrance examination from Hoy Bareilly and Sul- 
tanpoor schools. They arc all lads likely to pass with credit.” * 

** School Libraries . — I am happy to say large additions have been 
made to the libraries daring the year. In Pyzabad Mr. Carnegy sent us 
a large number of reviews and magazines, which have been strongly 
bound and form 40 or 50 Imndsomo volumes. 'These arc excellent read* 
ing for the more advanced boys. The articles arc not so long as to 
fatigue a reader who has to refer pretty frequently to his dictionary, 
tliore is such variety that every one finds something to liis taste, and the 
stylo is mucli better caleulatcd to give the reader a good practical know- 
ledge of Bnglish than the sevenieontU century authors prescribed by 
the Calcutta University. The best thanks of the department arc due to 
Mr. Carnegy for bis valuable gift. The school also subscribes for the 
Illustrated Uondon News, which the boys read with interest.” 

“ At Ibe sale of the late Colonel Cowper’s pi'operty at Sultanpoor, 
I instructed the head master to buy as many books as the school funds 
would allow, and in this way a good number of standard works was 
obtained. 

“ The bead master of Hoy Bareilly says that during the hot season 
and rains liis boys read largely, but that during the cold season very 
lew books arc taken out. 'L'his means that the boys find it tedious read- 
ing by the dim light of a cliiragli, but enjoy the books Avbcu they can 
read them bv daylight.” 

“ Fees. — It Avill be scon that the fees collected in the five schools that 
were at work in 1S07-0S have risen Iroiii Ils. 1677-12-G in that year to 
Hs. 3181— o-O during 18CS-09. The minimum fee is two annas a month. 
I had hoped to see this raised to four annas a mouth during 1*869-70, 
but the i)rcsent unusually high prices of ibe necessaries of life render 
such a change impossible, as it would force away many of the scbolai's. 
If the autumn croj) is good, the higher fee may perhaps bo introduced 
towards the close of the year. There is little difficulty now in getting 
parents to pay as much as they can afford, for all begin to see that a good 
Bnglisli education soon repays its cost. The young men ediu^atod in our 
schools are in gi'eat demand, as district officers find them in many ways 
preferable to men from other provinces.” 

** And here I may be allowed to uoticc what has become of the young 
men educated in the schools of Oudh although the remarks do not apply 
to this circle. Higher education in this province began witii the Can- 
ning College, of which I took charge at its opening just five years ago. 
The highest class then consisted of 11 young men. Of these, one is 
now a tabsilddr on Its. 150 a month, four arc translators on Its. 100, 
one is a Deputy Inspector of schools on Bs. SO, one is head master of a 
grant-in-aid school on Hs. 60, two are still students, one is dead, and I 
do not know where the remaining has one gone. Our students have cer- 
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tauCkly lukd no reason as yet to complain of the pocnniary return their 
education has brought them. I -am happy to add wc have no reason to 
be ashamed of the men onr department has produced. I have made 
cardfal enquiries from superior officers and others, and 1 find that in all 
cases the men from our schools are doing their work satisfactorily and in 
some cases with marked ability. ** 

** JBoarding homes . — I have had tlie honour on previous occasions to 
point out the necessity of boarding houses in connection with the zillah 
schools, hut they are now so urgently required that I hope to be par- 
doned for returning to the subject. At I'yzabad and Roy Bareilly there 
is a large number of boys who have como from village and talisill 
schools to learu Buglisli, some on scholarships, some at their own ex- 
pense. These find ilifiicully in obtaining lodgings in the town, and even 
when they do get houses they arc often inconv'onicnt and in bad locali- 
ties. The boys themselves are eager to have proper boarding houses in 
connection with tlie schools. In some provinces I have scon the edu- 
cational officers take great credit to themselves for introducing such 
houses, but I am obliged to apologize to the students for not doing so. 
I beg thei'cforc again to propose that two boarding houses with accom- 
modation for 20 studojits each be erected at Ryzabad and Roy Bareilly 
as soon as possible. ” 

35. With reference to the above i*omarks I may observe that the 
Chief Commissioner has sanctioned a gmnt of Rs. 250 from general 
savings” to each zillah school in aid of its library, and that books will 
shortly be ordered from Eitglaud. 

Boarding houses w'ould undoubtedly be very useful. The zillah 
school is the cliicf educational institution oi the district in which it is 
placed; promising pupils from inferior schools arc encouraged to join it 
after finishing the course taught near their own homes. To somo, scholar- 
ships aro allowed for this purpose. It is impossible to have a good Eng- 
lish school in every village, and it is also vain to suppose that all those 
for whom a good English education is desirable reside in the sudder 
^station. But it is scarcely prudent to bring young lads from country 
homes and leave them to fiml lodgings in the bazar of the district town, 
where no proper supcrvi.««ion is iiossiblc. A cheaply constructed house 
suited to native habits and with accommodation for one of tho masters. 
Would moot the case. An application on the subject has been recently 
submitted to the Chief Commissioner. 

B. — 3fii>Di.E Class Schools. 

(1) Anglo~Vernaeular. 

36. There arc nineteen schools of this class : at eleven the whole es- 
^hlishmont is paid hy Government, at tho remaining eight tho vernacular 
teachers are paid from imperial funds, and tho English establishment 
from subscriptions, aided in five cases by Government grants-in-aid. 
There li^ere twedty schools of this class last ycari<» The English teacher 
jras removed from Nanparah school under tho circumstances explained 
in para. 38 of my report last year. 
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37. It will be observed that the number of pupils on the rolls at the 
close of the year and the average number on the rolls during the year is 
slightly less tliau in 1867-68, this is explained by Nanparah school being 
now entered among vernacular institutions. The total average attend- 
ance and ice collections for the nineteen schools exceeds the same for the 
twenty schools last year, and the percentage of attendance to names on 
the rolls is 82, against 79 last year. 

The average annual cost per pupil is Ks. 13-15-0 against 14-11-8 in 
1867-08, and toGovernment Us. 10-3-4 against Rs. 10-11-4. The reduction, 
slight though it be, is satisfactory, as it follows a very important redaction 
last year. 

« 

38. The course of studies for these schools is the same as that for 
classes 111 to VI 1 of zillah schools, which has been fully described in 
Para. 29. It would be a great advantage if the course for one class 
higher could be taught, but in most of the schools there is but oAe Eng- 
lish teacher, and it is difficult for him, even with the aid of monitors, to 
instruct the four English classes already existing. Funds are not available 
for assistant English masters, and therefore boys who wish to continue 
their studies, after finishing the course now taught, have to migrate to 
the zillah schools of tlie district. The usual written examination was 
held in September, and the schools were also carefully inspected in the 
cold weather. Progress has been made on the whole, as the foUowing 
statement of classes shows : it must be remembered that class 1 here 
corresponds with class 111 of the zillah course. 
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.89. Out of tho nineteen schools, fifteen have all classes at work 
that can be taught by the available staff,, and may bo considered success- 
ful. The remaining four * have as yet only reached class II of their 

scheme. The English teacher was added at Itam- 
nuggur only about a year and a half ago ; but 
the other three have been at work four years, 
and unless a first class can be formed next Sep- 
tember, it will I think bo doubtful whether tho English element should 
be retained in these institutions. English teaching is expensive, and 
should only be supplied where the people can and do keep their children 
at school regularly and fot at least six years, 'Where this is not done a 
vernacular school is sufficient, and indeed more useful than one in which 
an attempt is made to teach English. Ability to read and understand 
ordinary English composition, even with the frequent assistance of a 
dictionary, plus a good vernacular education, is very valuable ; and this 
tho schools now under notice ofTor to all Mho attend regularly for five or 
six years ; lint when tho inhabitants cannot or will not allow their child- 
ren to attend school for more than three or four j'cars it is hotter that 
they should give their mtIioIc attention to tho vernacular : the o[>positc 
course results in inaccurate vernacular and arithmetic, and an absurd 
attempt to remember and use ehildisii sentences fr*om the English primer. 


I venture to make these remarks not so much with rcfereuce to the 
•three schools alluded to above, and M’hich I consider not quite satisfac- 
tory, but rather because officers and native geutlemcn in jwoposing to add 
English teac'hers to vernacular schools sometimes forget that the addi- 
tional expenditure will not necessarily improve or extend education. 
It may and generally does so, but it also may not. 

40. I append the following brief notes on schools of this class. 

(1.) l*urtonh . — I was not satisfied with the classes at Purwah, M’hcn 
I exam'ined tho school in Eebruary, and had to prescribe a re-arrangeinont 
of the M'ork. Tho average attendance has decreased from 1(31 to 138 ; 
this is partly owing to change of masters, and partly to more strictness 
being exercised in levying the fees, which havo risen from lis. l^-t to 
Its. 153. Seven pujiils from this school having finished the course, joined 
the zillah school after the September examination. 

(2.) Shahabad , — Average -attendance 157 against 219 last year ; 
one branch was closed about the middle of the year, and tho head mas- 
ter has been aM'ay on sick leave for some months ; hence the falling off in 

attendance. All tbc classes except the second were satisfactory. 

• 

(3.) Bilgram . — Tho average attendance has risen from 93 to 109 
and tho fee collections from Its. 139 to Ks. 172 ; the classes are in very 
fair order. Nino boys of class I successfully passed the examiuation in 
September. 

(d.) Sandilah . — The average attendance has risen from 128 to 151, 
and.t^d fee receipts from lis. 132 to its. 157. Six boys obtained • pro- 
joaotion from class I in Sex^tomber and tho lower classes did creditably. 
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(5,) Durriahad , — ^The average attendance vras 01 against 71 in 
the preceding year ; fee colleptions Us. 130 against Be. 07 . Four pupils 
from class I obtained scholarships at the eillah school in September. The 
school is in good order, but too large a proportion of the pupils arcT in 
the lowest class. 

(0.) Ituiloicli . — Tlie average attendance has risen from 4S to 89, 
and fees from lls. 52 to 11s. 93. The people of Itudowli are principally 
Mahomedans, and are continually quarrelling amongst themselves. The 
school has slightly improved, but is far from satisfactory. 

(7.) Itamnagar . — The average attendance has risen from 47 to 67, 
and fee receipts 11*010 lls. 35 to Bs. 84. Too large a proportion of pupils 
arc in the lowest class. 

(8.) Biairnh . — The average attendance is 124 against 93 in 1867-68 
and fee receipts Bs. 119 against lls. 73, the classes are in good order : 
altog('*her the school is creditable. 

(9.) jrahuyneJi . — The average attendance has risen from 101 to 113, 
and the foe receipts from Bs. C5 to Bs. 111. The school sent four hoys 
from the 1st class to the zillah school in September. On visiting the school 
in December I found tlic vernacular and I’ersian classes backward and 
inaccurate, and rodiiced the teachers’ pay till better results are shewn. 

Gala. — The seliool has slightly improved, but is still behind most 
of the schools of tliis ela.ss. 

41. Mr. Thomson thus describes the schools in his charge, 

(1.) ** Alihorpore . — In this school the numbers have fallen off somcr 
what <luring tlie year under report, thci’c being now only 83 pupils instead 
of 90 at the close of 1 8i)7-6S. Tliis decrease has been caused by the want 
of a proper school house. Two j'oars ago, an attempt tvas made to build 
a school, blit after a few months the walls w'cre found to be tumbling to 
pieces aud tlic work was stopped. Siuco that time nothing has been 
done. ” 

The average number present daily throughout tho year has hceu 
70 or 81 per cent of tho number registered, aud foes have been collected 
amounting to Bs. 91-0-0 against Bs. 102-15-6 in tho previous year. 
All the classes are well taught, 'fhe head master, Mdnshi Ram Gho- 
lain, is a pains-taking teacher and the same may he said of the other 
two masters, Muiishi Ram Barshad and Pandit Buldco Parshdd. . They 
agree well among themselves, and do their best to keep up tho school 
under very unfavourable circumslanccs. The school did well at tlie ge- 
neral examination, and when I examined it iu December, I was well 
pleased w'ith all the classes. ” 

(2.) ** Tanddh. — The number on tho rolls here is 93 ; last year it 

W'as 87. At tho general examination six hoj's in the highest class were 
found fit for promotion. Five went to zillali schools on scholarships, 
and one found employment as a moluiiTir in tho Deputy Commission- 
er’s office. Tho average daily attendance during the year has been 
71, and the amount of fees Rs. 101-4-0. *' ‘ 
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** Besides the above there are two branch schools, one in Tandah 
with 34 boys, and another at Mubarikppre with 33. They are chieAy 
attended by the sons of bunniahs who come to learn a smattering of 
writing and arithmetic. ** 

** The teaching in the main school is excellent. Both the head 
master, Mdnshi Bam Parshdd and the 2nd master. Pandit Farsotam < 
Bass are good scholars and able teachers. The numbers appear small 
for so large a town as Tandali. But considering the great inducements 
that parents have in a manufacturing town like this to send their child- 
ren to work at an early age, especially when provisions are dear, perhaps 
a greater number could not be expected. *’ 

** 1 must not omit to notice here the great assistance that has been 
given by the Inspector of Police, Mahomed Ali Kltan. Being an 
ofTicer much respected by the i;)Coplo of this part of the district, liis ad- 
vice carries great weight. 

** In Gon<lah district there arc now three schools of this class viz. 
Utroulah, Colonelgunge, and Nawahgungo. ” 

(3.) Tftronlak . — This school continues to maintain its high posi- 

tion among the schools of Ondli. The head master, Munshi Dehi Singh, 
is a good Persian scliolar and a painstaking and very successful teacher. 
The number of hoys is 95 against 79 in 3 S67-68, and the average daily 
attendance is 0-t per cent of tho number registered. The foes have 
risen from Bs. 50-0-3 to Rs. 101-12-6. During the year one boy ob- 
tained a mohurrirship at Baraich and is doing well, and six others Lave 
been sent to ziilah schools on scholarships. At tho general examina- 
tion tho hoys of this school did well, and tho head master is confident 
of doing as well at the next examination. All officers who have visited 
the school during the year have been highly satisfied with it. 1 ex- 
amined it myself very carefully in January, and I consider the boys arc 
admirably taught. ” 

(-1.) Colonelgunge . — This town was transferred from Baraich 

district to Gondah during the year under report. Tho school is not mak- 
ing much progress. The head master is too ready to complain of diffi- 
culties, and to throw the blame on otlicrs. 1 consider tho backward 
condition of the school is due chiefly to his own want of tact and dili- 
gence^. Tlio numbers are now 100 with an average daily attendance of 
68. Lost year there were 80 with daily average of 63. The fees have 
risen from Rs. 28-9-G to Rs. 40-8-0. These figures show progress of a 
certain kind. But when I inspected the school in January I did not 
find what 1 consider of more importance than large numbers, viz., tho- 
rough teaching. In English the pronunciation was bad, and the 
translation unidiomatic. In arithmetic the working was slow and far 
from accurate. 1 shall inspect tho school again immediately after finish- 
ing this report. ”

:(»•) ** l^awahgunge. — Nawabgange is a town very similar to Colon- 

dlgttngo, and I am sorry to have to add that Nawabgunge school is also

** As in former years there is a very large ^proportion of boys in the 
last class, for as soon as, bnnniah boys can write a little they are taken 
away to assist in the shop. , 

** In Sultanpoor dllah there are two Anglo*yemaoular tahsili sbhools. 
Tie. Jais and Inhonah. 

(6.) ** Jaia . — ^The head master here went away on sick leave in Au* 

gust and shortly after resigned. Pandit Gopi Nath, 3rd master in Sultan- 
poor sillah school, was then sent to take charge of the school, and he 
has managed so well that I propose confirming him in the head master* 
skip. I have twice inspected the school during the yearj viz., in No* 
vember and in March. 1 found all the classes in good oMer and well 
taught. TTrdd is particularly well taught, and I examined veiy few 
schools where the translating from English to Ifrdd was so precise and 
idiomatic. The 2nd master, Mdnshi Zahur Ahmed, is a good scholar 
and a popular teacher. Altogether the school is in a very healthy 
condition. 

**The numbers remain as in 1867-68, viz., 108, with an average 
daily attendance of 91. But the fees have risen firom 66-13-0 to 
Bs. 93-6-6. 

(7.) ** Inhonah . — In last year’s report I expressed my satisfaction 

with the way in which the present head master, Mtinshi Jageswar Frosdd 
had managed this school. The general examination confirmed my 
opinion, for the boys of Inhonah stood the highest of any in this oirole. 
Pive of them received scholarships and went, four to Boy Bareilly and one 
to Sultanpoor zillah school, where they are doing very well. Probably 
the school may not stand so high relatively at next general examina* 
tion, as some other sobools, Jais and TJtroulah for instance, have been 
ynahing great improvement. But the teaching here is as ^gpod as last 
year, and all the classes are fuUy as well acquainted with the subjects 
'they have been studying. I have already expressed my favourable 
Opinion of the head master, and I ought to add that I have also been 
p^eotly satisfied with the 2ad master, Mata Pershdd, and with Pandit 
Bam Nidh. 

** Notwithstanding the removal of five boys to zDlah 8<Aoo]s, tiie 
numbers are higher than last year, viz., 85 against 81, with an average 
daily attendance of 69. The fees have amounted to Bs. 74-2-6 against 
Bs. 63-2-6 in 1867-68.

In August last a new head 
master was appointed, and shortly after I transferred the other two mas- 
ters. The present men arp on good terms with eaoh other, and do their 
wmrk welL I look for great improvement during the next year. 

*' The number registered is 72 against 68 at the cdose of 1867-68 
and the average daily attendance throughout the year has been 53. 

The fees have amounted to Ks. 11-15-6 or half an anna less than during 
the previous ^ ear. This small amount of fees is very unsatisfactory. I 
will enquire into the matter immediately, as I believe that with a little 
tact the fees could be doubled.”

Of those in the first list Bamnuggur, and Colonelgunge schools have 
been erected this year, and two additional rooms have been added to the 
schools at Purwah and Shahabad. Nawabgungo (Gondah) was provided 
for in the public works budget, but up to the close of the year little or 
no progress had been mado in the work. Badowli, Biswafa, Akberpoor, 
and Tandah are included in the budget of 69-70. I hope the public 
works officers will be able to arrange for these buddings being completed 
in the year. 

« (2 ) — Temacular Town Schools. 

43. There are 20 schools of this class against 14 last year. Two, 
vis ; Nanparah and Bangermow were formerly Anglo- vernacular schools. 
The remaining five are successful cess schools which have been raised to 
the tqgvn grade during the year at the cost of subscription and Qovem- 
snent grants-in-aid. 

Of the whole, 14 are maintained from imperial funds : one (the 
Ifl^aij^sing school in connection with the normal school) half £rom impe- 
rial and half.irom the cess ; and the remaining five from the cess,

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44 The increase in schools is satisfactory. In Para.' 42 of my last 
report an opinion was expressed that institntions of this class, which aim 
at imparting a sound education through the medium of the vernacular 
languages, deserire special encouragement. The course of studies includes 
geometry, algebra, mensuration, surveying, geography, Indian history, 
and Persian grammar, and literature. These institutions have not the 
attraction of teaching English, ** the language of good appointments,** 
but they are types of that class of schools by which the great mass of the 
people of India may bo instructed and so raised from superstition and 
ignorance to be reasonable and civilized men. The despatch of 1854 
distinctly contemplates the instruction of the whole population, and no- 
thing short of this should be the aim of the education department : but 
considering the difficulty of acquiring English and the expense of teach- 
ing it, no man who really wishes to aid in conveying “useful and practical 

knowledge, suited to every station in life to the great mass 

of the people,”* can help looking upon good vernacular schools with 

deep interest. * 

The necessity for more schools of this class will

increase every year, for as our village schools make reading and writing 
common acquirements, more and more facilities must be given for going 
beyond the simple routine of these institutions ; and superior vernacular 
schools will bo the readiest agency. It has been said above*^ that five 
cess (village) schools have been raised to the higher grade at the cost of 
subscriptions : this is satisfactory as far as it goes, but subscriptions can- 
not be depended upon for any wide scheme of education : they may 
supply luxuries, but. we should not rely upon them for the necesaitiea of 
education. Fees will produce something ; only a little, till a generation 
of instructed fathers grow up ; more afterwards, but never enough to 
maintain all the schools required.' May we hope that the new munci- 
palities which are being formed in the province will be able to do some- 
thing for education. As yet muncipalities in Oudh have entirely neg- 
lected this part of their duty : even Eucknow, the capital of the province 
and one of the largest cities in northern India, is indebted for all the ' 
public schools it possesses to the taldkddrs and missionary societies.

The average daily attendance at 
the school and its branches, during the year was 287, thougli'I have 
been assured by the master that he has known many of the boys go 
for several days without cooked food. Six scholarships have been given 
by Mr. Capper, three by Colonel Barrow, and three by myself to de- 
serving destitute boys of the school.” 


***At Amethee a good school house has been built from imperial funds 
during the current year.” 

** Branch schools in connection with the main tahsll school have 
been established at these three places.” 

The Junior Inspector confirms the above remarks and adds that all 
four schools have now a first class. The number of pupils however in 
the lowest class at Mulliabad and Amethee is unreasonably large, and 
the attendance at the practising school, Jjuoknow, is very irregular, being 
only 70 per cent. 

47. The six schools of this class in Oonao district are well attended 

(vide margin), Suffeepoor stands highest in 
regard to the attainments of the pupils. 
The first class are well advanced in Persian, 
can work algebraic simple equations, and 
know two books of Bu(did.

The Senior Inspector reports on vernacular town schools in 
his circlo as follows 


(1). Jelalpoor , — '* This is the only vernacular tahsili school in 
Fyzabad district. In 1867-68 the numbers fell oiFa good deal, and that 
year closed with 67 on the register. It appeared that this decrease 
was owing to the comparatively high rate of feo charged, and I there- 
fore instructed tho head master to be rather easier regarding fees. The 
number has risen to 96. * The amount of fees realised has been only 
Be. 60-4-6 against Be. 83-11-0 in 1867-68. A new school house was sanc- 
tioned for Jelalpdor and ought to have been ready ere this time. Bricks 
have been burned but no attempt at building has yet been made.** 

(2) . Nawparah . — ** Since becoming a vernacular school the numbem 
havo risen from 60 to 76 with an average daily attendance of 63. Tho 
foes havo also increased, viz., from Bs. 39-0-0 to Bs. 54-15-0. It is evi- 
dent from these figures that a vernacular school meets the requirements 
of tho people of such a place as Nanparah bettor than an Anglo-vema- 
cular school. Fair progress has been made during the year, al^ough 
the masters did not agree, and were sometimes I suspect more desirous 
of thwxirting each other than of improving the school. I transferred 
both in January and the two new men appear to be working diligently.” 

(3) . Jugdiapoor . — ** Tho numbers hero have remained as during the 
previous year viz., 69, but the attendance is extremely regular pnd the 
boys are thoroughly taught. The fees have risen from &s. 29-11-3 to 
Bs- 46-2-3. In January the boys were transferred to the new«cbool 
building where there is plenty of accommodation for them. Both the 
masters Mdnshi Altaf Hussain and Pundit Baij Nath have done their 
work carefiilly and well. 

** In Pertabgurh there are two vernacular tahsili schools ntz., Putteo, 
and Behar. 


(4. ** This school contains 74 boys against 76 in tho 

previous year. The average daily attendance has been 5.9, and fees to 
tho amount of Bs.

Tho ptepprtion of boys in 
the' upper classes is satisfactory. Several scholars of this school have 
during the past year obtained good situations. 

* (fJ). Behar (BertahgurhJ.--^** Very considerable progress has been 
made here during the past year. The numbers have risen from 62 to 80, 
the fees from lls. 19-0-6 to Ks. 24-10-6. The boys, however, have • 
not made so much progress in learning as they ought to havo done. 
When 1 inspected the school 1 found all the subjects had been 
thoroughly taught, although they wore not getting on rapidly. There 
was also an undue proportion of boys in tho two lowest classes. I 
hoped to SCO those defects VcctiHcd during tho current year, 

(6) . JDalmoto. — ** This school continues in the same unsatisfactory 
condition as in previous years. The master reports 70 pupils, but I havo 
serious doubts about his figures. When I inspected tho school in March 
I found only 16 hoys, and tho Deputy Inspector reports that he never 
found anything like tho number reported. I have therefore removed 
the masters and established a village school instead, b’cos amounting 
to Rs- 27-7-0 wore collected during the year. 

(7) . Behar{Bog Bareilly. — This school continues to make steady 
progress. It contains 100 boys against 90 at the close of 1SG7-0S 
and the average attendance is 82. The foes collected in 1867-08 were 
E.S. 37-14-G, in 1868-69 they have amounted tolls. 67-6-2. The present 
bead master, Mdnsht llada Kishon seems as able and diligent a teacher 
as his predecessor and well sustains tlic reputation of tho men trained in 
the Normal School at Liueknow. A new school house is being erected 
at Bhagwuntnugger, about five miles from this town and tho tahsil will 
also ho removed. Some arrangements will therefore have to be made 
for a town school here.” 

49. Buildings. — Provision was made in tho Public Works Budget 
of tho year for new buildings at Bari, Ghamrowli, Behar, and Jelalpoor. 

Mr. Brockman completod tho first two punctually and made them over 
to tho department in tho year. Behar school is approaching completion, 
but nothing beyond tho making of bricks has been done at Jelalpoor up 
to tho close of tho year, although the building is much required. TJio 
new building at Amethl was commenced in 1867-68 and made 
over to the school in January last. At Bawun a clieap structure on 
the plan of a first class village school is being built at the cost of tlic 
school Cess and subscriptions, and Moradabad will bo similarly provided 
for shortly. 

Village Schools. 

60. Tho following is the comparative statement for the two years.

51. The statement below shows the progress made in each district 
during the year.

Boy Bareilly has beaten it in regard to the progress of the pupils 
as shown by the classification ; and ^uoknow is drawing close upon it 
in this important respect. ' Hurdui has made the greatest inorsiue in 
schools and pupils during the year. The attendance is most regular in 
Oonao, and the largest foe collections are in the same district.

*'It may be aaked, after establishing so many schools and collecting 
so many scholars, what do you teach ? Hare the boys learned anything 
usefbl f what is it proposed to teach them in fhture ? The scheme' oi 
studies for Tillage schools provides for four classes. If the Tfrdd and 
Kdgti alphabets are intricate they have this advantage, namely that the 
saibe character is used both for printing and writing. As soon therefore 
Us a boy begins to read he begins to write. After learning the names of 
the first half dozen letters he is sot to work to copy, them over and over 
again until he can write them neatly. And so on throughout the whole 
course, there is the standing direction, every letter, word, and sentence 
read is to bo copied over and over again until the boy can write it neatly. 

**In the fourth class the boys read the primer, but as they also write 
out the whole, the work is thoroughly done. jBvoxy boy who has got 
beyond the fourth class can road easy sentences readily and copy them 
neatly. In arithcmetic he can work the simple rules. 

Third class. Sere the boys road easy narrative pioebs and write 
the same to dictation. In arithmetic, they work the compound rules. 

Second class. The boys of this class read descriptive and scientific 
pieces of average difficulty. The style of their text-books is similar to 
that found in I7rdu or Hindi newspapers. Besides writing to dictation 
from the reading book they are taught to write letters, petitions <&c. 
In arithmetic they Icam fractions. 

First class. Here the boys have the history of India, TTrdd gram- 
mar and composition, geography, miscellaneous exercises in arithmetic, 
with naensuration of surfaces and land surveying. 

**No boy is promoted until ho has thoroughly mastered the subjects 
prescribed for his class. Promotions are made by the Deputy Inspector 
and checked by myself. 

**Thcro is a large proportion of boys in the fourth class ; indeed, up- 
wards of half of the boys in the village schools of this circle have got no 
farther. But if it is borne in mind that the oldest village school has 
been at work only two years and a half, and many schools are not six 
months old, the result will be considered as good as was to be expected. 
At all events the people themselves are highly pleased with the progress 
iheir children have made.” 


‘ ,^63. Considerable progress has been made this year in erecting 
bufidings for village schools. It was found that the plans described in 
psm. 61 of my last report were defective ; the estimates were so low that 
jliobody would undertake to build, and the anxiety to make the money 
dt bur ^disposal supply as many buildings as possiblo induced an attempt ' 
to ba£Li too slight! Mr. Brockman, Bxecutivo Engim»)r Ducknow, very 



tpftbe oonld Ibie^fkxr^sli^ 'at llksixsoat ^ssfikteoiit with a fidir 
amount of durability, a new set of plans Wete adopted with estimates 
amounting to Bsi 916, Bs. 458, and Bs. 373, respeotively. The drst 
class plan consists of two long rooms 40 feet by 10 feet with 3 feet ver- 
andahs : the.others have only one room with a similar verandah. The 
walls are of sunburnt bricks protected with two feet of mcuonxy work on 
the top : the roof is of large square pu4;;ka bricks laid, on rafters, and co- 
vered with six inches of mud. To avoid the danger of white ants as little 
wood as possible is used. The long room is open to the verandah, the 
roof being supported on masonry pillars withf arches instead of doors ; 
a raised platform (chabutra) is provided in front of the verandah, the 
whole being surrounded by a low wall. From the following statement 
it will be observed that 63 schools were completed in the year, and 53 
more were in progress at its close, the total expenditure being Bs. 29,495. 
The department is indebted to district olficers for much that has been 
done.

64. The 483 village schools existing at the close of the year were 
under the charge of 483 masters, assisted by 113 assist- 
42 if*' 9 ^ r**' aiit masters, monitors and pupil teachers. The note in

* 55. In pata 52 of xny lost report I mentioned having commenced 
to issue an XTrdd monthly magazine for the benefit of vernacular teachets. 
The paper has been continued during the year* and is appreciated by ma- 
ny of those for whom it is intended. I have found tho advanced pupils 
in sotne of the schools acquainted with the subject of recent articles in 
the **Akhbar*** and have heard that it is often borrowed by the literati 
Qi the neighbourhood. 

Recently tho Cliief Commissioner lias sanctioned a proposal for es- 
tablishing a vernacular library in each district under the charge of tho 
Deputy Inspector* who will circulate books to teachers under his charge. 
When tho cess is fully levied and tcaoliers have been supplied to each 
district* candidates may be kept two years in the Normal School instead of 
one* and it may be hoped that careful training in tho first instance* with 
the help of the Akhbar ’* and tlie district library afterwards* will make 
our village teachers really efficient agents for spreading enlightenment 
through the province. 

6G. So far* tho officers of tliis department have had little reason to 
complain of apathy on the part of the people. In most cases the schools 
are welcomed, and tho attendance shows they are aiiprcciatcd. Prequent 
applications arc made by zaminddrs for schools to he opened in their vil- 
lages* and generally tlicy prove their earnestness in the matter by offering 
to provide houses for tho tomporai’y accommodation of the masters and 
pupils. At Suffeepoor in Oonao the zaminddrs of three vill<agcs visited 
my camp and made applications for schools on the terms mentioned above* 
and a fourth followed me fourteen miles next day to make a request on 
behalf of his village. Similarly at Shahahad some ten or twelve of tho 
more I'cspcctablo people of ITdhampoor* a village six miles off, came to 
beg that a school recently closed might be rc-opened* declaring that the 
opposition which had led to the teacher being removed was raised by a 
few disreputable people to annoy the rest of the residents. Still the 
schools do not all prosper : in some the teachers are to blame and tho 
remedy is easy ; but in others nothing will induce the people to send 
their children. One or two schools of this kind in Sultanpoor gave tho 
3!nspcctor much trouble* the teachers were repeatedly changed* and tho 
school Removed from one part ot tho village to another to gratify the wishes 
of the peoi>lc, but still no improvement look place. Similarly tlirco vil- 
lages* Sambasi* Suri Gandouli and Jabraoli in Ducknow district have 
been most intractable : at Jabraoli three geod teachers have failed to get 
over 20 scholars : the Deputy Inspector and Inspector have again and 

expostulated with tho inhabitants : tho Deputy Commissioner has 
twice written to the lumhcrddrs* and the tohsilcUtf has tried his best to 
make the villagers understand the advantages offered by the school : all 
’ hj^ve failed* and tho Deputy Inspector in despair urges that it is folly to 
leave '1110; education of children optional to such fathers* Such oases ore 
csce^ttpnal and ought not to cause' surprise. Dnglish gentlemen some-

The following passage from the report of the Deputy Oommissioner 
Dudknow lays down the proper course in regard to TUlages such as those 
mentioned ahoye. 


** It sometimes happens that a large Tillage sends but few scholars. 
XiOw caste zaminddrs, e. ff., moraos» are unable to see the advantage' 
of education and unwilling to lose the servioes qt their children, who are 
employed in the fields from an early age. This is not peculiar to India, 
and patience is required in such cases. X would jiot close a school hastily 
in a village of this description, nor despair of gpradually attracting a larger 
attendance. The inhabitants contribute largely to the cess, and it would^ 
be unfair to them to deprive them even of the opportunity of securing 
the educational advantages for which they pay, until it is clear they will 
not avail themselves of them. I make this remark, as it is the tendency 
of the department to relinquish at ouco unpromising localities solely 
with a view to securing a larger attendance elsewhere.** 

57. The following extract from the Senior Inspectors report regard* 
ing tlio class of boys attending village schools is interesting. 

** An attempt has been made to show that in no part of India has 
education reached the lower, strata of society, that only the upper and 
middle classes have shown any desire for learning, and that the lower would 
i-cfusc it even if brought to their doors. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that tlio expressions, * upper and lower* have differont meanings to 
natives from what they have to Europeans. In Europe high and low 
sdmost correspond with rich and poor. The man who can command 
many of the conveniences of life ranks before the man in w'ant. Not so 
in India. The well-to-do koormoe land-owner is n£ch qaunht a *low 
fellow ’ : the brahmin with hardly a morsel to eat or a rag to wear is 
Tnahardj f a noble. Taking the Indian standard we have but partially 
reached the lower classes as yet. Representatives of all castes are to be 
found in our schools, but 1 am convinced that the ratio of low caste 
scholars to high caste scholars is very much smaller than the ratio of 
low caste inhabitants to high caste inhabitants. Next year, when the 
results of the census are available, I will give the precise proportion. 
But taking the European standard, the lower, that is poorer closes have 
undoubtedly been reached. A largo proportion of the village school 
pupils, far from being tho sons of wealthy mahdjuns or farmers, are the 
sons of labourers* or of cottars w'ho cultivate their fields with their own 
hands, not by * mazddrs.* That in fact is ono of our great difficulties. 
Parents are constantly obliged to keep their boys at home to assist them. 
During harvest the daily average attendance falls, 10 or 12 per cent, and 
the dryness of the past season caused the withdrawal of many boys to 
assist in irrigating tho fields, .where the parents would gladly have sent 
them to school if they could have afforded it. 

** It has also been supposed that Rajpoots are averse to schools. 
This is only partially the ease. Some Rajpoot tribes, as the Rajkoomars 
and Bali Sultans are, it is true, indifferent if not hostile to oiir schools.

The closing part of the extract made above is confirmed by the 
Beputy Commissioner of Sultanpoor (Br. Young), who reports that the 
zaminddrs of Kutawun, who areBacbgoti Bajpoots, appear to take unusual 
interest in the school there, and the lumberddr, Bisashur Singh, supplies 
excellent accommodation^ for the school in his own houso.

68. There are 31 schools with 653 pupils at the closo of the 
year against 24i schools and 436 pupils at tho close of 1867-68.

69. (1.) Five of the Lucknow city schools with 113 pupils are at- 

tended by Mahomedans only, and are under the charge of the head mistress 
of the Normal School who examines them weekly. She reports that 
pupils of the first class in these schools can read fairly, arc learning the 
geography and history of India, and TJrdfi grammar. Some girls can 
write easy passages from dictation and can do addition. The teachers, 
who are Mahomedan women, attend the Normal School two hours daily. 

(2.) Tho Beputy Inspector of Lucknow has seven schools with 154 
pupils (in his charge, two are in the city of Lucknow and the rest in other 
towns of the distrtet, four are attended by Hindoos aud four by Mahome- 
dans. Of 88 Hindoo girls only 14 ore Sudras, and the Beputy Inspector 
says tho pupils are not from ** the inferior classes.** Two schools have 
female teachers, the others arc taught by old men. Instruction is given 
in fading, writing and neodlc-work, the last being’ the most popular. 
The Mahomedan pupils are getting on satisfactorily with their lessons ; 
cnit of 66 girls who attend, 16 road Hdqaiqill Maujfid'd.t, and can copy 
tilieir lessons. The Hindoo schools are less satisfactory, the teachers 
having Apparently little control over their pupils. The want of good 
usefateasy books is felt to be a great obstacle.

rouoli progress, but are working away at the Kagri Primer. The Dejmty 
Commissioner reports having visited the girls* school at kCujta, where he 
found some 20 girls, principally of the Thakur and Brahmin castes : 
they liad recently commencpd, but some of the girls could read 
the Nagrl Primer pretty fairly. The same officer adds ** I find as a rule 
the people are anxious that the district officer should visit the female 
schools. At Mujhia, the Thakurs of the place appeared greatly pleased 
at my wife and myself going to visit the school.** 

(4.) The two schools in Scetapoor district are both new. The 
teachers are Brahmin women, and the pupils are principally of the same 
caste. I examined tho children in the cold weather : they bad then 
only recently commenced the primer and were learning to write the 
alphabet. 

(5.) Tho Deputy Commisioncr Kheroe mentions a girls* school es* 
tablislicd through the influence of Gouri Sahai, tho tahsilddr of Mohumdi. 
It had 12 pupils when the Deputy Commissioner visited it : the teacher 
is a Kaitliin. This school has not yet come under the cognizance of 
the education department, and is not included in the statistics accom- 
panying this report.

GO. The following remarks on girls' schools in Pyzabad and Sul- 
tanpoor are from Mr. Thomson’s report. 

(1.) " The schools ill t'yzabad and Sultanpoor have been at work 

during the year, a ad from past experience I am led to conclude that 
with proper machinery female schools might soon bo as efficient and 
popular as boys’ schools. But whero thcro is no regular and systematic 
inspection thcro can be but little progress. Mrs. Beuthcr has been so 
kiud as twice to examine the Fyzabad schools. 1 annex the report of 
her last visit. Tliese examinations are very valuable, inasmuch as they 
let us know the exact state of tho schools at the time. But far more is 
required. It is not enough to know that there are such and such pro- 
mising circumstances, and such and such defects. We require some 
one with leisure to correct the defects and to encourage the mistresses 
to diligence and perseverance. Had the teachers of the hf>y^* schools 
been untrained and left to themselves as the teachers of girls’ schools are, 
the education of tho boys would have been no further advanced than 
that of girls is. 

(2.) ** It is sometimes said. * The people have no desire for female 

education themselves, and therefore money ought not to be spent upon 
it.’ But I never could understand why this argument was applied to 
female schools rather than to any other iniprovemont. Did the people 
show any desire for railways before they were established ? Yet native 
railway passengers are plentiful enough "now. They showed very little 
desire for boys* schools seven years ago, yet there are now in Oudli thirty- 
thousand school boys. It is impossible for people to have a Strong wish 
for that regarding which they are utterly ignorant. But when schools 



established it will be a new thing if the people do not understand 
th'e benefits to be derired from female education, and take adrantage 
of it.” 

r 

61. I append Mrs. Iteuther’s report alluded to above, as I wish to 
shew clearly that more efficient supervision is absolutely essential to 
progress. 

** 1 was sorry to find XJmda Begum's school, which was getting on so 
nic^y last year, greatly fallen off in numbers and in efficiency, and alto- 
gether rather in a disorderly condition. A few of the girls only seemed 
to be provided with books, and these lew were much tom and soiled. 
The little girls had learnt the alphabet by heart, but did not know the 
letters, tho teacher excusing herself by saying that she had no more 
primers to teach from. Most of the girls we saw last year seem to have 
left the school, and the new comers have made little progress as yet. 
Several girls read the Daira-i-Ilm tolerably well. Out of five girls who 
were examined in the first and second chapters of the Haqaiqul-Mauju- 
ddt, three acquitted themselves very well, as far as the mere reading goes, 
but they could not explain the meaning of difficult words, such as 
^shiyut Khilqat, 3fakhluq, &c., and of course understood only half of 
what they w'ere reading. The writing too is much neglected. Only 
three prizes were given, and the pupils were told that the rest would be 
reserved for the next examination, whieh we hoped would turn out more 
creditable. The other sehool wo found in much better condition. Bis- 
millah Begum has evidently profited by the advice and admonition given 
her on a former occasion. Among her pupils are nearly as many 
women as girls. A mother with her two little girls came up to bo 
examined. They had attended school only for a little more than a 
month, and all three could shew and repeat tho alphabet foru’ards and 
backwards without a single mistake. Some eight or nine others, girls 
and grpwn up women, who have been at school but a few weeks, knew 
their letters pretty well. Several read lessons in4.he I>aira-i>llm A*ery 
nicely. But it is a pity that the whole class is not kept at the same 
lesson ; some have gone on to the 35th and 40th lesson, the others hav- 
ing scarcely reached tbo £0th. It is the same with those who read the 
Haqaiq-ul-Maujuddt, one has read three chapters, one two, and one only 
the first. The meaning of the words is not taught in this school either. 
One of the pupils, the wife of a writer, is au intelligent young woman, 
find decidedly the best in the school. She both reads and writes nicely, 
and is very regular in her attendance. The first prize was given to her, 
th e second to an elderly, very respectable looking woman, who read off 
fluently any passages pointed out to her in the Baira-i-llm and the 
Haqaiq-ul-Maujuddt, though she could not tell the meaning of difficult 
wor&. Prizes were given to several other pupils chiefly for regular atten- 
dance, and more as an encouragement to persevere, than as a reward.” 

6fi. The Deputy Commissioner of Sultanpoor, after mentioning 
that t)£fr'idepartmcntal officers are not satisfied with the progress made 
in schools in his district ad4s ” hut it a great thing to have

The Government of India was pleased to declare that the report 
was ** very satisfactory” and afforded good promise for the future,” 
but hesitated to sanction an increase of expenditure because in measures 
for promoting female education, ** not only native initiation but also 
native co-operation” was considered necessary, and the report submitted 
did not shew that such initiation and co-operation were forthcoming. 

64. The orders of Government were not final, and I respectfully 
hope at least a part of the scheme may eventually be sanctioned. It is 
tme that no very influential native gentlemen have put thcmselvep for- 
ward in the matter. I fear the higher classes are as a rule indifferent 
to all reforms which interfere with the existing order of things, but there 
is no outcry against what has been done, and the fact that 653 girls 
attend the scliools already open, shews that at least among some classes 
there is no insuperable objection to girls’ schools. It is above all things 
necessary that whatever schools are opened should be most "carefully 
watched. If from a fear of insisting on inspection they degenerate into 
mere shams, or if from want of means of exercising vigilant supervi- 
sion disreputable persons are admitted as pupils, lasting evil must 
ensue. In villages. Deputy Inspectors and other officers are usually 
permitted to examine, and they may be made as responsible for the pro- 
per expenditure of money in girls* schools as in those for boys, but for 
the Normal School in Ducknow and for ordinary schools in cities and 
towns a European lady is required, who should know personally every 
teacher and pupil, and have free access to their homes, who would bo 
able to contradict slander with an authority which even the most fasti- 
dious objector must admit. It may be that one inspectress could thus 
thoroughly supervise very few schools, but a good beginning would bo

made ; and when the gigantic evils which are certain to asise from 
educating one sex, and leaving the others in blank ighorahoe axe o6n> 
sidered* the importance of making a fair attempt to introduce a more 
natural system cannot be undervalued. 

Jail Schools, 

66. A class of 14 prisoners has been formed in Sultanpoor jail 
during the year. The number of pupils in the liucknow jail has how- 
ever« decreased from 104 last year to 76 at the end of this, so that the 
total number of prisoners under instruction is now only 90 against 104, 
last year. The pupils are under instruction only three hours each day, 
but the more advanced have reached class II of the vernacular town 
school course.

The Normal School is held in a hired house in a crowded 
part of the city and immediately behind a large bazar. There *were 
205 pupils at the close of the year, of whom 133 live on tbe- 
premiscs. The head master reports that 6 per cent of the students 
are daily absent from sickness, and complains that there is no provision 
for medical attendance. It will sooner or later be necessary to build a 
suitable school, with students* barracks, away from the city. 100

' Fematis Normal School. 

' 60. The eircumstanoes under' which this institution was establish- 
ed are related in para. 63 of my last report. At the dose of tlie year 
there were twenty- two pupBs, of whom ten received stipends of Rs. 4 per 
mensem each, six were teachers in Government schools, and three in 
^dission school. The institution has been visited on several occasions 
during the year hySnropeaa, fautiee, who expressed sattsfoction with what 
they saw.

Of ten senior students who have left the oolloge during the year, 
two hare become Government translators on Rs. 100 a month, five have 
taken up teaching as a profession with salaries of from Rs. 60 to Rs. 100 
per mensem, one has succeeded in getting a diploma as a pleader of the 
higher grade, one has become a clerk, and KHodadad Beg, one of the 
most promising students the college had, has been selected to proceed 
to England as a Government scholarshipholder for-throe years to prepare 
himself for the India Civil Service. ** 

** The Arabic and Persian classes of the Oriental Department have 
been carried on as satisfactorily as usual. TheMajtahid, who takes much 
interest in this department, kindly examined these classes, and I make 
the following extracts from his report. * I found all the students very 
attentive to their studies. Besides the other sciences they also study 
Euclid and arithmetic. Sheikh Zamin Ali, in Moulvf All Nakf's class 
has finished his course of Arabic studios. In Moulvi Pazl-fila's class 
ten scholars proved very clever and intelligent. Some of the students 
of Moulvi Zahir-iid-din’s class read Persian works of a higher character, 
and Moulvi Niir Karim’s class contains some good and diligent boys. 
I have every hope that tlie students will continue to make good progress 
and the institution to flourish. *’ 

** Tlie Sanskrit classes in this department have increasd in numbers. 
Pandit Magan Dal’s class continues to learn arithmetic, cuclid, and geo- 
graphy after the European fashion, and passed a very fair examination. ’* 

“ The English school has boon increased by two additional classes. 
There are now thirteen English classes reading from the alphabet to the 
standard of the university matriculation examination. With pne or 
two exceptions the whole of the teachers have very satisfactorily worked 
their respective classes up in the various subjects to the prescribed 
standard. ** 

** The college proper has increased from 16 to 24 students and wo 
have three classes reading for tho higher examinations of the Calcutta 
University. A *B. A.* class has been formed, and to increase the efficiency 
of this department a special master to teach mathematics has been add- 
ed to the stall.” 

** With regard to the results of the December examinations in con- 
nection with the Calcutta University, I have to report most favourably. 
Prom tho first class of the school department, 20 candidates were sent up 
for the entrance examination. Of these 16 passed, five being in the first 
division, ten in the second, and only ono in the third. The five first class 
under graduates are Bish umber Nath, Ram Nath, Zaheeruddin; Eusuf- 
oozzumau and Brij Bahddilr. Seven of the successful candidates are 
Mussulmans.” 

** In my last report I had the pleasure of recording tho affiliatimi 
of Canning College to the Calcutta University, and I am happy now to 
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to be able to add that the whole of the candidates sent up for the first 
arts examination in !Deoemberdast were successful. Three students went 
up*; Fran Nath and Hanuman Froshad were placed in the second class 
and Shew Narayan in the third.** 

77. To the above remarks I may add that the institution is in 
excellent order, and the classes tnana^d with much practical efficiency. 
It is however to be hoped that before long one or more preparatory schools 
may bo opened to relieve the college of the lowest school classes. It is 
not the work of a college to teach little boys the alphabet; and as a 
larger outlay in the college department will be necessary as the highest 
classes are formed, the committee should endeavour gradually to relieve 
their funds from expenditure on account of elementary instruction. 
For the university classes professors are necessary who have made parti- 
cular subjects their special study. One man cannot be expected as in 
the lower classes to teach half a dozen subjects, nor for many years to 
como, can large classes be expe cted : the expenditure therefore on the 
college must necessarily bo great in comparison with the number of 
pupils. No amount of practical skill on the part of the principal and his 
assistants can altogether obviate this, and the committee must therefore 
•be prepared to meet the increased expenditure. It may be difficult for 
native gentlemen to understand this, but it is very much to be liopcd 
they will not starve higher education. For the honour examinations 
I am of opinion that a central university college, with men of eminent 
attainments as lecturers on the several subjects, would suffice for the 
whole of North-West India for years to come, and that it is rather a waste 
of labour to attempt to form honour classes in all existing colleges ; but 
Canning college must have a staff thoroughly competent and sufficient 
to pass candidates for the B. A. degree creditably. 

78. M&harajuh Sir Brigbijai Singh’s school at Bulrampoor passed one 
candidate at the university entrance examination in Dcoember last, and 
is tliercforo on the principle alluded to in para. 22 entitled to be ranked 
as a school of the higher class. The institution is not altogether satisfac- 
tory ; the inspector reports that ** the number of pupils is 176, but the 
attendance is very irregular, and the frequent change of the head masters 
greatly interferes with the progress of the boys. Buidng the year there 
have been two head masters, and at present there is none, the second master 
looking after the M'hole school.’* The Mdhardjah was absent a great 
jpart of the year, and probably this was the cause of the delay in filling 
**^up the .vacancy. lie has recently returned from Calcutta and has brought 
a head master with him ; better arrangements for the fUture manage- 
ment of the school will be made shortly.

80. Of the 24 schools of this class seven with 621 pupils belong to 

the American Mission. The first five on 
the list are in iLucknow and are under 
the charge of the Rev. J. H. Messmore, 
M. A., who reports as follows : — 

** The Saadatgunj, Cashmoree Mo- 
hullah and Hussangunj branch schools 
appear to be in a, stable and prosperous 
' condition. The aggregate of average 
attendance is above that of the preceding year, whilst the increase of 
fees is more than 25 per cent above last year. These schools are still 
deficient in thorough general study of TTrdu and Hindi, yet there has 
been improvement in this respect also, as a reference to the report of 
studies will shew. 

The increased attention paid to these schools by the inhabitants 
of the mohullahs in which they are situated is a matter of much oneour- 
agement. 1 often find the parents and friends of the boys in the school 
room looking around among the classes, ardently interested in what is 
going on. 

** At our recent semi-annual distribution of prizes in each of these 
three schools, the head masters succeeded in filling their houses with 
spectators or visitors, among whom in one schoo! were the three sons of 
Mustafa All Khan, brother of the cx-kiog of Oudh, and in ihQ other 
schools several nawdbs and mahdjans favoured us with their presence.** 

The plan of transferring pupils from theso schools to the dbntral 
school at Hooseinabad has been carried out during the year, and ther^ 
first class from each of the branch schools has been transferred on scho- 
larships of six months* standing. 

** The decreased numbers of tbe Hoscinabad school is a very serious 
source of regret. The staff of teachers is better than ever before, month- 
ly scholarships on a very liberal scale are granted at each semi-annual 
examination, and yet the school seems to be unable to even retain its old 
scholars. There'is an entrance class of five taught by myself, the first class 
(9 boys) is taught by a very superior teacher on Rs. 100 per mensem. Tbe 
second class of 16 and the third of 16 boys are taught by men who

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have been several yean in the sohodL Bat there is no filling up firom the 
pripiary* classes, hence the comparative expense of educating each pupil 
is very great, and yet 1 cannot see hoTr the numher of classes can be re- 
. duced, and no one acquainted with the merits of the teachers will say 
that they are overpaid. 'W'ith respect to the fees paid by this school I 
am not at all satisfied, and yet I see no possibility 'of immediate improve^ 
ment. By return No. Ill you will perceive that almost nine-tenths of the 
pupils are found in cols. 9 and 10, that is in the serving and pro- 
fessional classes, which ^classes in liucknow, especially the latter, are 
noted for their general helplessness and poverty.'* 

81. The inspector reports of the Roy Bareilly mission school as 
follows : — 


** This school has had between 90 and 100 pupils on the rolls during 
the year, with an average daily attendance of 84 per cent of the register- 
ed numl)er8. The Bevd. P. T. Wilson himself takes part in the daily 
work of the school. "When I visited it last I observed a tendency to form 
more classes than the masters were able comfortably to manage, and to 
push on the boys from one class to another too rapidly. But on the 
whole the school is well managed and would rank as a good Anglo- verna- 
cular tahsili school were it directly under the department.** 

I examined this school carefully in February last, and advised 
Mr. Wilson not to attempt for the present to form a university entrance 
class, but to send the few pupils who had outstripped their class fellows 
to the mission school in Iiucknow on small scholarships. Mr. Wilson 
has, I believe adopted this suggestion. 

82. Khyrabad school is well attended : the amount of instruction 
imparted is not as satisfactory as it might be : the Tri*du classes were par- 
ticularly backward when I examined the scliool last cold season. It 
would bo well if this as well as the Roy Bareilly school were made feed- 
ers to the lloseinabad school. 


83. The Church Mission Schools* have now 427 pupils. A new

85. The school at Neotnoc is well attended and shews signs of heal- 
thy progress. Half the total expenditure is contributed by Mir Salamat 
All, a native of the place, an^ now a pleader of the High Court at Allaha- 
bad. 

86. The two schools at Boundee and Akonnah have been established 
by the Bdjah of Kapilrthalah. At Boundee there are 80 names on 
tlio register and the average attendance is good : the school was only 
opened in November but promises well. The inspector reported unfa- 
vourably of Akpunali, and considering the place unsuitable for an English 
school iccommcndcd its being closed. ThoJDeputy Commissioner however 
who visited the school lator was satisfied : in accordance with his wish a 
further trial of six months is allowed.

83. At Ajudhya the attend- 
ance has increased from 103 to 131, 
but there is much irregularity, 
which the inspector attributes to the 
great number of mclas and religious holidays held at the sacred city : tho 
percentage for the year was only 09. The inspector reports that the pro- 
gi*ess in studies during the year has been satisfactory, and that Bajah 
Bishen Frokash who built tho school takes much interest in it and has 
visited it rcvcral times. 


89. Dostpoor school has 4)9 pupils who attend regularly and arc 

making fair progress. The want of a proper house has been a great draw- 
back. ^ 

90. Zaidpoor and Futtehpoor schools are very creditable. The at- 
tendance is good, both have comfortable new buildings, and the discip- 
line and progress in studies is satisfactory. 


01. Mallawan is a large and flourishix^g schcol. Two branches have 
been opened, as the hired house in which the school*is held is over-crowd- 
ed. The classes are very well taught. 

92. At Saudi the vernacular classes are fairly successful, but Eng- 
lish appears to be a mistake here, and it will possibly bo necessaiy to 
expend the money elsewhere. 

s 
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03. Muchchretta school has suffered much from waut of a ne'W’ 
huildiuf^ : this is at length being erected. The estimated cost is B.s. 3>29S, 
of ^hich Gorernment contributes Its. I,6fi9. The attendance is large. 

91. Mahonah school has not been vory successful, and tlie ISnglish 
teacher has recently been removed. The Deputy Commissioner reports 
“funds admitted of the employment of only an indifferent Dnglish 
teacher, and there is no question that the time of the boys would bo 
better expended in acquiring a sound knowledge of the vernacular than 

in trying to learn bad English.” 

• 

95 The last school of this class is the evening school at EucknoAv. 
It closed the year with SO pupils against 93 last year. This falling off is 
probably due to the less persevering growing Aveary of attending school 
after the labours of the day. The average attendance is as last year 62 
per cent. The head master, referring to this, obscrA^es that nearly all the 
pupils are employed during the day, and often have family affairs to attend 
to in the evening, whilst some live a long way from the school and are 
occasionally kept aAA-ay by bad weather. Considering all the circumstancos 
the perfcvcrancc shoAvn by the students is very creditable to them. The 
first and second classes, consisting of 25 and 18 pupils respectively, liaA o 
taken up the university entrance course for 1870, and liaA^e made good 
progress : the third and fourth classes arc also doing Avell, though less 
advanced. The pupils liaA'o already had cA’idonce that the instruction 
they receive is A'aluablc. One pupil was promoted by bis employer from 
Us. 60 to its. 150 per mensem : a second obtained employment in the 
Public "Works Department at Es. 05 per mensem, and a third in the 
Settlement Department at l?s. 50 jicr mensem. The Eiiianeial Commis- 
sioner, Colonel BarroAA', was good enough to v'isit the school lately and has 
publicly expressed his satisfaction Avitli the institution. Babii Earn 
Chandra Sen, head master of tlie Normal School, as president of tbo 
schoql committee, has continued to exert himself on behalf of the school. 

90. In concluding this section I may add that at the A*ory close of 
the year a pi'omising Anglo-A'crnacular school has been opened at Bhinga 
in Baraich district. The proposal came originally from the Deputy Com- 
missioner (Mr. IvaA'anagb), the Bhinga estate being in the Court of 
Wards, and the young Bdjali, a student in Canning College, having ex- 
pressed a AA'isb that a school should be established, the Deputy Commis- 
sioner applied for a Government grant of Its. 60 per mensem in aid of 
the siJjhool : the grant was sanctioned and the school opened, but the 
** Hdjah just then came into possession of his taluka, and has since express- 
ed his wish to pay the whole expenses of tho school and manage it him- 
self. Of course no objection was made, and thc^school is now unconnected 
with this department. If it succeeds, and there is no reason why it should 
not, the Kdjah will deserve great credit. 

O. — Private Schools of the Lower Class. 

97. There arc 35 schools of this class with 1471 pupils against 33 
-schools and 12C7 pupils' at the close of 1867-68. Of tho whole number 
14 schools receive no Government aid.^ As last year they may be con- 
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veniently divided into (1)^ those supported and managed by private gentle- 
men ; and (2) those supported by general subscriptions and managed by 
district o£5cers and committees.

y8. It will be observed the "^Idhardjah of Bulrampoor has now 10 
schools, and the number of pupils has increased considerably. More 
information regarding these institutions will be available w'hcn a Deputy 
Inspector is appointed for the Gondah district : being in remote villages 
out of the Avay of any Government schools it is but seldom European 
officers can visit them. 

99. Nawjlh Nawazish AU Khan's two schools in Baraich district 
liave not made satisfactory progress, the teachers appointed by the Na- 
wtib wf?re incompetent, and ho has now consented to receive masters se- 
lected by this department. 

100. Jemadar Bishun Nath’s school at Shunkerpoor Serai in 
Oonao district is very creditable to him. The jemadar takes a personal 
interest in the teachers and pupils, and has promised to build a school 
house for them. The Deputy Inspector of Oonao deserves credit for 
encouraging the school. It is not every native gentleman who has a 
turn for managing schools, and few have any experience in such matters. 
Deputy Inspectors have been informed that in such cases their d|ity is 
not merely to find fault and advise a withdrawal of the grant-in-aid,'l)«t>» 
to olTer every possible assistance in correcting mistakes. To find fault 
is extremely easy, hut a zealous Deputy Inspector should look upon 
ovci'y school abandoned (unless some very special circumstances justify 
this extreme measure) as a reflection ripon liis own skill and tact, and 
to some degree a discredit to the department. 

101. Mirza Abbas Beg, Talukddr of Scetapoor district has during the 
year opened a good vernacular school at Baragaon, a small to^i'n on bis 
estate. Tho Mirza contributes Bs. 15 per mensem, and Government 
gives a grant of equal amount. As the Talukddr is frequently absent ho 
has made over tho executive managemeut of the school to this depart- 
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znexity coTrespondin^ witli me however occarfonally on matters to wliiclx 
l^e wishes attention to bo paid. At the close of the year there were 60 
pupils in the school. 

102. The statement in the margin refers to schools supported by 

general subscriptions. Of 
the rCurdui schools, those at 
Qopamow and Pihanee aro 
in a very healthy condition : 
the latter has greatly im- 
proved during the year not 
only in attendance but in 
progress in study. Ghouse- 
gunge school is also doing 
well. Tlie Deputy Inspec- 
tor Miinshi Mool Chund and 
his predecessor paid much attention to those schools, and a good deal of the 
improvement made is due to these officers. Itladhogunj is a consider- 
able mart, but tlie people have so far resisted all attempts to attract 
them to education. They are for the most part bunias and other shopkeep- 
ers who think all education 
beyond chitthi and pa1ia7'a* 
superfluous. It may, they say, be right and proper for others to 
read books and learn arithmetic and geography, but such lore 
is not for them and theirs : consequently although there are 69 
pupils on the rolls, all aro in the two lowest classes. Directly 
a boy can wi'ito easy Nagri and knows the multiplication table 
he begins the great work of life in his father’s shop. I do 
not propose to abandon tlie place altogether, but an ordinary village 
school will suflico till a more liberal sj)ii*it prevails.

103. The Ivheroe schools arc improving slowly : they require more 
inspection. I hope a Deputy Inspector will be appointed this year. 

104i. The Sectapoor schools have been well and frequently inspected 
during the year by Bahu Kheshub Cliandra Dob, the Deputy Inspector. 
Some of the teachers have been changed, necessary furniture and appa- 
ratus have been sanctioned by the Deputy Commissioner, new school 
bouses, which wore most necessary, are nearly completed for five out of 
the seven schools, and generally a new impetus has been given to the 
whole of the schools. 


1^5. Gondah has two schools at Paraspore and Oomree. The 
■"Xbspector reports that the former school was rc-organized at the begin- 
ning of tbc year and put under a trained licad master from the Nor-« 
mal School, who ** at once showed his superiority to the Maulavis, who 
had preceded him. The numbers have risen from 47 to 102, and the 
average attendance from 64 to 86 per cent.*’ The second school was re- 
moved from Turubgunj to Oomree, aud has now 64 pupils. A school 
house is to bo built after the rains. - 


106. Deogaon School in Pyzabad district, was opened in Feb- 
ruary and bas sent no returns for the year. Bdjah Azim All Khan, 
taldkdar, pays half the expense of the school aud seems really inter- 
ested in its success.

108. The girls’ school Liucknow, for the children of TSuropeans 
and Eurasians, has not been very successful during the year. About 
the close of the preceding year a change of teachers was made, and this 
was followed by the withdrawal of most of the pupils, some from 
causes which had no connection with the management of the school, 
others from a determination on the part of the committee to insist on 
stricter discipline. Subsequently the attendance began to recover, and 
by the close of the year, there were thirty-two pupils, of whom eleven 
were boarders. 

During the past three or four years girls’ schools have been estab- 
lished in several stations in the north of India, and there is not now 
therefore the same demand as formerly on behalf of children from out 
stations. At the same time there arc no doubt numbers of poor chil- 
dren scattered over the smaller stations of Oudh and the North 
Western ProWnces, whoso parents really cannot afford to pay the fefis at 
a boarding school, and who are therefore growing up without any 
scliool education at all. There is a probability of the Liucknow girls’ 
school receiving a small endowment from the Martiniere funds, and 
of its becoming a department of that institution : when this arrange- 
ment is completed it is hoped a few foundation pupils may be admit- 
ted, and so the want now felt be to some small extent mot. 

109. The following report by the lady in charge of the Church 

Mission zenana schools, is given in full. ^ 

We have at present four female schools in connection with the 
Church Missionary Society, viz. at the Bajah ka Bazar, at Qolagunj, 
Nukhas, and Asharfabad. Of these four schools that at the Bajah ka 
Bazar is in the most flourishing condition, having at present on the rolls 
twenty, with an average attendance of fifteen. Some of these girls are veiy 
attentive to their studies and an^ous to improve, while others of course 
are inattentive and idle, making little progress. In those schools, reading, 
writing and arithmetic, are taught, besides which the elder girls get 
lessons in geography, history, and general knowledge, as taught in the 
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HaJcaikul-Maujudat. The teacher in thia scliool, a begum of good 
family* is further qualifying herself for her post by doily attendance at 
the Normal School. 

4 

The Gk>lagunj school has on the rolls nineteen, with an average 
attendance of fourteen. Many of the pupils hero aro grown-up women, 
who are very anxious to learn but arc by no means clever. Here the 
elder pupils are learning reading, writing, arithmetic, and geography, the 
little ones reading, and spelling, and write figures on the black-board. 
The teacher of this school, Mahomdec IChauum, also* at tends the Normal 
School in the afternoon. ‘ 


** Six children from Nakhas school are at present ill of small pox, 
and one very promising child died a short time ago of the same dire com- 
plaint, so that the present average attendance hero is only about eight. 
Some of the elder girls read well, but the teacher, Ilurmuzi Begum, al- 
though an aristocratic and withal a spirited old begum, is not a very 
competent teacher, and there is a great want of discipline in the school. 
Needle-work is taught hero as in all the schools by the mi'mshi’s wife. 
Many of the girls, just as they begin to shew some promise of improve- 
ment, arc withdrawn from the schools by their parents for marriage and 
other causes. 

** Asharfabad school was only opened on the 15th of January last. 
It begun with an attendance of ten girls, which has since increased to 
sixteen. Some two or three girls here can read a little, but most 
aro ouly learning their alif-be. As j'ct they have not been supplied with 
writing boards, but this month "wo hope to give them all necessary 
materials for beginning writing, and arithmetic. The teacher, Peyarb 
Sahibah, is a very energetic old lady, but she understands very little of 
teaching : she also attends the Normal School. Scripture lessons aro 
given in all the schools. ” 

r 

110. Mr. Mcssmorc speaks of the American Mission school as 
follows : — 


** The ragged school in lloscinabad is filled with bright Ma- 
homedan girls, many of whom read w'cll in the P^rdd Testament. The 
numbers of this school might easily be doubled, were the means avail- 
able for furnishing tbc picc a day for tbc girls. 


The condition of tbc zenana school and the progress of the 
have not been very encouraging. Wo liavo endeavoured to bo 
more strict with the teachers, and tried to exact from them something 
like a faithful performance of thoir duties, but they have shown them- 
selves so unworthy that our hopes of success tlirough such agents aro 
somewhat lessened. We have also learned that the girls aro completely 
under tho influence of thoir teachers, and the dismissal of a teacher 
from school is invariably followed by tho withdrawal of all these collected 
through her influence. This will explain the great irrogularily in num- 
bers on the rolls and in daily attendance indicated by the quarterly 
reports foor the year. 


91 
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111. The fallowing extract fiom the Inspector’s report describes 
the Church ICission zenana schools at Fyzabad and the American Mission 
.school at Boy Bareilly. 

** Mrs. Bouther has two girls* schools in Byzabad, for which she 
receives aid from Government. These contain thirty* three and twenty- 
two pupils respectively with an average daily attendance of seventy-five 
per cent of the registered number. They are attended by girls of the most 
respectable families in the town, and of course are not open to my inspec- 
tion. They have been visited by several ladies of the station during the 
year, all of whom have expressed themselves greatly pleased with the 
progress made. The order and politeness of the girls, the facility with 
which they read and explained, and their skill in needle- work, struck all 
their English visitors most favourably. 

** Mrs. Wilson’s school at Boy Bareilly contains thirty girls with a 
very good average attendance. Mrs. Wilson says, the school, though 
improved in numbers, has made little advancement in other respects 
owing to scholars being withdrawn from school by the time they begin 
to reail pretty nicely. This school per se is not of great importance, but 
it is thought that it may help to wear away prejudice and accustom 
the people of Roy Bareilly to the idea of female education. ” 

112. The following statement shows how the schools mentioned 
in Sections IV and V are divided among the twelve districts of the 
province. The districts are arranged with reference to the number of 
pupils contributed by each.

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118. With reference to the educational vrants of certain towns in 
the liucknow district, the following extract from the Deputy Commis- 
sioner's report is interesting. I fear there would be great objection to 
relax the grant-in-aid rules as the Deputy Commissioner suggests. The 
fact is the grant-in-aid system, excellent though it be where education 
is appreciated and the people are in tolerably easy circumstances, fails 
utterly where cither of these conditions is wanting. It is the old difOiculty 
which has been experienced in England and elsewhere : those who are 
to some extent instructed and wish to teach their children can got help 
to do it, provided they can pay half the cost : the degraded, who don’t 
want the children taught, and the wretchedly poor who cannot pay, arc 
left by the grant-in-aid system j ust where it finds them. Mr. Quinton 
says, ** Tho support of town schools in this district is a serious ques- 
tion. The bulk of the residents of most of the larger towns derived their 
incomes directly or indirectly from the native government. They have 
consequently been impoverished by annexation, and arc quite unable to 
contribute the required amount for the support of a town school. On 
the other hand they are Mahomedans and fairly educated, so that the 
quality of the instruction given in the cess schools docs not commend 
itself to them. They are not satisfied with llindi and LTrdii but want Per- 
sian and Arabic. Their children arc either kept at home and taught to read 
Persian by a moulvic who can teach them little else or arc not taught at all. 

“ I should recommend that for goodreasons to beassignetl, a relaxation 
of the grant-in-aid rules might be made in tho case of towns so circum- ■ 
stanced, and that tho quota to be subscribed locally to the support of the 
school bo fixed with reference to the poverty or wealth of the inhab- 
itants.” 


T^I. Scholarships. 

114. In March 186G the imperial government sanctioned Rs. 390 
per mensem for scholarships. This money is allotted after the annual 
examiuations in stipends varying from Rs. 4 to Rs. C per mensem to 
pupils who stand highest in the list. The objects arc (1) to encourage the 
most promising pupils in tho zillah and other superior schools to continue 
their studies till they pass tho university entrance examination, and (2) 
to enable the best pupils of inferior schools to remove to a superior 
institution : a large proportion of tlio wliole sum is absorbed by boys 
who have been removed from one school to another. 

"“”‘i'*^116. No budget provision has yet been made for scholarships to 
pupils who have passed the entrance examination and wish to continue 
tlieir studies at Canning College, but when the results of tho last exam- 
ination b'^oamc known tho Chief Commissioner sanctioned the expendi- 
ture of Rs. 155 per mensem from general savings in scholarships to tho 
most deserving of tho successful candidates.

VII. — ^Emplovment op Stuuents in the PuBiic Service. 

117. Nothin" further has been done with regard to the proposal 
to institute an educational test for candidates for employment in the 
public service, (vide para. 85 of tho report for 1867-88.) 

118. There is often I think a feeling on the part of office employes 
against appointing school boys to vacancies : the latter not being accus- 
tomed to office work require a little instruction at the outset, which is 
more or less troublesome. But this department has no reason to com- 
plain of unwillingness on the part of superior Government officers to 
employ pupils recommended to them. No statistics arc available, but a 
considerable number of pupils from Government schools have obtained 
service under Government, and in all tho cases that have come under 
my notice they appear to bo giving much satisfaction. 

VIII. — Tue EnoiiIsu LiAnguage in Indian Education. 

110. The statement in tho margin shows a fair increase in ihb-- 

number of pupils learning , English. 
It will be seen fromwhathas been said 
in regard to tho comparative merits 
of Anglo- vernacular and vernacular 
schools, that whilst the value of

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admitted. Grants-in-aid are still available for English schools wherever 
there is a fair chance of their being really useful, provided of course 
that half the expenditure is raised from private sources. But there is 
not I think that imperative necessity for more English schools that there 
is for good vernacular education. The object so fur as English educa- 
tion is concerned should now be to make existing elementary English 
schools really efficient up to the standard for Class 111 or better to class 
II of the course ; to make zillah schools as perfect as possible up to the 
university entrance oxamimition, and to gather in them the most pro- 
mising pupils from inferior schools in the districts, as well as the sons of 
well-to'do natives residing in villages where ho English school exists ; and 
lastly it should be a chief care to make Canning College thoi'oughly 
efficient, at any rate up to the 13. A. standard. 

IX. — The Book Department. 

120. The arrangements for supplying books, maps, &c., are un- 
changed. The usual statement is given below. The value of books 
&c., sold to pupils and others is Rs. 9,570 ag.ainst lls. 9,013 last year ; 
of the proceeds Rs. C,43G were credited to the imperial revenue an<l 
Rs. 3,13i to the cess. Among the grants of the year was Rs. 300 to 
the Ducknow museum for scientific books. 
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in the Roman choraoter and is intended especiallj for native Christians, 
the latter, in the Persian character, is addressed to the general public. 
The price of each is one anna per copy. 

122. 'With a viovr to encoui'age a taste for reading, efforts have 
been made to establish libraries. The libraries in connection with 
zillali schools have been already mentioned ; in some of these, one or more 
newspapers are taken for the masters and elder pupils. Recently the 
Chief Commissioner has been pleased to sanction the establishment of a 
vernacular library in each district for the benefit of vernacular teach- 
ers ; the library wdll be undey the care of the Deputy Inspector of the 
distinct, and will be supported by a contribution of one rupee per annum 
from each village school and two rupees from each town school, to which 
Rs. CO per annum will be added from the annual grant for the book 
dciiartmeht. 

An attempt has been made also to initiate a public library for the 
native ])ojnilation of the city of Lucknow. The Cliief Commissioner 
suggested the idea some months ago, and authorized a grant of books to 
the value of Rs. 1,000. A beginning has been made in one of the rooms 
of tho model school in the Chouk : the Jalsah-i-Tazib act as custodians 
for the present and have added to tho attraction of the library by 
throwing open their reading room, containing nearly all tho vernacular 
newspapers of North India. The library at present contains only 718 
volumes : whether it will grow and become useful depends mainly upon 
the funds whicli may be obtained for its support. If encouraged for a 
few years there is no reason why a public library should not in time 
attract eontributioiis from public spirited men and become a valuable 
institution. 

123. The iTalsah-i-Tazib, whose institution was mentioned in my 
last report continues to shew life and activity. There ai’O now 120 
inemb(‘rs ; discussions are lichl and lectures given, a news-room is 
maintained, and a monthly paper issued. Among the subjects disetissed 
is female education, which seems to have been both defended and con- 
demned most vigorously : in the list of lectures one is on eclipses, 
sev(‘ral on female odueation, one on Sanskrit literature and one on the 
administration of Sir John Lawrence. 

X. — Notice of Officers. 

124. Mr. Thomson, senior Inspector of Schools, has managed the 
schools in his circ'lc with care and judgment : the improvemei^t in 
many of them is most marked. Mr. Thomson’s practical skill and abi-' 
lity as an inspector have been noticed in preceding reports : he was de- 
tained in Fyzabad by unavoidable circumstances for about a month of 
last marching season, but made a total of 130 inspections. During the 
hot weather he personally superintended tho Fyzabad entrance class, and 
it is partly to this their success is due. 

125. Milnshi Durga Prashad, the junior Inspector, made 261 in- 
spections during the year : his diligence and attention to duty arc most 
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praisevortb j. Tliis officer has also contributed a number of very good 
articles to the ** Akbbar.” 

* 

«■ 126. Bdbii Bam Chandra Sen, head master of the Normal School, 
is a valuable officer and takes great pains with the teachers sent to him 
to train. The higher class men who stay in the school two years and 
come into more immediate contact with the head master are all veiy 
efficient teachers. 

127. Among the * zillah scliool head masters Mr. Anderson of 
Fyzabad, Mr. Walsh of Hoy Bareilly, Bdbd Bam Chandra Basu of See- 
tapoor and Bdbii Sital Prashad Gupt of Oonao deserve mention. 3Hr. 
Anderson is a trained and experienced school-master and promises well : 
he w'as only appointed in Bceember last. 

128. In paras. 99, 101, and 103 some of the Deputy Inspectors 
have been favourably mentioned. Mr. Thomson specially commends Mir 
Mahomed Iloscin of Boy Bareilly and speaks well of Moulvi Kayam- 
ud-din of Pertabgurh, Mdnshi Bishumber Daj’al of Pyzabad and Pan- 
dit Sheo Narayan Tiwary of Baraich. Mir Mahomed Iloscin and 
Mdnshf Bishumber Dayal have had to superintend the erection of vil- 
lage school buildings in addition to their other duties. In the western 
circle. Pandit Sheo Narayan of Ducknow has been very useful in bring- 
ing out the ** Akbbar Sarishta Talim,” and is an active promoter of all 
educational measures among the natives of the city : the Deputy Com- 
missioner, IMr. Quinton, in his report testifies the zeal, intelligence, and 
energy Pandit Sheo Narayan uniformly exhibits in all questions connect- 
ed with education in the city and district. Mdnshi Danoman Prashad 
of Barabunkce, and Muushl Mool Chund of Burdui have taken great 
pains in erecting school buildings, and are active, diligent ofllcei's. 
Mdnshi Aminuddin of Oonao, and Bdbd Beshab Chandra Deb of Sco- 
tapoor have also done well. 

•129. Munslii Gujraj Singh, head clerk of my office, has continued 
to give much satisfaction in the discharge of the several duties t>f his 
appointment.

I am directed to acknowledge ilic receipt of your report for the 
year 3 808-69. 

2. The superior controlling agency remained the same as last year, 
but a new Deputy Inspector had been appointed to Baraich, and you 
mention that it will be necessary during the present year to appoint 
Deputy Inspectors to Gondab arvd TChcrcc. The Chief Commissioner is 
glad that operations liavo so far advanced as to enable this to bo done, as 
tlio aided schools in those districts require supervision. 

3. The system of inspection hitherto adopted in this province, 
viz.y that of not expecting the Inspectors to examine every school in 
their cliargc, but of requiring tbat such examinations as they do hold 
shall be tliorough examinations in the school itself and not tliat of 
selected boys at a distance, has been continued during the present year. 
You however express an oi>inion that, whore it is possible to call the 
whole of the boys to a neighbouring school and there examine tlicm, 
this will have to bo done or the Inspector will not see the school at all. 

4). I am to observe that the proportion of inspections made during 
the year appears to the Chief Comipissioncr as yet to bo sufficient to 
maintain a thorough control over the whole of the schools in the 
province. Each one is inspected more than once by a Deputy Inspector, 
and, if the Inspector varies his route and it cannot bo known before- 
hand what schools he W'ill go to, the Deputy Inspector for his own sake 
will do his duty. But it is of the highest importance that when an 
inspection docs take place it should be thorough, and it is not possible 
for that to be the case unless the school and village are visited. In 
such a matter as education so much depends on the feelings of both the 
pui>ils and their parents and the way in which the school-master and his 
work arc regarded by the people of the village, that, by cutting off from 
the inspection the opportunity of ascertaining what those feelings .‘ind 
opinions are, the department would greatly weaken itself. And it is 
not to bo doubted that means would bo found by school-masters of 
keeping back those boys whom it was least desirable to show, if not of 
presenting only those who could best stand an examination. There is 
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no security wliatcver tliat they would all be present, llallicr than adopt 
the system of oxaminin" schools by groups, Mr. Davies, if a real necessity 
be ^liown, would ask the Government of India so to strengthen tli<» 
inspecting staff as to make it equal to its work in a proper manner. As 
this i)rovinco is a compact one the extra cost would not be great. 

5. Tlic Cliiof Commissioner regrets that greater progress has not 
been made in the organization of school committees. Mr. Strachey’a 
circular directing their formation in dated the 13th January 1808, and 
they ought to he in full woi’king operation. The attention of the Com- 
missioner of Hoy Jlarcilly will he called to the fact wl»ich you mention, 
that at the mooting of the Pcrtabgurh committee no European ofIic<'r 
M'as present, and instructions will bo issued that regular minutes of tlui 
meetings shall l>c kept and copies forwarded for your information. 

6. At the same time Mr. Davies has much pleasure iu acknow- 
ledging the exceptional attention W’hich the committees of Gondah and 
Pyzabad have paid to the schools in those districts. The fact that the 
committee of Gondah havo funded Hs. .3,000, that tlic interest may 
supply scholarships to the Gondah boys who may pass the universily 
cjitrance examination, is highly creditable to them. 

7. It is gratifying to tlic Chief Commissioner to observe that 
though some of the Deputy Commissionei*s have been remiss in the 
organization of their committees, you bear testimony to the assislance 
your department receives from them generally. 

8. The total expenditure during the year under review has risen 
to Rs. d,ll,931-4-2, as comp.ai’ed w'illi Rs. 3,27,400-12-1. in 1807-08. 
Tlie amount contributed by local funds is -I? per C’ont of the A\lioh‘, 
and direction and insjioetiou cost l-i per cent of the w'holo expenditure. 
The subscriptions fell from Rs. 00,701 in 1807-68 to Its. <1 l,19;i in the 
present year. The fees on the oilier baud have I’iscu from Rs. 17,291 in 
3S07-CS to Rs. 21,509 in the year under review. 

9. These figures arc on the whole saiisfacioi’y. The amount con- 
tributed by local funds lias risen in proportion 4 per cent, and the cost of 
su)>crvision has fallen upw'ards of one per cent. The falling olF iu tin; 
subscriptions is owing partly to misconception on the part of some of the 
landholders, who have got the idea into their beads that the collection of 
the cpss renders subscriptions unnecessary : this has been, specially the 
case in the district of llurdui. Tho attention of the Commissioner has 
however been called to the point, and bo has issued instructions w'bicb it 
is hoped may have tho eifcct of inducing some of the talukddrs and 
other native gentlemen to continue their contributions. It sliould bo 
carefully explained that though the cess may establish a village school 
where formerly a school of the same class only was supported by sub- 
scriptions, yet, if the subscriptions are continued, it will perhaps be pos- 
sible to turn ibis school into a vernacular town school, and to give the 
boys the bcucHt of n.' superior education. Tho Cliief Commissioner is 
tiuwillii^ to adopt the rather desponding views of the Deputy Commis- 
sioner of llurdui on this subject, quoted in your para. 13. He trusts, on 
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tho contrary, that, as the talukcUirs recover from the expenses which the 
settlement has entailed upon them, and see more and more tho value of 
education, they will be more disposed to assist in tho good causo. Ho 
thinks that in solvent estates under tho Court of Wards somotUin<’ 
might be done to promote the oducation of the people on tho property. 

10. The increase in fees is satisfactory. It appears to have extended 
to the private schools as well as to tho Government schools of all classes. 
Tho importance of this can hardly be overrated, as there is ample ex< 
pcrienco to prove that the education 'n^hich is paid for is tho more valued ; 
and as the means of Government, as compared with tho wants of the 
people, must always bo limited, the object of making schools as far as 
possible self-supporting should ever bo kept in view. 

11. There has been an increase of 117 schools in tho province dur- 
ing tho year, tho numbers being GiQ against 525 in 1867-68. The main 
increase has been in the Government village schools, of which 102 new 
ones have been opened. * Indeed the whole increase is in Government 
schools, the private schools having fallen off by one. Tho increase in 
the average number of pupils on the rolls has been 7,034, and that of the 
average attondance 0,091. 

12. The Chief Commissioner is much pleased to observe that tho 

average attcndauco has risen this year to 80 per cent against 77 per 
cent in 1867-08. The rise moreover seems to be general, and to have 
been shared by tho private schools as well as the Government schools, 
which is still more satisfactory. ‘ 

1 3. Mr. Davies rogi*ots to observe that, in the table of social status 
of the scbulars, tho talukdars have fallen from 101 in 1867-68 to 70 iu 
the present year. It appears from your explanation, hoAvever, that the 
real number is the same, 31 having been erroneously eutcred as taluk- 
ddrs in the last year’s return. It is, however, no loss a matter of regret 
to find the families of tho 256 talukdars who attended the G5vornor 
Goncral’s durbdr only supply 70 boys to the schools of the province. It 
is hardly open to a doubt that zandna infiuonco is at the bottom of it, 
and it will be a diificulty for many years to come. Tho increase iu tho 
numbers of every other class is however very satisfactory, as showing 
that the benefits of education aro exteudiug pretty evenly throughout 
all the classes iu tho country in proportion to tho numbers enrolled be- 
fore. The proportion to tho whole numbers, and tho degree in which 
education is sought by tho several classes of the people can only bo 
determined when tbe results of tbo census are available. Those remarks 
similarly apply to the returns by religion. 

14. Tho Chief Commissioner notices with pleasure that tho three 
candidates sent up from tho Canning College for the first arts examina- 
tion all passed, two in tho second division and one in tho third. Of tho 
38 candidates for the entrance examination 31 passed ; 11 being placed 
in tho first division, eighteen in tho second, and two in the third. These 
results are creditable to tho educational iustitutions of the province. Of 
the seven failures, three were in English, one in tbo second language, 
two in history and geography, and one in mathematics. 
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15. Theso sdliools have risen from. 452 to 570 during tho year. 
Th,e yemaoular town sohocds have increased from 14 to 20, and tbe village 
schools from 381 to 483. Female schools liavo increased from 24 to 33. 
The higher class schools hare decreased from 10 to 2. The cause of 
this is the necessity of adapting the figures to the principles of classifi* 
cation in use in other provinces. While admitting it to bo a suificiont 
reason for the cliange in the classification, rile Chief Commissioner is of 
opinion that it is not a correct system. A school ought to he classed 
according to the course ‘it tenches and the result it aims at, and not 
according to the success of its scholars or oven one of them. For example : 
the Mahdri^ah’s school at Balrampdr appears to have had an cxccp. 
tionally clever boy in it, who managed to get through the university 
entrance examination, being placed in the third class, yet this success 
is sufficient to place the school, of which you do not give a favourable 
report, above a school reported on in the terms which Mr. Thomson has 
used of Foy Bareilly. In consequence of this the middle class schools 
have been increased from 34 to 48, the real increase being however only 
6; namely Baroich zillah school, which was formerly an aided school 
maintained by the Rdjah of Kapdrthalla, and five vernacular town 
schools, the sixth having formerly been an Anglo- vernacular towm school. 

10. There were 11 zillah schools open daring the year. There has 
been an increase in the totals of attendance, foes, and expenditure, and 
a decrease in the cost per pupil. The average attendance lias risen frofii 
79 to 83 per cent. The Chief Commissioner is glad to find that you are 
able to describe the September examinations to bo as thorougli a test 
as could be desired.” You only admit a boy into a higher class who gets 
40 per cent of the marks at his examination, yet the first class has in- 
creased from 15 to 72, tlie second from 95 to 134 and the third from 120 to 
194. These results appear to be encouraging. Mr. Davies is also glad to 
see that Mr. Thomson says of these schools in his circle “ all the schools, 
'* but ^specially Boy Bareilly and Gondah, have been better taught than 
** in previous years.” The Fyzabad school is also highly spoken of as 
well as Scetapoor. 

17. The system of branch schools to relievo the zillah schools of 
the preparatory classes appears to have been as yet introduced only into 
Fyzabad and the districts of the Scetapoor division. The experiment 
has not yet lasted long enough to produce any results, but the remarks 
of Mr. Thomson on the Fyzabad branches, quoted in para. 33 of your 
report, show the necessity of an active supervision over the branches, 
and indicate that tlio too exclusive interest taken by the head master 
in his forward boys is the probable difficulty in the way of such 
supervision. 

18. The Chief Commissioner acknowledges the necessity for board- 
ing houses in connection with these schools. There can be no doubt 
but that in many cases boys are deterred from attendance by the diffi- 
culty lit getting suitable accommodation for them. You have, however, 
separately ad^ssed the Chief Commissioner on tbe subject, and he is 
consultib|f^|wmissioncrs on the point, and therefore he refrains at 
present irom saying more on this head.

better to give the more promising boys seholorships to the sillsdi schools*, 
as he would not feci justified in asking the Govenunent to inctedse tite 
English establishments of these schools. If howevw the sdiool com- 
mittee of any district can manage to supply the extra English master 
required to form a higher class, Mr. Eavies will be very glad. The 
sohools at Eilgrdm* Sandila* Tdndab* Atraula, and Jdis appear to be in 
the best prder. 

^tmavuiar tonn ickooi*. 20. Tbesc schools have in<»ea8ed by six, one being on Anglo-ver- 
nacular school reduced to this class* and five being cess schools raised to 
it by means of subscriptions and grants-in-aid. The average number on 
the rolls and tbe average attendance have nearly doubled, and* the per- 
centage of attendance has risen from 77 to 80. Tho total cost has of 
course increased, but there has been a large reduction in the cost per 
pupil. These results are very satisfactory. Tho Cliief Commissioner 
quite concurs in your estimate of the importance of this Class of m^bools. 
The despatch of 1854, as you say, contemplates the education of the 
whole people, and the cess schools are the means provided for this pur- 
pose. The town sohools are meant to impart a superior education* but - 
the despatch looks to the peojile to take the initiative, and the action of 
Government is intended to afford encouragement in the shape of grants- 
in>aid. At the same time Government maintains a few sohools of this 
class in tbe province by way of example, as showing to the people what 
can be done in this way* and, as far as the funds may be available, it 
. appears to Mr. Davies to be advisalde to encourage and developd tiiis 

class of schools. But the principles of the despatch are tiie main hope 
of their extension, and they should ever be kept in mind and impressed 
on toe attention of the school committees. 

21. The Chief Commissioner is glad to observe that the first class 
'has increased at the examination from 32 to 48* the second ftom 79 to 
161* and the third from 205 to 865. These figures show considerable 
progress. The sohools which appear to show best arc Saffipdr, Malliabdd, 
Jagdfepdr* and Behdr (Boy Bareilly). Progress is beiug steadily made 
in providing buildings for these schools.

''Qte jear and that 63 are id course of erection, speaks well for-the atten* 
iibn paid to this important matter. « 


24. The Chief Gommissioiler concurs with you that the pay of the 
teachers is small enough, but no doubt when the heavy expencUture for 
buildings ceases funds will bo available to raise it. It would be but fhir 
to do 80 as a concomitant of the superior education ;ou propose to give 
the tjtoeheis in the latter pari of your para. 65, thereby raising the 
.’Whole (d^uraoter of the village schools. This, it appears to Mr. 
llavieSf is the true object to be aimed at. The Government will 
provide for the mass of the people, and within reasonable reach of 
all, as good an elementary ednoation as the oess will admit of. It will 
1^0 provide a certain limited number superior schools, with 
Mdudamhips attadbed to them, so that exceptionally clever boys may 
obtain a better and in fact a first class educaii<m. But it adheres to the 
^ principle of the despatch of 1854 as regards a superior class of education 
fbr the mass. It will second their own efforts by grants-in-aid as for as 
its means will permit; but it expects the initiaUve to come &om them, 
and that the instruction already afforded will give .birth to 'that ^'desire 
few more which will make some sacrifice to attain it. In this view the 
GfafdF Commissioner would repeat his objection of last year to apjdy the 
ceto.'towards raising particular schools -of this class to the town school 
staadard. He would rather spend the moxkey in pushing on tbo build-' 
ings^'.imd, when they are fintihed, fwds will he available for rairing the 
afemidsl^'bf the whole of the village sohools. .

SI. ]ldr. Dories also concurs with you in the necessity for tiddng 
some stops to form preparatory schools to relieve the college of its lower 
classes. You do not, hoaoTer, state from what sources the proposed 
sehocds are to be maintained, and, as you spoak of the committee devot- 
ing a. touch larger portion of their fuhds to the college department, thq 
ntoanstoust be met by either increasing the college resources or from 
some other quarter. I am to surest your putting yourself in commu- 
nlo^on with the committee and the Principal on the sul^ect, and sub-* 
mitting for tho Chief Commissioner’s consideration a comprehensive re- 
port embracing all details. 


82. Tho Chief Commissioner trusts that next year you will be able 
to i^TC a better aoeeunt of the Balrampur school. He hopes that tlie 
new head master whom the Mdbdrdjah has bought from Calcutta, may 
pRwa oompeteut and be indnoed to stay. 

'88. The Bcbools of the American and Church Missionary Societies 
in Jmcknow, maintain their usefulness. The incicase in tho fees 
of the American schools is very satisfactory, but the Chief Comnjjis- 
sioiier regrets to find that the Huseicabdd school is falling off in num- 


bers. He is, however, satisfied with the management and hopes for 
better things in future. The same difficulty in maintainmg their num- 
l^rs m^ears to beset the dhurch Missionary Society also. The reason 
is proWdy Wbat*you state, that the people take their hoys away, and 
that thote who are determined to stay prefer tho Canning College. The 
refiort on the Eqy Bareilly Mission* school is on the whole favourable, 
though the scheme seems rather ambitious for the means ; that of the 
Hhyrabdd school. Is not so fbvourable. The Chief Commissioner quite 
ooncurs in } our suggestion that both these schools should be made feed- 
ers to the Husemabf^ school.

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85. The number of schools of this class has increased from 33 to 
35; of these 14 receive no Government aid. Of the schools 14 are sup- 
ported by private persons : 10 of these belong to the Mdhdrdjah of Balram- 
pur, and being remotely situated, and there being as yet no Deputy In- 
spector in Gondah, you do not know much about them. Nawdb Nawd- 
zish Ali Khdn’s two schools are not favourably reported on, but as he 
has consented to appoint masters selected by the department it is to be 
hoped they will improve. Jamaddr Bishndtli’s school docs him much 
credit, and the Chief Commissioner is glad to hear such a good account 
of it. lie also aeknovvledgos the public spirit of Mirza Abbds Beg in 
opening a school in his estate, and the good sensb he has shown in mak- 
ing the management of it over to you. 

.30. The schools managed by the committees appear all to be 
flourishing except Itlddhoganj. The Chief Commissioner regrets the 
account you give of the disinclination of the banniali class to learn, but 
ho concurs with you that, until they consent to allow their children to 
learn the regular course, it is wasting Government money to give them 
anything. 

37. There has been a slight falling off in the number of pupils at 
those schools, the numbers being SOB to 313 of the previous year. The 
falling off is in the Lucknow Girls’. School, for the daughters of Europeans 
ami Eurasians, and in the American Mission school. As the girls’ school 
is soon to h(*como a branch of the Martinierc, the Chief Commissioner 
will make no remarks upon it. Mr. Messraorc, the American missionary, 
explains that there is much trouble with the teachers, that they have 
endeavoured to introduce better discipline among them, and they resent 
it. Their conscf|ueut dismiss.al appears to be followed by that of the 
girls who have joined the school through their influence. This is much 
to be regretted, and the Chief Commissioner would suggest to the heads 
of the mission to get their pupils upon sounder principles. He trusts 
that the progress of tho normal school may supply the want of tcachbrs, 
blit, at every turn of this female s(;bool question, the want of a thorough- 
ly qualified inspectress is felt. The experiment of the ragged school is 
interc.sting. The accounts of the Church lilission school at Lucknow 
and Fyzabad, and of the American Mission school at Roy Bareilly arc 
I)romi.sijig. 

38. The sxibjcct of scholarships is one well worthy tho attention 
of educational committees. Tho total number granted during the year 
was 92, at a monthly charge of Rs. 480, of which Rs. 25 was contributed 
by tho Gondah scholarship fund. Tho principles upon which they 
should bo granted have been indicated in para. 114 of your report, and 
it appears to tho Chief Commissioner that there is no way in which a 
native gentleman desirous of doing something for tho cause could do so 
more satisfactorily than in endowing a school in his neighbourhood with 
one or two scholarships to some superior institution. This can be done 
at a smaller cost than establishing a school, and might equally be asso- 
ciated with his name, a consideration which weighs greatly with them. 
An effort might be made to induco some of tho wealthier gentlemen of 
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Lucknow nr taliikduis of the province to do somotluiii' iJi this way for 
the (’ndonincut of <lic Cannini>; Collc!j;'o witli scliolarsliips for lliosi' who 
jia^s (lie imix'isity riilriuua* oxaniination and d('.'.ir(' a<‘ad»‘nii<-anionmu''i.

<]ucntly dismissed under section 110 of the Code of Civil Procedure. Xo 
oih(*r cases should be included under this heatling. For when a case is 
disiniss<*d under such circumstances the fact is due to one of two causes. 
Either the defendant, finding the plaintilT in earnest, has come to some 
arrangement out of court ; or there has Icon such delay in disposing

In ISG7, r)2 per 
cent Avero so contt*sU“d. But I have ascertained that no ease was (aiOavd 
under this heading during tin* pn'sont year that htid not bet'n fought, out 
by the parties to the very last. That is, a ea'^e which had laslexl a coupli> 
of dajs, :md been adjourned t«> another day, on A\hi<-li date the plaintid' 
put in a I’ompromise, or the defendant did not a])pear, Avould h<* enteivd 
either under, “ by compromLsc or eonsiait” or under the heading, " c.r 
pni'le," both lieailings being under tlio genei*al lieading “without contest 
in court.” But 1 do not think this grouping eith<‘r just to the cfiurts, oi 
atjcui’atc in itself. J’or the termination of the <'ase in this munuor may 
have been entindy owing to the pr<*A'ions two days contest in court, ami 
the efforts of the judge to arrive at a sound eonchision. That is to saA 
when th(“ cas(‘ avus adjourned, tlu^ defendant might have forim-d a pndty 
accurate notion how it would end from what had already passed, might 
liaA’C se(‘u, in short, that it was hopeless to pci'sevci’c longc'r, and conse- 
quently come to an arrangiuuent. A\ith tlu' plaintitf, or absented himself 
on the date iixed lor the final hearing. Under either sujjposition, the 
ease Avuuld he decided in court, that is, tli(‘ judge would decree in taA'oiir 
of the plaintitf in ueeonlaiiec Avitli the compromise, or in eons(*(juence ot 
the defendant’s default, and the result Avould he due to the contest. 

I am therefore of opinion that it is only Avhen a ease is compromised, 
eilli<‘r before or at the first hearing, l)ofor<> it has gone to trial, that it 
eliould appear umler the heading “ eompromisiHl without contest in court.” 
■Wlienever there has been a contc'st, and the eas<* is finally decided by ra- 
zeenama, or in favour of one party in consequence of the default of the 
other, it should appear as having been tried and decided in court in favour 
pf the plaintiff or of the defendant as the case may he. 
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I have issued instructions to this effect. But they can of course be 
withdrawn or modified if the Goyemment, for whose information these 
statements are compiled, should see fit.

Tt is dilficull to believe that- thos»‘ 
rases Avere struck olF Avithout trial 
in eonsec[Ucne(‘ of the parties liaA’ing 
settled the matter amh’ahly out of 
court. I’or the respondent, having 
won his suit in the court of first. 
instane(*, Avoiild hardly he in tic* 
mooil to come to the neeos.sary terms. 
On the whole, I fear that, <<Aving to 


the work Avhieh doA'olA'O.s on Deputy Coiumi.s.siouers in otlicr dcjwrtment.s, 
owing too to their repeated and pwjlonged ahsenee.s in camp, cases are 
7iot brought on for hearing on the days originally fixed, nor are tl>e 
parties duly informed of the dates to Avhieh th<*y are adjourned. Conse- 
quently they leaA'c the eogrt, and reduru to their homes, and when their 
cases are finally called on they are absent. It is necessary to ascertain 
Avliethor this be or be not the true solution of tliis unsatisfactory state of 
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tilings, and I trust tlio circular wliich I have just issued on the subject 
will enable me to set the question at rest in my rcpoi’t for the ensuing year. 


The result in Khci'cc is, as will be seen, exceptionally bad. The 
Deputy Commissioner is silent on the subject. 


8. Out of 750 appeals docidcitl on trials, 531, or 71 jicr cent, were 
given in favour of the rc'-jiundents. In 18G7 it was 55 iier cent. 


9. The number of eases remaiided for further investi'cation was 130.

10. There were 02 eases pending at the end of the yi'ar, wlueli 
-gives an average of live for each di-'triet ; and the av»'vage duration of 
appeals ivas 20 days against 21 days in 1«07. The result would he satis- 
factory if we cfuild only be certain that ea.es slruek olf without trial in 
eousoqueuce of the nou-appearauee of j>arlies wlu) had n'ln-rd in (h".p:ur 
to their Iiotnes were notin some rih'asure the eaiisi' of this low' av(*rage 
duration. In Khcree, where upwards of oiu‘-fourtli of tin* eases w<‘re 
struck olf without trial, the duration, naturally t*noiigli, avus 15daysoiilv.

Out of 280 cases disposed of, 208, or 7 1 i)cr cent Avere contested. The 
aA'crago duration of each appeal Avas 1(5 days. In 180r, it was 50 days. 
The longest duration (77 days) is in tlu' court of tin* Commissioner of 
Scetapoor, in which hoAA'evcr only one ease was struck olf Avithout trial ; 
and tlie shortest dumtiou (23 days) is in the fjUcknoAA' Commissioner’s 
court, in which, out of 103 tsasos on the file, 22, or iipAvai’ds of 20 per cent, 
Avere struck oil Avithout trial. 

There were only 23 cases pending at the end of the year. 

12. Thej'O Averc 195 appeals in my oav'u court, being 20 loss than in 
1807. Tlie percentage of rcvei'sals Avas 10. The average duration was 
30 days against 20 days in 1807 ; and there were 25 coses pending at tho 
close of the year against 10 at tho close of 1807. 

Besides these cases on the civil side, this court disposed of 70 revenue 
appeals which 'svcrc transferred to it under section 1 of Act XXXVIl of 
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1807. Most of these suits for land ivoro intricate, or presented features 
of some difliculty.

Assistant CommissioucTS. Of the remainder, 3 per cent were disjiosed ot' 
by l)(‘j)uty Commissioners and llie Civil Judg<* of Luektiow, and 2 per 
cent wer(! pending at the elos(i of the yi*ar.

Sir. 

I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your report upon the ad* 
ministration of Civil Justice during the post year. 

2. A very large portion of your report is taken up with pointing 
out what you are satisfied are the shortcomings of the forms of returns 
prescrilxjd by the Government of India, and more specially in regard to 
the cases struck off without trial. On the general question of the re- 
turns I am to refer you to the Chief Commissioner’s remarks on tho 
subject in liis review of your Criminal Report, as they apply equally on 
the present occasion ; but I am to add that Mr. Davies concurs with 
you that the heading complained of is too comprehensive and not suffi- 
ciently distinctive, and he is of opinion that your recent circular on the 
subject will meet the case and give a truer account of what the courts 
arc doing. 

3. There has been an increase of 2,512 in tho number of suits in- 
stituted dui’ing tho year. You remark, however, that the year 1867 was 
exceptional, boing tho only year since annexation in which tho number 
of suits had not increased. Tho present year’s figures, which exceed 
those of 1860 by 647, show that the new Stamp Act has not acted to 
keep suitors out of court. 

4'. The proportion of cases contested in court has remained tho same, 
37 per cent, but tho proportion of contested cases decided in favour of 
the plaintiff has risen from 71 per cent in 1867 to 75 per cent in tho 
present year, while the proportion of tho decrees for plaintiff in which 
the decree has been for tho whole amount claimed has risen from 60 to 
60 per cent. Assuming that the validity of claims was fully tested, 
these figures show improvement and increased necessity for the litiga- 
tion. The state of tho pending file, and tho average duration of oases 
are satisfactory. 

6. Tho business appears to havo been disposed of as follows

District, and Civil Judges Courts, 9,872 1,1404 
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The Honorary Assistant Commissioners disposed of 5 per cent of 
-the suits, Tahsilddrs of 38 per cent, and Assistant and Extra Assist- 
ant Commissioners of 06 per cent. The Chief Commissioner concurs 
with you that in the districts whore the head quarter staff is weak, a 
larger proportion of the judicial work will fall on the Tahsilddrs, but ho 
cannot help thinking that their disposing of so much as 73 per cent of 
the suits in Hhorco, which has a fair average number on its lilo, is not 
likely to improve the executive administration. 

6. The more minute sub-division of suits into classes in the present 
year’s returns prevents any accurate comparison with the previous year, 
but, of the more numerous classes of suits, those for simple debt ap- 
pear to have considerably decreased, and those for bond debt, and for 
goods sold, to have slightly increased in about the same proportion. 
The miscellaneous cases disposed of have increased from 17,680 to 18,315. 
The value of the suits 'has decreased to 11s. 27,08,617 from Es. 
30,63,753. The Chief Commissioner considers it of importance that your 
report should show the costs, the proportion of costs to value, and the 
average value of suits decided by each class of tribunal, as well as the 
average value of the whole. You say the new returns do not admit of 
your givin:j this information, and I am therefore to request that you 
will prescribe such additional returns or such amplification of the pre- 
sent ones as may seem to you necessary to enable you to furnish these 
particulars in next year’s report. 

7. The number of appeals to the courts of Deputy Commissioners 
have decreased from 1,215 to 1,076. Tho number struck off w'ithout 
trial has increased from 82 to 131-, and you seem to be apprehensive that 
this is owing to the appeals being postponed unduly and without pro- 
per notice to tho parties. Tho Chief Commissioner observes that you 
havo^taken measures to ascertain the real truth on this subject, and he 
hopes that you will bo able to apply a proper remedy. Mr. Davies no- 
tices with satisfaction that the appeals decided in favour of the respond- 
ent have risen from <15 to 49 per cent of tho whole number brought be- 
fore the courts, and from 55 to 71 per cent of those contested, and that 
the average duration has fallen one day. The pending file is very mo- 
derate. 


8. The appeals to tho courts of Commissioners have increased from 
269 to 303. The per-centage of decrees for respondent to total appeals 
has fallen from 40 to 48, while that of decrees for respondent to con- 
tested appeals is about the same as last year, 71 per cent. The pending 
tile is moderate and the average duration has fallen from 56 to 46 days, 
which is satisfactory so far, but yet is too high. Mr. Davies however 
observes that the blame chiefly rests with tho former Commissioner of 
Sectapoor. 

9. In your own court the total number of appeals fell from 272 
to 215. The proportion of decrees in favour of the respondent to con- 
tested cases fell from 84 to 66 per cent. Of this you have given no ex- 
planation, and as it stands it docs not show well for the lower appellate

courts. The Incrcaao iu your pending file and in the duration of ciyil 
appeals in your court is fully accounted for by 70 rerenuo cases wliicb 
you bavo disposed of and \rbicb do not appear in theso returns. 

10. Application for the execution of 12,628 decrees was made, of 
which 39 per cent were completely executed, and 13 per cent were parti- 
ally executed. In S per cent no action had been taken. Ss. 6,12,438 
had been recovered in full, and Rs. 8,19,046 had been recovered in 
part payment of decrees, applications were pending to the amount of 
Rs. 0,36,137. You consider these results satisfactory, as the amount 
passed iu decrees during the year was 12,20,823, an oi)inion in which the 
Chief Commissioucr concurs. 

11. Tlie number of witnesses discliargcd on the fimt day was 00 
per cent of the whole, 3 per cent were discharged on the second day, 
and less than one per cent detained for a longer period. This state- 
ment I am to observe is highly satisfactory. ' 

12. The deeds registered during the year were 71,329 against 
67,091 iu 1S07. The number is however below 18GC, when it was 76,469,

The increase tliis year has been ehiofly iu deeds transferring real pro- 
perty. Tlio Chief Commissioner could have wished that your report 
had been fuller on lliis subject, but your absence from the province dur- 
ing the <’old weather is no doubt the cause. 

13. In conclusion I am to say that the report is creditable to the 
civil courts of the province, and to intimate that the Chief Commis- 
sioner uill notice the ofliccrs mentioned by you in his annual report.

2. It appears from the general comparative statement No. 8A, 

that there lias been a general increase in the number of original suits

stationary. 


3. The number of cases struck olT without trial under Section 110 
of the Code of Civil Procedure has decreased by one per cent, during the 
year under review, 13 per cent of tho cases instituted having boon so dis- 
posed of against It per cent in 1808. The circular which I issued on 
the subject accompanic.s, marked Appendix No. I, and I do not know 
that it is in my power to do more in tho matter. I have however no 
doubt that tho reason why so many cases aro struck off witliout trial, 
that is, on failure to prosecute, as compared with the North-Western 
Provinces, is that there aro not many vakeels in the outlying districts. 
I have reason to believe that, in the North-Western Provinces, a suit i.s 
almost always instituted through the agency of a vakeel, who, of course, 
for his fee’s sake, will take care that it is not allowed to drop, and will 
prevent an amicable adjustment if he can. In tliis province, a vast 
number of cases are instituted by tho plaintiff in person, and the fact of 
his having done so must bc often sufficient to make the defendant come 
to an arrangement of some sort, after which the plaintiff has no object 
in proceeding further with his suit, which is consequently struck off 
without trial. I submit that this is a satisfactory solution of the problem 
which has been the object of so much enquiry, viz., the reason why 
so largo a number of cases comparatively aro struck off for want of pro- 
secution in Oudh.

4. Only 35 per cent, of the number of suits disposed of were tried Suits trini an.i iIwkUsJ 
and decided in court. In 1808 it was 38 per cent, and in 1807 it was 
62 per cent, so that there has been i>rogrcssivc deterioration instead of 
improvement in this respect. In Baraieli only 20 per cent, were so dis- 
posed of, but this has always been an exceptional district, and in Sceta- 
poor only 21i per cent, of tho eases were fairly tried out, which I believe 
to bo duo to much of tho work haA'ing been throwir on au incompetent 
officer. 

6. Tho average duration of contested eases was 22 days against 19 .vhiur<- 'iiimdon ..f. iM». 

in 1808 ; in uncoutested eases tlio dui'a. 
tion was 17 days in 1809 and 13 in 
18CS. The result iu contested eases is 
worst in tho districts which comprise 
tho Lucknow division. The Deputy 
Commissioner of Lucknow mentions 
that for some days during tho year, at 
a time when an officer Avilh many cases 
pending on his file had been compelled to go on sick IcaA'c, the district 
was left Avith only two officers to carry on tho whole of the duties, and 
under such circumstances I do not think exception can bo taken to the 
duration.

The largest number, 144, were 
pending in the Fyzabad district, ai^d is said to be owing, among other 
causes, to the work of an officer who had to go away sick being 
transferred to another officer with a deal of revenue work on his 
hands. 


C. Eight hundred and fifty-seven cases were disposed of by arbi- 
tration. In 1 868, 669 coses were so disposed of. Arbitration is resorted 
to principally, I believe, in the courts of Honorary Assistant Commis- 
sioners, before whom this manner of settling a case may be all very well ; 
but I doubt wlicthcr the application to be allowed to refer to arbil ration 
is always, or often, bond fide when the case has once come before one 
of the regular tribunals.

Appeals to this class of court are steadily on the 
decrease, for in 1807 the number was 1,188. The number of appeals 
struck off without trial by reason of tho non-appearance of tho appel- 
lants was 6 per cent in 1869 and 4 per cent in 1868. Although 
the result is not so good during the year just past, I do not know 
that 6 per cent can bo regarded as an undue proportion of cases sq 
disposed of. 


8. Out of 672 appeals decided on their merits, 67 per cent wore 
given in favour of the respondents. In 1868 tho number was 71 per 
cent. As long as a great deal of civil work is entrusted to inexperienced 
tahsilddrs, who, moreover have duties in other departments more pecu- 
liarly their own to attend to, a larger number of decisions than would 
otherwise be the case must be reversed in appeal. 


9. Tho number of cases remanded for further iiivestigatioir was 66, 
In 1868 it was 130. The decrease is satisfactory in that it indicates 
that appellate courts are less prone to get an appeal off thoir files by 
remanding it, without duo reason assigned, for further enquiry. 

10. There were only 45 appeals ponding at tho close of tho year, 
and 26 of these were in the Hoy Barelly district alone. Colonel Steel, 
the incumbent, is said to have been ill and to have found work irk- 
some.’* The average duration was 20 days, tho same as in 1868. In no 
district was tho duration above 30 days, and in Lucknow and Hurdui 
tho duration was only 12 and 13 days respectively ; and as only 6 per 
cent of tho number were struck off without trial by reason of the non- 
appearance of the appellants 1 think the result is satisfactory.

11. The Commissioners of divisions disposed of 368 appeals, or 65 
more than in 1868. Of these, only 6 were struck off without trial under 
Section 3-16 of Act VIII of 1859, by reason of the non-appearance of the 
appellants. Two hundred and oiglity-six, or 87 per cent of these appeals 
were contested. In 1868, the proportion was 71 per cent. And of these 
286 contested cases, only 82 Avere decided cither wholly or in part in 
favour of the appellant, a result which speaks favourably, I submit, for 
the judgment of the higher courts of firet instance. The average 
duration of each contested appeal was 19 days against 51 in 1868. The 
Commissioner of Scctapoor shows best in this respect, as ho has reduced 
his average duration from 89 to 26 days, Avhilc, on the other hand, tlio 
liUcknow Commissioner’s court, Avhich has hitherto disposed of its 
appellate business more expeditiously than any other, has taken an 
average of lo days to dispose of its appeals during the past year, against 

21 days in 1868. 

12. There were only 11 eases pending at the close of tlio year. 

13. There were 213 appeals in my own court, or 11 more than in 
1S6S. The percentage of reversals was 1 1. Tlic av<‘rage duration Avas 

22 days against 29 in 1808; and tlicrc were Jl eases pending at the 
close of tho year against 22 at the close of 1808. 

Besides these cases on the civil side this court disposed of 70 
revenue appeals Avliioh Avcrc transferred to it under Section I of 
Act XXXVII of 1807. 

The Judge of the Small Cause Court submitted 17 cases for a ruling 
under Section 22 of Act XI of 1805. 

1-1. Statement No. 7 shows that 20,918* suits aa'ci’c disposed of, tho 
aggregate value of which aa’US Us. 23,81,135, and tho total costs 
Rs. 2,49,871 so that the percentage of costs to value was lls. 10-7-10. 
The percentage falls heavily on suits for a small amount, and is mate- 
rially augmented by charges on account of pleaders’ fees. With a few 
honourable exceptions, native pleaders arc a hindrance rather than an 
assistance to the presiding officer, and do their best to frustrate rather 
than to promote tho ends of justice. But since tho introduction of 
Act XX of 1865, their number is surely and steadily increasing, and 
with them the sums to be paid for their services by their deluded 
employers. 

16. Prom tho Registration Return (12 A) it will be seen that 
77,032 deeds were registered during the year under 
review, or 5,703 more than in the previous year. 
As in 1868, the most marked iuercase is iu the 
number of alienations of real property. In 1868, 
there were 17,117 sucii transaction.s, and in 1869 
tUcrq were 20,915 or 3,798 moro. The amount of 
fees received has increased proportionately.

Suits for damages on account of 
defamation arc, I perceive, much the 
same iu both years, 206 in 1868, and 
199 in 1869 ; but actions relating to marriage have fallen from Z4t4t in 
1808 to 201 during the past year. 

37. From statement No. 10 it would seem that decrees passed for 
the amount of Rs. 13,61,307, or for Rs. 1,13,681 more than in 1863. 
Of the actual number of deerees, execution of which was applied for 
viz. 13,581, there was complete execution in l.,797 cases, that is 35 per 
cent, of the decrees were completely executed. In 1808 the percentage 
was 39, so that there has been somewhat less success in the working of 
this important branch of the adininistration during the year under re- 
view. In my next report I will show the ])n)portion realized to the 
amount decreed, which will be a more satisfactory criterion of the success 
attending execution of decrees. The statement No. 10 does not afford 
the requisite data. 

18. From statement No. 13 it appears that 20,725 witnesses were 
examined on the civil side of the court. In 1808 the number was 21,503. 
Of these 20,720 persons, 19,102, or 92 per cent., w'ere dismissed on the 
first day, but in 18(58 the pcrccntasre of persons so dismissed was 96'0. 
Five per cent, of the number wore dismissed on the sccojid day against 3 
percent, in 1808, and 539 witnesses, or 395 more than duringtheprevious 
year were detained over the second day. Of th(‘se last, no less than 320 per- 
sons were detained for three days in the Lucknow Court of Small Causes 
w'hich is one of the last courts in which I should have expected to find 
any delay. The presiding officer, who is now on leave, does not offer 
any explanation. Although the ro.sult is not so exceptionally good as it 
was during the previous year, I submit that generally it caunot be held 
to have been unsatisfactoiy.

I AM directed to communicate the following remarks by the 
Chief Commissioner on Sir George Couper’s report upon the Civil Ad- 
ministration of Justice for the year 1869. 

2. The number of suits instituted increased by nearly 11 per cent. 
The increase is visible in all districts, except Sectapoor and Sultanpoor ; 
in the latter the decrease has been continuous for three years.

The remarkable check perceptible in 1867 was common to all dis- 
tricts except Ilurdui and Baraich. It was a year of plenty, and it may 
be presumed that many debts were settled out of court. The confidence 
of the people in the courts is strikingly indicated by the fact that the 
institutions have quadrupled in 1869 os compared with 1860. It is cre- 
ditable to the officers, but suggestive of some doubt as to the durability 


of the present system, that with the exception of the Small Cause Courts, 
the strength of the judicial agency has not been added to.

Some allowance has to be made for changes in flic boundaries of 
districts ; but it may be decidedly inferred that the increase of litigation 
being largest in some of the most thriving and improving disi riots is a 
symptom of growing wcaltli, and not meredy one of widespread indebted- 
ness. 


5. If the Deputy Commissioners of Scctapoor, Oonao, and Khevee raia i. 
have given any explanation of the excessive number of eases struck off 
without trial, the Chief Commissioner desires tliatilinay be sent for his 
perusal. 

0. The prolongation of the average duration from 19 to 22 days is iw 5 . 
not in itself altogotlier satisfactory ; hut it is necessary to mako allow- 
ances for the paucity of olTieers. The improvement of tlie average in 
the Roy Bareilly, Sultan poor, and Pcrtabgurh districts is very noticeable.

not excessive. In Lucknow and llurdui it shows remarkable despatch. 

9. The increase in the appeals to Commissioners does not require 
particular remark. 82 out of 28C deci<ted wholly or partly in favour of 
the appellants is a favourable comment on the judgments of the lower 
courts. The reduction of the duration in t lie court of the Commissioner 
of Sectapoor is satisfactory. 

10. Considering that the number of appeals to the Judicial Com- 
missioner increased, it is satisfactory that tlicy were more promptly dis- 
posed of, and that so few were undecided at the close of the year.

Jn cmil in nation of my Hook Ciirnlar No. IS, dated 2Gth nltiino, I liavo tli (3 
hononr to brinje to yonr notice tiiat, wliou a case is struck oJf without trial, imdor Sec- 
tion 110 of the Code of Civil J'roccdnrc, the fact is ordinarily duo to one of two 
causes. 


2. Either the part ii'.s have come, to an amicalde arrangement out of court, 
or the case lias not Ikmmi called nj) on the day li.vcd for hi'aring, and the parties have 
gone to tln'ir homes. Conseipiently, on the ilay on A\tiich the ease is called up, they 
an* not in attendance, and it is struck olf without trial. 

.1. I have reason to feiir that an undui' number of cases are struck off owincr 

^ O 

to this latter cause. 

1. I tht'W'forc request that, on the day fixinl for hearing, the parties may in- 
variably bo calh'd before the court. If, for any reason^ the wise cannot be heard on 
that day, they shouhl be duly informed of the fact, and ajiprised by the judge himself 
of the date to i\hieh it is postponed, and on which th(*y sliould again be in attendance. 
This duty should lu'vcr be deh'gatcd to a inohurrir or to a peon. The parties should 
be called* before the judge personally. 

.^>. In the event of a judge being siek, he .should report the fact to the Deputy 
Commissioner, or other oflicer in charge at llc'ad (Quarters who should either liimscli* 
summon, or cuuso another judge to .summon, the parties whos(‘ <*ases the sick olficer 
w'ould have hoard on that day, and inform tluun of the date to w'hich their cases are 
postpom'd ; or, if it b(i neces.sary, apprise' them that their (*ascs am indelinitely post- 
[loncd, but that they will receive due notice of the day tixed for hejiring. 

C. In the, event of an officer going on leave or b('ing transferred, the arrange- 
ments should be similar, flis files should be made over to some other officer. This 
la.st, it may bo, will be unable to take up tbe cases on the day ti.vcd for hearing by 
rea.sou of the pressure of his own work. But he should cau.se the parties to each suit 
to be bmught Ixiforc him, and informed either of the date to which the lu'aring is 
[lostponed, or that they will receive due notice of the date on which they will bo 
ix'quircd to attend, as the ease may be. 
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7. It should be a rule, in short, that every me in the day’s cause lists in each 
court should bo called on, and the parties duly apprised of the position in which they 
stand and what they arc to do. If one case has token the entire day, before the court 
rises it should call up the other parties whoso cases had been Axed for that day, and 
inform them of the circumstance, and tell them to appear again on the next, or other 
convenient day. 

8. On a case being struck off without trial under Section 110, it should be 
stated in the final order that the case was called up on the day fixed for hearing, and 
tho parties not being present, it was struck off in default. Hut if a case is not thus 
disposed of on the first djiy, it should be stated that it was originally fixed for hearing 
on such a day, but was postponed for such and such reasons, of which tho parties 
were duly informed, to another day, on which date, the case having been called on, 
and tho parties not being in attendance, it was struck off in default. 

9. I beg the earnest co-operation of Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners, 
in this matter. In the courts of the latter officers no less than 13 per cent of aj^pcals 
were struck off without trial. Now this state of tilings can hardly be owing to tho 
first of the causes above referred to. For the respondent, having been tho winner 
in the court below, would hardly be in the mood to come to an amicable settlement. 

10. It is therefore necessary to satisfy ourselves that the number of cases struck 
off without trial is not owing to the inaction of our courts. If tlie above instructions 
bo scrhpulousiy observed, I think w'’e sliall b(* al)h‘ to rest so satisfied ; and that I shall 
not have the mortification of informing the Chief Commissioner in my next annual 
report, as I had in the one for this year, that the number of original suits struck off 
without trial in this province was 20 per cent, while in the North AVesteru Provinces 
the proportion was only t per cent.

* 96,666 cases reported during the year under review. In 1868, there were 

86,765 eases reported. This is apparently a largo amount of crime for 
so small a province ; but, in my opinion, the total is imduly swelled by 
the * miscellaneous cases’ being included therein. As remarked by Mr . 
Sparks, the Officiating Deputy Commissioner of Eyzabad, the man who 
drives on tho wrong side of a road or ilics a kite in its vicinity can hardly 
bo called a criminal, and yet his action in this rei^cct goes to swell the 
criminal returns, for in 1868 there were 22,428 of these miscellaneous 
cases reported, and 23,276 in 1869, and if these be deducted the total 
number of offences for each year will stand as follows : — '

Opinion is unanimous that the increase is in petty thefts, and caused 
by the great scarcity which prevailed during tbo year owing to the deficient 
harvest and the largo export of grain to other provinces. With reference 
to this subject, Mr. Capper, the Commissioner of Roy Bareilfysays, 

“ I think the immense majority of these offences arc not the handiwork 
of professional thieves. The District Superintendent of Roy Bareilly 
well remarks tliat ** professional thieves would take advantage of vUlagera 
being in their fields at the agricultural busy season, whereas it is notice- 
able, month by month, that when a crop is being cut, or there is a 
special demand for agricultural labour, crime immediately diminishes. 
The truth is there are thousands of poor who if they can get work or 
occupy themselves in the fields, will do so, but who will steal rather than 
starve.” 

And Major Perkins, now Officiating Commissioner of Pyzabad, 
observes that “ by means of tiie property taken in petty larceny the ‘ 
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( 2 ) 

suffering part of the population levies for its wants a poor-rate Which the 
laws of the country do not provide. It cannot be supposed that penal 
laws, however ably administered, can check an evil of this sort. The 
punishment that follows detection is easier to bear than the pangs of 
want.”

This result would have been satisfactory if the decrease had been 
general throughout the districts, as it would have shown that magis- 
terial officers were less ready to summon persons accused of hurt, criminal 
trespass, mischief and other petty crime on the more statement of a com- 
plainant. But this is not the case. The decrease is owing principally to 
the exceptional return of the City Magistrate of Lucknow, who summoned 
1832 persons in 1868 and only 333 during the year under review. The 
Deputy Commissioner of Barahunkco too only summoned 516 persons 
daring 1869 against 961 in 1868. But in the other districts there is no 
material dilTerencc in the number summoned except in Gondah, Avhere 
there has been an incscasc.

strict of Bazabun1cee» ia vhioh these were 29 persons awaiting thisir 
trial, shows the worst. In Hurdui and in B.07 Bareilly there were 22. 
The general result is however better than it was for the previous year, at- 
tho end of which there were 167 persons in all under trial, and consider*' 
ing the additional number of persons who have been brought before the 
courts with no corresponding increase in the establishments, I think there 
is no fault to be found in this respeot. 

C. The average duration of cases in 1868 was four days. In the 
year under review it was three days. This is, I submit, highly creditable 
to tho , courts concerned. In only one district has the duration exceeded 
the average result attained during the previous year, viz., Kheree, in 
W'liich the average duration has been five days. 

7. There wore 61,791 w'itncsses examined during the year under 
review, or 1,100 mox’C than in 1808. 

8. Statement 3B sliows that there were 420 persons under trial 
before the Commissioners* Courts of Session, or 200 less than in 1868, so, 
although petty crime has been largely on the increase, there has boen'a 
considerable diminution in. the graver classes of olFcnccs, which alone are 
dealt w'ith by Commissioiu'rs in this province. Of these 426 persons, 
2o 1 woi’o Goiivictod and 110 were acquitted. The proportion of acquittals 
to convictions is thus 20 per cent. In 1868 it was 25 per cent. The 
difterenec is slight, hut unfortunately not on the right side. Many of 
these cases lioweA'or are committed in order that their adjudication may 
eventually rest Avith a more cxjxericnccd officer aided by assessors. 

9. The average duration of cases before the Commissioners’ Sessions 
Cousts was 30 days. In 1808 it was 31 days. Tho worst average is, as 
it lias always been, in the Scctapoor court (11 days). As I said in my 
last report, the duration is calcubitcd from the date on which the magis* 
trato reports that he has committed the ease to tho date on which it may 
he finally disposed of hy the judge. Of course, if the period was calcu- 
lated from the date on which the judge may direct the attendance of tho 
jirosccutor and witnesses to the date on which judgment is passed, the 
average duration would lie materially less. Perhaps it would ho as well 
to show both, viz. the period from the date of commitment to the date 
fixed for hearing, and the period from this latter date to the date on 
which the decision is passed. The proposal that Commissioners -should 
hold periodical sessions at the head quarters of the respective districts 
W'hich comprise their divisions has fallen through by reason of the absence 
of any buildings suitable for circuit houses in the majority of the outlying 
districts. 

10. Thirty-two persons were referred to my own court, and the sen- 
tence of tho Commissioners was confirmed with respect to 28. Tho 
average duration of these cases was one day. 

11. Statement 3 0 gives tho result of tho trials before Deputy 
Commissioners under section 445 A of tho Codo of Criminal Procedure. 
There woro 205 more persons before these courts during tho year under, 
review tiian during the preceding year. There has been, as already said, 
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an increase of crime, and when an accused person has been twice eoQ- 
Ticted it is usual to commit him to the Deputy Commissioner |br trial. 

Formerly the Commissioners tried such oases. These considerations are 
quite sufficient to account for the increase. The numbers are ; —

Of these persons, 759 were convicted and 257 acquitted, that is, 72 
pet cent, were convicted during the past year and 08 per cent, in 1808. 
percentage during the present year is the same as that for 1867. 

12. There were 27 persons whose cases were pending at the close 

of the year, which, as compared with 93, the number under trial at the Honm’ se»iion» couk*. 
close of 1863, is satisfactory. 

13. . The average duration of trials before the Deputy Commissioners* Arcruge duration ot ca»<>t 
Courts of Sessions was 16 days. In 1808 it was 12 d.iys. And the fact jT/nm' ^SomCourt™*”"’ 

that 205 more persons were under trial is 
hardly sufficient to account for the increase. 

The districts that show the highest averages 
are noted in the margin, and moreover the 
number of persons brought to trial before the 
Deputy Commissioners in cliargo of tliosc dis- 
tricts is not so largo as the number tried by 
the majority of officers of the same class else- 
where. Mr. Kavanagh, the Officiating De- 
puty Commissioner of Baraich, though a good 
ddminal judge, takes a longer time in disposing of his cases than any 
other officer in the province. 

14. The amount of fines imposed and realized by magistrates generally S utthbot xo. 4. 

in the Uvo years under compari- 
son is shown in the margin. The panics, 
figures do not seem to call for 
any special remark. Out of the 
sum realized, lls. 5,182, or 6 per 
cent., was paid by way of com- 
pensation to injured parties un* 

der section 44 of the Code of Criminal Procedure. In 1808, the propor- 
tion was 6 per cent., and in 1867 it was 4 per cent., so that the improve- 
Tffl pwt seems to be sure if slow. The statement is prepared in conformity 
with the instructions of the Government of India, and only shows the 
amount actually paid to prosecutors. There is no column to show the 
ajnonnt awarded. I have now directed that the amount awarded be also 
shown, 1 think it will be found that the provisions of the section are 
not so disregarded, at all events at the time of the disposal 

of the AS is generally supposed, a supposition whkh, I must admit, 
the above figpires fblly justify. I suspect it will be found that prompt 
and vigorous measures are ifot invariably taken for the realiaation of finee, 
and th et complainants are not duly given to understand that on the ex- 
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■ monl^ receive compensation. I suspect to<t 

that, in tbe.evmii of a complaihant not putting in an appearance at the', 
expiration of the specified time, he is not apprised that the amount of 
compensation is awaiting his acceptance. All these points will be brought 
to light when the amount awarded by way of compensation is compared 
with the amount realized and the amount actually paid.

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satisfactory to be able to report a decrease, the increase does not appear 
to bo a matter of much moment. To account for it is more properly tbo • 
business of the police department, and the Inspector General probably 
has given the Chief Commissioner his view of the subject.

Under the delinition of the 
crime in the Penal Code, if live men go out to rob a ti('ld and strike, or 
offer to strike, a blow •while doing so, (lie oflenec is dacoity and must be 
entered as such. Similarly, a man who snatehes at the nose-ring of a 
•woman in a bazaar, if he tear her skin, however slightly, luiisl be entered as 
a “ robber,” and this in*ob.Tbly accounts for tin; niunber of “ robberies” 
having increased during tliis year of hardship to 120 as compared with 
87 in 1868. 

19. It is remarkable, I think, that though ordinary' thefts arc so ihca,. 
largely on the increase, the number of cattle thefts has actually decreased, 

the result in this respect being as foUow's : —

Kidnapping^. 


20. The crime of kidnapping is slightly on the increase, ther^-, 
having been 152 convictions for that offence during the year under' re* 
view against 133 in 1868. 

OiTence* ugaiiut mU Uwt. 21. Out of 496 persoos brought to trial for offences against the 
salt laws, no less than 416 were convicted, which shows that the magis* 
trates support the Customs Department. Two years ago 1 remarked 
that the people were learning from the operatioti,s of that department 
that they must no longer avail themselves of the bounty of nature lying 
at their doors. The following observations of the Commissioner of Hoy 
Bareilly on the subject appear to me to bo deserving of consideration. 

*• A great many of tlic persons convicted wore females, whoso hereditary 
“ trade is the manufacture of salt, and who were starving, their husbands, 
“ reduced by our laws from independence to beggary, having been driven 
“ from their homos to seek cm|)loytnont and food elsewhere. I believe 
“ that this heinous crime! is nearly stojjped, but only because we have at 
“ last succeeded in so harassing the Loniahs that they are fairly driven from 
** their homes. Largo numbers have left the province en masse, taking 
“ their families witli thorn, and more arc daily leaving. Crime of all sorts 
** ceases in a desert, and no doubt when the Lonialis have disappeared the 
“ manufacture of illicit salt will disappear with them.” 

kiaffmejitNo. 4 . 22. .3,895 persons underwent the punishment of whipping in 1869, 

wiuppiiig. against 2,500 in 1808. This is- doubtless owing to the large increase in 

the number of offtinces punishable with whipping. It seems strange 
that only 231 persons should have been sentenced to imprisonment as 
well as whipping, stmuge, that is, that only 231 persons out of the 
•141,.") t.> brought to trial should have been previously convicted of the 
same olfencc. It is luiec'ssary how(!ver for the requirements of Act VI 
of 1 80 1, that the olfencc should be the sauuj. For example, if a man 
steal a carrot and is convicted of theft under Section 379, and then steal 
another carrot ho can be punished for the second offence with both 
whipping and imprisonment. But if, instead of stealing a second carrot, 
he were to break into a hbuse by night with a view to committing theft 
he would have to be convicted under Section loT of house«breaking by 
night, w'hich is not the same olfeneo as that under Section 379, and con- 
sequently he could not bo whipped in addition to imprisonment. In 
1808, the nuinbor of persons sentenced t(3 the double punishment of 
M'hippiug and imprisonment, in consecpiencc of having been previously 
convicted of tho same offence, was 150. 

23. An abstract of the comparative statement of appeals to the Depu- 
Afpeoig lo Deputy Com- Commissioners is given m tho mar- 

gin. The statement for the previous 
year had reference to persons only, and 
it appeared that the proportion of ap- 
peals reversed or modilied was 41 per 
cent. The proportion of cases however 
was only 34 per cent, and this year tho 
result is oven better, only 33 percent of 
the appeals having been reversed or 
modified.

* 26. One hundred eases were also referred to my court by Com- CascareftTOd toUieJudi- 

• missioners and Deputy Commissioners under Section 13 1 of tlie Code of lion«i.'ftii«Oodeof Cn. 
Criminal Procedure, on the ground that the senhmcc or order was con» 
trary to law. The judgment of the referring court avus atlinnod in 71 
per cent of these ctiscs. During this year, as last, an abstract of the 
work of every judicial ofliet'r in the province has pa.ssed in review before 
this court. 730 cases were called for and c.xamined, 10 per cent of whieh 
were modified or reversed in consequence of some illegality. It has not 
nnfrequently happened that an officer, just vested Avith enhanced powers^ 

, has aAvardod the double punishment of imprisonment aud Avhipping on 
conAucting a eriminal for a second offence, similar to, bnt not precisely the 
same as the one Avbieh he fornuTly committed. Another common error 
is for an officer to try on the criminal side a resislaiuu! of process issued 
by him on the civil or revenue side of his court. Desides these, 52 cases, 
or 7 per cent, Avere referred to the Chief Commissioner for mitigation 
or remission of sentence, those passed by tlie loAAcr court having been 
deemed imneccssarily or indiscriminately si'vorc.

In 47 cases only was the verdict set aside. In 1868, Avith fewer cases, the 
number was 50. The result is therefore even more satisfiiotory than that 
which elicited the commendation of the Chief Commissioner during the 
previous year.

31. The subjoined 
statement gives the names 
of the Honorary Assistant 
Commissioners engaged in 
the criminal administration 
tried by each. The total 
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xtumbcr was 2278. In 1866 only I,l20 persons w^ tried by iheso 
gentlemen. The average duration, of their cases too (three days) is as 
good as ^at attained by the Tahsildars and Extra Assistant Commis* 
sioners, and is a great improvement when compared with the previous year, 
during which the average was six days. Of comrse there is still room for 
improvmnent, for one of tlic objects for investing Ilonourary Assistant 
Gommbsioners with crimiunl powers 'was to enable the people residing on 
their estates to obtain a speedier hearing than they could do if they had 
* to resort elsewhere, and that object has not yet been attained; but 1 hope 
it soon 'will 1)o; and T shall be glad if the Chief Commissioner would bo 
pleased to notice those among the Ilonomnry Assistant Commissioners 
whom the Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners have marked for 
approval. 


32. Last year I cmixtdied in my report the opinions of the Commis> QiiaiiGcsUoM of officer*, 
sioners and Deputy Commissioners on the qualifications of their subordi- 
nate oflBcors, interspersing them with remarks of my own. It would 
seem however that the whole of the remarks were supiiosetl to have cman. 
ated from me. I therefore submit scparatisly a transcript of those paras, 
of the Commissioners’ and Deputy Commissioners’ reports which relate to 
this subject.

Sir, 

I am diroctod to communicate the followinpf remarks on Sir George 
Couper’s report on tlie administration of Criminal Justice for the year 
1869. 

2. The report has been received unusually late, and it is requested 
that in future the dates on whiijh tlic reports of the Commissioners of 
Divisions reached the central otiicc may be noted. 

.‘1. Although during the period under report scarcity of food had 
caused a large increase of crime, entailing a considerable increase of 
business in the Criminal Courts, it is very satisfactory to the Chief Com- 
missioner to observe that at the end of the year there were only 167 
persons under trial ; that the average duration of cases declined from 
four to three days ; and that tliough many more witnesses were exa- 
mined than in 18GS, 90 per cent, iverc dismissed in one day. These results 
are highly ereditalile to the energy and punctuality of the criminal 
judges. Tlujro is disen'paney lictween paras. 7 and 27 of the report, 
the number of additional witnesses examined being variously stated at 
4,100 and 5,20 1. » 

4. The Chief Commissioner has commented on the increase of 
crime in his riwituv of tlu; report of the Inspector Gimeral of Police, and 
does not propose to refer to it further than toghserve that ho views more 
seriously than Sir George Coiiper does the continuous multiplication in 
the number of riot cases. Various explanat ions have year by year been 
put forward for the increasi^ of tlnvse <;ases, hut the fact remains that 
they have run up from 78 in 1861 to 43 1 in 1809. The number of per- 
sons brought to trial was 2,954, and these were for the most part RAJ- 
pdts and Brahmins. The Chief Commissioner is aware, however, that 
the Inspector General of Police docs not attribute the increasing fre- 
quency of the offence in any way to the action of the Courts. 

5. The largo proportion of acquittals to convictions in Sectapoor 
and Pertabgurh will, it is hoped, be henceforth lessened by the 
employment of greater discrimination in the issue of summonses. The 
excessive average duration of criminal cases in the Sessions Court of the 
Commissioner of Seetapoor also calls for correction. 
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6. The decrease from 93 in 18C8 to 27 persons under trial at the “• 
close of the year before the Deputy Commissioners’ Sessions Courts, is 
satisfactory. But the average duration of cases in these courts in Per- 
tabgurh, Kherco, and Baraich contrasts very unfavourably with the great- 
er expedition elsewhere attained to. 

7. The larger sum paid to prosecutors out of the fines realized shows 
that attention is being paid to tho subject. The Chief Commissioner 
agrees with Sir George Couper, tliat it will bo advantageous to show in 
future tho sums awarded as well as those realized. 

8. Tho manufacture of salt having ])ecn resumed in the Roy Bar- ?««. si. 
reilly division, it will now bo easy for tho Lunias, if tlioy bo so disposed, 

to revert to tho licensed practise of their hereditary trade. But there is no 
doubt that many of them have permanently taken to agriculture. 

9. The decisions of the Courts, as tested by appeal, show well. Pbtm. za-as. 

10. Tho Chief Commis-sionor is convinced tliat tho labour personally P*n». as. 

sustained by Sir G. Couper in examining without appeal or reference so 
many as 730 cases must result generally in a stricter attention to the 
requirements of law and procedure ; and ho ha.s himself had opportuni- 
tics of observing the occasional mitigation of tho unduo severity of sen- 
tences in cases where their reduction has been proposed for sanction. 

11. There is an increase in the number of trials with assessors, 
and fewer verdicts have been set aside. The employment of assessors 
has a material bearing on the practical education of tho people, and the 
more successful resort to it is highly cncouraghig. 

12. No money is better spent than on the fair and reasonable diet- Par*, to. 
ing of witne.sso^. The attention paid to this point by Sir George Couper, 

will, the Chief Commissioner has no doubt, tend to enhance ,thc popu- 
larity of the Courts. Much of t!ie proverbial rcduetance of the people 
to give evidence has its origin in tlic great ineonvcnienccs too often 
endured by the poorer classes through the indilfercnco of tho Courts 
to the payment of their subsistence allowance and to their prompt di.s- 
missal. The Chief Commissioner is hajjpy to think that hi Oudh tho 
officers of the Judicial department ai*o studiously careful of both these 
points. 

13. The Chief Commissioner has aequie.scod in Sir George Couper’s 
wish that his notice of Gllieers shall not be printed with the report. lie 
has however carefully ])i'rusod th(5 remarks of the Deputy Commis.sioncr 3 
and Commissioners relative t») tlu'ir subordinates. Those by Mr. Yoimg, 

Deputy Commissioner of Sultanpoor, appi'ur to IVtr. Davies to bo on the 
whole tho best considered, and to be the most strictly confined to a review 
and estimate of tin* judicial work done during tho year. This the Chief 
Commissioner thinks is tho proper scope of such remarks, and he be- 
lieves that ic is only when the commentary is needlessly discursive 
tliat its publication becomes in any way objectionable. Otherwise tho 
Chief Commissioner feels sure that the impartial appreeiation of the 
labours of a year by tlio J udicial Commissioner must act as a powerful 
incentivo to oxertioa on tho members of the department.

“ the total area, and Khcrco with 2-12 the lowest, but when the total popu- 
” latioji i.s a])plicd to the total cultivation, much of this difference disap* 
“ pc'ars and the order in w'hich the districts stands is altered. Uturdui 
** coming first tvith 091, Scctapoor second with 655, and Kheree third with 
“ 599 per square mile of cultivation. 

“ Again when the agricultural population is measured by the cul* 
** tivated area only another change takes place. Hurdui being first with

“ population per square mile of cultivation. These figures might be cx-

Until the census papers have been made over to the setth'ment for 
comparison with those pnparocl by Settlement Officers, it is hardly possi- 
ble to form an opinion as to which return of population is to be accepted, 

or the extent to which modification may be necessary on cither hand.

21. There are some noticeable features in statement No. II that, to 
a certain extent, justify the presumption that the po})ulation of some dis- 
tricts has been under-rated, e. g. the area of Klicrce is 2,360 square 
miles, that of Roy Bareilly is only 1,350. But while the population of 
the former is less than one-half (2 f>2 against 580 per square mile) of that 
the latter, the percentage of oultivation is 62‘23 to 49*00. The same 
comparison might be mode between Baraich and Roy Bareilly. 


22, It is worthy of remark that the cultivated area is exhibited as 
alightly ' lower in 18G8-G0 than it was in the previous year, the figures 
being 54*35 against 51*60, and that at the same time, the culturablc waste 
is shown as 21*15 against 21*51. It is quite {)ossiblc that this decline of 
0*61 in aggregate area of cultivated and culturablo waste arises from 
miscalculation, but at least, the figures given may be accepted os proving 
that the population lias not yet reached a number in excess of what iho 
will bear, toi the margin of culturablc waste is nowhere lower than 
12*28 (Bambunkee) and in Kbarec it rises to 85*16. The average is 21*15.

This fat but a slight 
improvement, but nevertheless, considering tho immense demand for fuel ' 
and wood, it is satisfactory, for it shows that newly planted trees tu*e more " 
than replacing those that have been felled, and leads to the hope that the 
people are being encouraged to preserve for Oudh the character of a well 
timbered country. It ndll be many years before the groves now being 
planted will substantially fill the place of tliose sacrificed to the demand 
for fuel, but though they do not fulfil the desired object in the present, they, 
at all events, promise well for the future. The subject of fuel reserves 
has been treated of in the revenue report.

It will he observed that the aggregate area surveyed up to 1808-69 is 
9,40,532 and 9,21,009 acres more by revenue and field surveys respectively 
than what was done up to 1807-68. Again, in last year’s statements the 
revenue survey gave 2 ’71 per cent, less area than the field survey : it 
now gives 2’60 per cent. The most marked difference is shown in Pertab- 
gurh. The reasons for those varying results have been too frequently given 
to require reiteration here. 

27. Statement IV. shows that 40,109 cases wore disposed of in 
1808-69 against 36,640 in the previous year, or 3,629 in excess. Tho 
ponding flic was reduced from 27,439 to 21*, 631 cas(ft. The district de-

33. Tho fact that claimants of undcr-proprietary rights received 
favonrablo decrees in 12,720 cases out of 37,261 would alone justify the 
conclusion that this body had obtained substantial justice. But this is 
not all. In 1,310 cases dmded by compromise and 1,608 withdrawn, it 
may well be supposed that tho plaintiifs got something that satisfied them, 
and I am of opinion that, under-proprietors during tho year under review 
gained subordinate rights to a fair extent. 

31. The Settlement Ofiicer, Fy^abad has submitted with his report 
a statement showing the sub-settlements decreed in the courts of that 
district, and an abstract of this is hero given; —

35. In the next annual report I hope to submit a provincial state- 
ment showing tho result of all claims for undcr-proprietary rights of every 
description and in every district. 

36. It is a matter of regret to mo that I cannot , this year give 
details to show tho extent to which sir and ndnkdr have been awarded. 
In tho majority of suh-scttlemcnt cases where tho claim of tho sub-pro- 
prietors has been dismissed, because of the nonfulfilment of some of tho 
conditions required by Act XXVI of 1866, suits institutod for sic 
and ndnkdr on tho ground of old proprietary right liavc resulted favour- 
ably to tho claimants. Statement IV shows that 2,911 cases have been 
given in favour of plaintiff, out of 5,267, and hereafter I hope to give on 
account of tho actual quantity of land and amount of profit thus given 
to the old zaminddrs ; hut it is much more c^^eult than I anticipated to 
arrive at anything like correct statistics to show this. Tho Commis-, 
sioner of Fyzabad, in his paras. 43 and 11, writes In para. 40 it is 

noticed that 1,631 sub-settlements, involving 716 villages and 3,516 
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*Vtvrentietli8 (which is equal to 801 villagea in all) with an area of -2,46,702 
** acres, bad been decreed. In 1,440 of these sub-settlenients, covering an 
*' area of 2,20,286 acres, the estimated rental is Bs. 6,06,624, the Oovem» 
**ment revenue is Bs. 2,68,162, and the profits, Bs. 2,47,471, are shared 
*' thus: theta'lukddrs receive Bs. 86,332, or 35 per cent, and the suh-pro- 
“ prietors Bs. 1,62,139, or 65 per cent. In the remaining 91 cases, in- 
volving 26,416 acres, the rates of relative profit have been determined; 
** but as the gross rental had not been ascertained, complete data could 
** not bo given. The results in those cases, however, in the opinion of the 
Officiating Settlement Officer, w'ill be similar to those for wliich we have 
** complete data. 

“The area of sir land, which is nearly, if not all, rent free, and the 
** amount of money ndnkdr decreed by the Fyzabad settlement courts, is 
** also shown by Captain Erskine in his 38th para; but it must be mentioned 
** (1) that in this class of cases much still remains to be done; and (2) as 
« mentioned by Captain Erskine, it must be remembered that the sir 
** given in lieu of sub-scttlcments is not included in this return.” 

The Settlement Officer, Fyzabad, says : — ** It will be seen that the 
“ percentage of dismissals is less and decrees greater in the past, than in 
the previous years. This is probably the result of the more liberal 
construction of the law which the Financial Commissioner (IVfr. Davies) 
“ published for the information of the courts, and which is referred to in 
** the 56th para, of the Financial Commissioner’s last annual review.” 

87. But it is by hereditary farming leases rather than sir and 
nankdr lands that relief can in many eases be afforded to those who, with 
strong equitable claims for consideration, have no case in law. In my 
No. 6069 dated 12th September 1868, 1 represented that the princdpal cases 
under this head might bo divided into two classes ; (1) where relatives 
of a ta’ldkddr who had long held leases’ were barred from subscttlemcnt, 
becaubS- there had never been any independent proprietary title, and (2) 
where the ox-proprietors lost subscttloment because they could not in 
every piurticular comply with the conditions of Act XXVI of 1860. It 
is true that the hard case rules would apply to the relief of claimants in 
some of these cases, but it has been found possible to apply a remedy, 
often with consent of the ta’ldkddrs, and always by a more satisfactory 
procedure than that prescribed by Circular 4 of 1867. 

38. One eminent advantage in the hereditary farming lease over the 
suhsettlement obtained under Act XXVI is, that it preserves the relative 
position of the superior and under-proprietor. In a village given in sub- 
settlement the ta’ldkdar has virtually no proprietary rights, and a form 
of tenure that thus annihilates his authority and status as a landlord is 
naturally highly distasteful to him. With :ui hereditary farming lease 
the case is different, the ta’ltlkddr’s position is maintained and, at the same 
time, the sub-proprietor has every right that it is fitting he should enjoy, 
and he infinitely prefers it to separate sir lands. 

89. The following statement is supposed to show tho oxtm).t to

Settlement Officer, Gondah’a 41. With rcfcrcnce to thls subject, the Settlement Officer, Gondah» 

aetiiement'tS^'^oirc^.* writcs thus : '* Out of 334 claims to sub-settlement 168 have been dis^ 

“ posed of amicably on these principles, (i.e. of compromise),- ih 104 
hereditary leases have been granted, in 10 sir or udnkdr, and in the re* 
“ mainder the claimant has been cither purchased out by a direct eash 
*' payment or has nrithdrawn from a contest which was clearly hopeless.'* 


Wiiiingnen of Taidkd&w to 42. Of the Spirit of Compromise in which many of the ta’ldkddra 

•^t a ipint of compro- claims of ox-proprictors it is difficult to speak in too warm 

terms. More especially lias this been cvinocii where officers have employ- 
ed tact and care to engage the sympathies of the ta'lilkchure for those who 
arc entitled to consideration at thoir hands. On this point Captain Erskihe, 
Settlement Officer, Fyzabad, writes : ** I may be permitted here to add 
my testimony to that of my predecessor to the conciliatory spirit in 
** which some of the taidkddrs have behaved regarding claims against 
** them * * *. It may be said that to contest the claims of these 
* ** persons (blood relations of ta*li!ikdars) would have been inconsonant 
** with justice and right feehug, but these considerations have not always 
« had much weight with those who have the law on their side, and had 
** this taldkddr (Baboo Bam Surroop of Khupradih,) demanded deoi* 
** sions according to the law as it has been intcrpre|bd by the superior 
** courts, he would doubtless have won many of the suits brought against 
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** him, and bare cfnued mactli trooble and aimo;^ifDe ta the suitora in all. 

'* On the contrary he has met hie under-proprietors m a kindly sprit, and 
I trust he may experienoe solid adrantages from the good feeling Trhich 
** is a consequence of this moderation/* And as illtistrating this concilia' 
tory disposition the Settlement Officer, Gondah, writes of Bdja Kishen l>utt 
Bam, thus : — Whore the claimant had hold a lease, the Bdja gives right 
*' of lease to the ex-zamindar or birtia in terms to be decided upon from 
** time to time between himself and the under-proprietor, less any ndnkdr 
** allowance the latter may have enjoyed in the nowabi, this right be- 
** ing heritable but not transferable. And in cases where no lease had 
” been given but the ox*proprictor enjoyed service or sir land, or in ex- 
coptional cases of liardship, land at favourable rates has been given. 

** In many instances, the lldja’s terms have been accepted *•••*, 

** Considering that the majority of these men could have gained nothing 
" by fighting their case in court, I think the Ri'ija is entitled to every 
credit for his liberality, and would earnestly solicit on his behalf an ex- 
** pression of the approbation of superior authority." And thus writes 
the Commissioner, Byzabad : — " 1 have often brryught to notice the good 
** service of MAhardja Sir ]\[dn Singh in helping, by his own example, to 
start the compromise system in b'yzalwd. I am gla<l to be able to say , 

“ that the Mdhardja of Bulrampoor has thrown his influence in aid of 
** Mr. Maconochie in Gondah, but that officer is cliiefly indebted to lldja 
Xishen Dutt Pandey for the excellent example he set in actually com- 
** mcncing the system of making concessions. I am also glad to see that 
** Captain Erskinc is able to speak favourably of Baboo Bam Surroop in 
** this respect. The B^ja of Kapoorthulla’s agents have made large pro- 
" mises, but I confess to having but little hope of these ever being ful- 
** filled," The Settlement Officer of Gondah, writes : " that the number of 
'* cases disposed of amicably are very nearly double those decided on trial. 

** This very gratifying result is due to the tact and ability of Extra Assis- 
** tanlj^Commissioncr Syad-ud-din, who had the disposal of this class of 
** case entrusted to him, and who has laboured earnestly and honestly 
" to bring about an amicable adjustment of the kbewut disputes." 

43. The remarks of the officers of the Eyzabad division upon com- Compromi** mo«t ob»«nr8- 

^ ble ID Fjxabod divifiioD* 

promises are specially noticed, because it is in that division that the spirit 
of conciliation has been most encouraged and has effected the best results. 

Of 4,310 oases compromised'in the province 2,800 were so disposed of in 
tile Eyzabad division, and the progress of the Gondah settlement work 
leads to the hope that in tliat district tho number of cases amicably ad- 
justed will rise above the average of even tho Eyzabad district. 

44. The cases in which ex-proprietors derive tho gpreatest advantage 
firom these compromises are such as arise in acquired villages that liavo 
been incorporated in a taTdka by sale or mortgage. According to the * 
strict interpretation of tho law, the cx-propriotor has no vestige of a claim 
to sub-settlement of any village so acquired by a ta’ldkddr, and, therefore, 
relief such as (floimants seek is, under tho law, unattainable. But at the 
same time the o^ proprietor has an equitable claim, if not for what he 
wants, •i(sab-8ettlement) at least for more than tiie law gives him. He has 
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ra^er tl^n law favoura 
th« claimant,

45. The Commissioner of Lucknow has noted that in one dis^ot 
within his knowledge sections 180 and 181 are improperly applied. - HQds^ 
will be inquired into, and the error of procedure, if any, checked. 


Other errors in procedure 46. In para. 17 of liis report, the Commissioner of Lucknow ftllwdft# 
to the procedure of the Lucknow court, by w'hich suits of a totally different, 
nature arc heard in one. This procedure is indubitably objectionable, as 
creating confusion. But ‘the courts too often err in the direction of Sjdii- 
ting up suits too much ; and, in refusing to dispose of a case finally upon 
one or other of certain alternative claims, clear olf the cases for the time 
by a pro tern order, only to take it up at some future' period, and encumber 
the file with superfluous proceedings.

**pearcd originally. The deed was for 11 s. 1,600, Vakeels’ fees came to 
Bs. 1,150, plaintiff’s costs came to lls. 2,700, in addition to the redemp- 
“ tion money, and in addition to their pc'rsonal expenses. Unless I had 
'* set myself firmly and avowedly against further litigation, the case would 
“ bo going on yet. I believe a rc-hearing or two arc coming on, or peud- 
** ing in special appeal. 

" The defendant’s costs were far greater, as he lost the ease, and had 
“ employed a barrister besides. Six tliousand rupees will not cover the 
” costs of litigating the redemption of one moderately sized village. 

" In the manjha case, four vakeels got Rs. 750 each for my court 
“ alone, and three more were engaged and apponred when foes w«'rc pro- 
“ bably higher. 

“ I want pnhlicify to he given to the amount of foes . . V at disputes 
may be avoided, and tlic tone of the bar may he raised hy toe a’ ouee 
“ of secresy. I do not think the amount Avould be concealed ■ ‘ .‘ii, and 
*' exorbitant .fees might he discouraged hy the court. 

“ One thing is clear, that while cases are so costly, costs must he 
given, or the whole proi)orty in the soil will be transferred fo a few 
•* wealthy men. A great historian has .said that Anglo Indian civilization 
** merely transfers the burthen of oppression from those who lack physical 
“ force to those who have not money. Courts which do not give costs are 
** the best possible instruments of such wrong. Courts which give costs as 
“ a ruti'tati the best safe-guards agaiiust it.” 

48. Although I concur to a great extent in what Mr. McMinn sets 
forth, I do not .see how any arbitrary remedial measure can be brought to 
bear upon the exorbitant charges made ])y vakeels. I have endeavoured 
hy the exercise of my personal influence, to keep down tlic expenditure 
iipon litigation as far as possible, and I hope other officers have done, and 
will do, the same. But unless we po-sitivcly exclude vakeels and mook- 
tiars from our courts (which cannot be done,) it is difficult to see how wo 
can authoritatively proscribe the rates at which tlicy arc to bo remunerated. 
It has been the great ovil of tins settlement the enormous cost to contend- 
ing parties, but it is hoped this will soon bo over. 

49, From statement YI it appears that Bs. 6,66,146 were expended 
in 1868*60 against Bs. 6,20,426 in the preceding year. The increase is 
fhlly explained by the oharges for the newly commenced settlement of 
Gondab, for deducting jfrom the sum spent tins year Bs, 59,152 on account 
of Gondah, there remain Bs. 6,06,994 for 10 districts against Bs. 6,20,426 
ora propoitiojmte decrease of Bs. 13,432. 1 he careful expenditure of 
Barabunkee (2,67,914) and Hurdui (3,36,038) due to Major Chamier and 
Mr. Bradford stands out in strong contrast with some other distriots.

52. The ajipeals disposed of by Coinraissioners were 2,606 against 
2,733 in 1807-68. The pending appeals 458 against 741. The pending 
file of Sectapoor was reduced from 363 to 10, Lucknow showed only 33. 
But both in Fyzahad and B oy Bareilly there was an increase. Boy Bareilly 
again stands out marked for the number of its appeals, 1,113 having been 
instituted in this division out of a total of 2,408. The 'Commissioner, 
Lucknow, tJius speaks of his file. *' There arc no arrears in this court, the 
** cause list being cleared up to date. The oases are heard about a month 
< ** after the petitions are filed or somewhat under that.” This is eminmitly 
satisfactory and creditable to Mr. Currie. I may here also notice that Major 
Thompson, Officiating Commissioner, Sectapoor, has completely worked 
off the large arrears loft by his predecessor, many of thc’ cases being 
difficult suits for Buh-scttlemcnt. An inspection of th^ following state- 
ment ^rill show tlie vast amount of work again disposed of by Mr. Capper, 
Commissioner of Boy Bareilly.

The number of special appeals instituted exceeds those of the 
previous year by 301 ; but the reversals were reduced from 101 to 69 and 
this is particularly satisfactory to me.

The average rate.s for the province being 1-16-11 for 
cultivation and 1-6-11 for malgdzarl, the rate is in no district higher 
than 2-6-10 (Lucknow) It is possible that the Lucknow assessments 
are somewhat heavy, but I liavc no doubt that the Hoy Hareilly rate 
2-6-7 is a very fair one. In Uurdui tlu'ro liavo been complaints of over 
assessment but tbo settlement oi&cer is confulent that his revision is cor- 
rect and while I can find no real grounds for theso objections I have 
every confidence in the experience of the assessing ofilcer, Mr. Bradford. 
Everywhere the greatest care and atteiitiou have been devoted to this 
important subject by scltlomont officers.

instances and I may yet have to reduce or suspend for a lime a portion 
if the increased demand. There is, in my oj)inion, no doubt that the prin- 
ciple of making assessments for tliirty ycai's for all places alike is open to 
question. In some instances it will be necessary to distribute the increase 
over the first fifteen years of settlement; for tliough there is no reason why 
Government should not benefit for the last fifteen years by receiving tho 
full half assets, to increase some of the existing assessments to that 
rate at once would be simply to introduce enliancements of 100 at 150 
per cent. This sudden rise would cause the proprietors to break down. 


66. .. Even with an increased revenue demand to bear, the agricul- Agricultural proapccti of 
tural prospects of Oudh must be deemed eminently satisfactory ; cultiva- p«>ou**"S* 
tion promises to extend ; cultivators are eager to, make improvements, more 
especially in the direction of irrigation; high prices and largo exportations 
enhance the value of agricultural produce. And there is every indication 
of agrarian content and but very little complaint heard of tho rise in 
rents consequent upon the increased demand of revenue. All this will, I 
trust, be considered satisfactory. 


66. Lucknow . — Throughout the greater portion of the year the B«TiewofdiTuionaiwtu*> 
settlement work of this district was conducted by Mr. H. B. Hariugton. 

Much has boon done towards the preparation and completion of records, 
and latterly stringent orders have been issued to ensure the work being 
completed with regularity and every possible speed. On tho whole the 
progress made during the year docs not appear to be altogether un- 
satisfactoiy. 

67. The revision of the Government demand in this district was 
completed and sported on last year. During the year under review 

has been a decrease of Es. 1,900 in the revised jama on account of 
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of '4s86t»Bieiii8 «anoUoaed in ceitoin Tillages, and, oiring to iha '7 
unfavourable year, the increase shown by the revised demand - pressed* so- 
hard on some samindars that in 80 villages it was found nooessaty to' 
grant temporary remissions, amounting to Us. 18,000, pending a further 
examination of assets. 

G8. Mr. H. Butts, who has acted for Mr. Harington for nearly 
two months during the year and is now officiating, has written the pre* 
sent report, lie makes favourable mention of his judicial staff, especi* 
ally of Naib Sadr Munseifm Sheo Narain, who has lately been promoted 
from 75 to 100 Es. and'investcd with the powers of a 2nd class settle* 
ment officer. 

69. Mr. Butts is applying himself to dispose of the oases yet pend* 
ing judicial investigation and it is hoped that there will bo no delay in 
preparing the records when this judicial work is completed. The OffLoi* 
ating Commissioner, Major MacAndrew, having held charge of the divi- 
sion but for a very short period, docs not give any opinion on the state of 
the work, but refers to the settlement officer’s report. 

70. Barahunkec. — Mr. MacMinn who has written the report under 
review has held charge of this settlement for the greater part of the year. 

The other officers who officiated for short periods were Captain 
Erskinc. Syud Suider Ilosain. 

71. The IChusras and Shujras of all kinds have been completed and 
copies for the use of Tahsils arc ready. The present Settlement Officer, 
Mr. A. n. Harington, hopes to see every paper connected with the re- 
cords completed on an early date. The judicial work of this district is 
also fast drawing to a close, and the officiating settlement officer will 
shortly submit his report. On the 1st Af arch next the settlement depart* 
ment will be removed from this district. 

» 

72. SuUanpoor. — Mr. Millet relieved Afajor Perkins and conducted 
the settlement work of thiii district during the greater part of the year. 
He furnishes the report. 

73. The assessment of the whole district has been completed. The 
Government demand stands at Es. 11,21,933 (having been raised from 
Es. 8,20,598, the summary jama) showing an enhancement of 1^. 3,01,335. 
The incidence is Es. 2-2-8 on cultivation and Es. 1-9*1 on the malgdzari 
area. 


74. A slight change has taken place in the revised government de- 
mand of perganas Simronta, Amcthi and Sultanpoor. 

75. The amount of judicial work yet remaining to be done will, it 
* is hoped, be disposed of so soon as the exemption of stamp duties, which 

still obtains in two-thirds of the district, is withdrawn. 

76. Mr. Millet speaks well of his Sadr Alunscrfm Chooni Ldl. 

77. Boy Bareilly . — Major Ealph Ouscley left t«iis settlement in 
March 1869, on furlough, and Mr. O. Wood and Mr. Ecrrar officiated, the 
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lattor only for a short time the former, who famishes th6 mport, for 
the greater part of the year. 

78. Regarding assessments, Mr. Wood writes. ** The assessment of 
**the district was completed in 1866-67. The Government demand, minus 
« cesses, was Bs. 10,33,610, being 25 per cent, in excess of the summary 
** settlement demand, the rate per acre on cultivated area Ks. 2.6<7. 
** From all I have heard the demand is generally light. The Commis- 

sioner, however, has during the year reduced the demand in certain 
estates amountiug to lls. 4,6‘i)l.’' 

79. Mr. Wood appears to have introduced a better system in the 
working of this settlement^ and it is hoped bo will soon place the depart- 
ment on a satisfactory footing, and that more satisfactory results will be 
recorded in next report. 

80. On the preparation of records Mr. Wood writes : — 

Paras. 29 and 30. — " Unfortunately a very small sum was provid- 
ed for in the Budget for the cost of preparing tliese records. This has 
** proved a fatal error, for so much work is ready in the rough, that a 
** much larger number of copyists could have boon advantageously em- 
“ ployed. The work has not only been retarded but caused unnecessary 
** expenditure in the cost of a largo superintending establishment viz., 
3 sadr ni dnscrims, and 3 munserims, drawing an aggregate salary of 
Bs. 650 per mensem, and supervising the work of a few mohurirs 
drawing Bs. 240.” 

- 30. “ 1 regret to find this error has to be perpetuated in part. I 

** say in part, inasmuch as one sadr mdnscrim and one munscrlm will 
“ be reduced as already stated, at the close of the financial year. Still 
** the other two could easily superintend more than double the number 
of'mohurirs provided for. Instead of Bs. 240 a month, Bs. 600 could be 
** advantageously laid out, but if I am to be limited to the former amount, 

“ my opinion is that the records will not be qomplcted for the next four 
“ years at least.” 

81. Mr. Wood does not blame his subordinates for the present im- 
perfect state of settlement records but attributes it to the want of me- 
thodical registers. 

82. This cannot bo held to exonerate the subordinates entrusted 
^with the preparation and completion of papers, it being the boundon duty 
of every official to see that the document he prepares is correct and 
complete. 

83. Pertabgurh . — Captain Forbes, Settlement Officer, reports that 
the record of one Tahsil, Futti, may now for ail practical purposes, be 
considered as ** vojy nearly complete” and that of the remaining three 
.tahslls has been vigorously pushed forward. A very decided and satis- 
factory progreas was made in the disposal of judicial work during the 
yc^under review, and the Settlement Officer expresses a hope that the

** I was called on to make at the end of June last. In obedience to the 
“ orders I received I reluctantly proposed reductions which aggregated 
1,000 rupees per mensem less than the estimate for the year 1860-70, 
** and I have since been compelled to work in four tahsils with establish- 
ment soarcly larger than u hat was fully employed when the prepara- 
“ tion of papers was only going on apace in two tahsils, and bad been 
"just comnicnce<l in a third. I pointed out at the time bow seriously the 
*' work must necessarily be retarded by these sudden reductions, and that 
** the eventual cost would be much greater. The only consideration (and 
“ this is was for the Government to decide) was wlietlier exigencies of 
** the State rendered it preferable to adoi^t the more expensive arrange- 
“ ment which would not entail so large an immediate expenditure,” 

86. Captain Erskino reports, very favourably on the character and 
ability of his judicial stalF. 

87. Last rear it was staled that the revised assessments of the whole 
district would be completed during the current year and why this was 
not done Mr. Carnegy explains thus ; — 

There were unavoidable interruptions to assessment operations in 
*• the Fyzabad district, during the last working season, but for whi(;li it 
“ would not have bcori difficult to have epmplcted the entire district. The 
** chief of these were my own promotion, and the Assistant Settlement 
Officer’s indisposition whiirli eventuated in his having to go home, from 
thc^o reasons, the increase by declarations amounted to lls. 15,749 or 
” Rs. 28 per cent in parganna IsowH, exclusive of cesses, Ijeing a rise from 
“ Us. 56,271 to Rs. 72,020. In addition to this 333 villages of another 
** parganna were inspected by me, and the no{cs necessary to assessment 
** carefully recorded. With the staff of officers likely to ho engaged in the 
*' Fysabad Settlement this cold wi'uthcr, there should ho no dfficulty in 
** declaring all the remaining assessments of March.” 

88. Oondah . — The settlement operations in this district commenced 
from the latter end of 18G8, and were conducted by Mr. Maconochic, 
throughout the year. 

89. This settlement is. yet in its infancy, but progress of work done 
seems to be generally satisfactory. The settlement officer seems to be 
well satisfied with his judicial staff. In regard to assessment the Com- , 
missiouer writes": — 

** No assessments were made in Gondab during the year, but the set- 
tlement officer within my own knowledge was busy in collecting his 
**data mod carefully loying,.tho foundation of a sound system which be 
** has this cold weather put in practice.”

91. Major Clark speaks well of his judicial staff. 

96. The Commissioner writes ** assessments progressed exteneivdy 
“ in Baraich wlieie lls. 1,22,502 were added to the Government MVfUtta 
by a rise from Bs. 1,05,888 to Us. 2,28,570 being considerably over cent' 
“ per cent.” 

96. The following is an extract from the Commissioner’s report 
giving approximately llic sottlcnieut work performed and the cost of per- 
forming it in the division. 

” The result being that Bs. 7,96,054 had been spent up to the end- 
” of the year under report, while an annual increase of revenue to the

.V 1 showed how the reductions had been given to each of the assessment 
* .ohuks, I also attempted to account for the increase in each parganna 
** and as regards parganna Sekundrabad in which I had anticipated little 
''or no increase before the assessment commenced, I found that the 
" khalsa villages of Lai Khan, Ta’lukddr, w'crc rather oTor>asscssed and that 
" be hod been able to pay owing to his having served villages as revenue 
" free grants. The immediate increase in the other khalsa villages was 
'* therefore nearly balanced by the reductions.” 

99. In illustration of the progress made in the preparation of 
records an extract from Major Bouldcrsou’s memo, is subjoined 

" The re-distribution of tahsil and pargannas in the district will 
" make considerable alterations in all tlio annual returns, and much 
" labour was required to re-compilc this statement and to rc-arrangc the 
" vernacular records of tho vernacular oilloc. It is hoped that this return 
" will now correctly show how the ncAV tahsils stand in tiic fairing out 
" of these records, great pains Iiua'c been taken to ensure its correctness. 
" This and the prcpaiation of tlio jiniswar I'cturn for the whole district 
" required for filling up the statistical statements fur canal purposes, and 
" Deputy Commissioner's annual return No. 86-88 somewhat retarded the 
" progress in fairing out the other papers. This information Laving now 
" been ’collected, greater progress may he looked for in tho ensuing year, 
" when a large area will come under assessments and enable other papers 
" to be taken in hand. A larger number of tho wojibdlarz paper has been 
" prepared during tho year, and in two or three pargannas the settlement 
" misls are being completed and may shortly he ready to be filed in tho 
" district office under tho heading * otlier papers’ a large number of copies 
" of records have now boon *fini8hed, which can be detailed in the column 
" of remarks, and whilst the work under this heading will be decreasing 
” gradually under tho other headings will be proportionately increased 
" in future returns. The cost of the work of fairing out tho records has 
<« been carefully watched and kept as low as possible, by eacli description 
" of work being priced, and a certain outturn of work required from each 
" mohurir consistent with its oori'ect preparation. The khusras and 
“ shtqras of tl^e 59 villages mentioned in para. 3 have not been taken iu 
" hand yet for the reason thou stated.” 

100. Major Bouldcrson has spoken very highly of his judicial staff. 

101. Mr. MoMinn ^ho relieved Major Boulderson and furnishes 

report writer 
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‘will Ibe obs^r^ that, ibU paj oi&t 

** staff for a specified outturn of 'works, the result ^ bseu- most 
** vigorous progress in this department. 


The preparation of two copies of the ^misl paimdish ' is a- heaifjr 
import upon the settlement. The villages are above the average ^'a 
** and the completion of more then 800 village papers besides copies and 
** the partial preparation of 900 more during the year seem creditable. 
*' 1 can bear testimoncy moreover to the accuracy order and neatness 
“ which hare characterized the work so far in a high degree, and to t!te 
« good feeling and.carc for Government interests with which my prede- 
ccssor has inspired h& staff. I hope to assess the reznaining four 
“ pargannas of tahsll Mohumdi about 260 square miles before the 16th 
** January. I shall then take Pulia parganna for the sa!ke of the infer- 
mation to bo derived from the Shabjehanpdr Revenue records, it having 
“ been till lately a part of that district. I hopo to complete it with Kheree 
‘‘ and Bhoor about 400 square miles before the close of the season.** 


“ Ifurdiii. — Hr. Bradford who held charge of the llurdui Settle- 
“ ment almost throughout the year furnishes the report. Mr. Benett 
“ officiated for one month.” 


103. The amount of judicial case work done daring the year is 
satisfactoiy and the progress mado in the preparation of records is 
eminently so, Avliilst the cost of preparing them for the whole year 
amounts to lls. 25,412-12-11, a sum which, when compared with the 
charges incurred in other districts under this head, appears very moderate* 
This apparently highly satisfactory state of the llurdui settlement 
records is to some extent attributable to the careful supervision of Extra. 
Assistant Commissioner Mahomed Iknim-ul-lall Khdn, who has been 
spoken of in lugh terms by the Settlement Officer. 

101. As regards the assessment, the Commissioner writfia^" ' 

” The revised assessment of the llurdui district was completed in 
“ the previous year and tliQ jamas have been accepted in all but 18 mehals 
” or 41 villages. I'hc Settlement Officer proposes to go over these 
“ villages again during the present cold season.” 

” Transfers of landed property in this district appear to have been 
frequent and Mr. Bradford thus explains his* impression as to their case. 

“ I believe you will find that in many other districts whore the settle? 
“ ment has made good progress, numerous temporary transfers of landed 
“ property have taken place, when in the Oonao border in January 
“ last, I found the same state of things. The fact is the proprietors have 
" spent much money in prosecuting and defending their claims, and as 
** no one could alienate for a time until his interests are defined, the 
pent-up business between the landed proprietors and the bankers and 
** others at least os the record of rights progressed, found its usual channels. 

There is nothing extraordinary in this, of course the late scant corps 
" toQr have operated in increasing the number of such transfers, sales 
** have been very few indeed.’* • . 

105. Mr. Bradford seems to bo well satisfied with his judicial staff. 
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108.' jSWftopoor.— Cft^iam Q. Toung irlio held ishargG oJ ttttS Setttc* 
imnit for the greeter part of the yeor furnishes the report. • 

107. iFire pavganaas were assessed during the year, viz : Ij^aholi, 
the last parganaaof tahsll Misrik, and Seetapoor, Horgaon, Bamkote and 
Peemagar of tahsll Seetapoor. 

108. The settlement officer employed, Mr. Williams, Assistant Set- 
tiement Officer, to inspect and frame assessments for two pargannas, 
Bamkote and Peernagar. This officer has, it is reported, acquitted him- 
self efficiently. 

109. Captain Young reports thus on assessments made during the 
year. 

The net result of the year's assessment is that an increase of 
** Es. 31,106 has been added to the revenue, the revised jamas of these 
*' five pargannas, exclusive of cesses, being Es. l,S0,4o7, and the summary 
jama lls. 1,49,351. 

“ The revised assessments has now been declared in 16 pargannas 
"out of 21 containing 1,506 villagos and comprising an area of 1,323 
" squai'c miles. The amount of revenue assessed prior to 1808-69, 

"was... ... ... lls. 6,35,952 

" The amount assessed during the year under report was „ 1,80, 157 


Total up to date ... „ 8,16,409 


"being a net increase over the summary settlement of ... „ 2,2S,482 


" There remain five very largo pargannas of which two arc in Seetapoor 
" tahsil and three from tahsil Biswan. These five pargannas contain 827 
" villages and their united area is 893 square miles.” 

110. Captain Young’s remarks regarding judicial work are as 
follows : — 

" The number of suits of all sorts decided during the year is 2,369 

" as compared with 3,541 in the previous year. Tho reason that tho 

" outturn is less is that the staff of officers has been much weaker.” 

» * 

111. My best thanks are due to the Commissioners for their valuable 
aid in this department. 1 have already mentioned the vast amount of 
work done by Mr. Capper and Major Thompson. There are now hut few 
arrears of any kind in any of tho Commissioner’s Courts. The appellate 
work may be said to be up to date. I lay great stress on this, as litigation 
of this kind protracted an unroasonahlo length of time is a terrible inflic- 
tion on the'people at large. 

112. Both Messrs. Capper and Currie officiated for me during the 
the ability of these officers is well known. Major Thompson fills his 

os Commissioner with marked distinction.

these and our other old settlement officers Mr. Bradford, Captain Toung, 
Captain Porbes and Mr. Wood have now Established a high reputation 
in this department. To Mr. Bradford we are especially indebted for his 
speedy aud cheap settlement, his great object has been to conduct it with 
economy, and he has succeeded. 

111. Major Boulderson is a loss to the department, as is Mr. H. 
B. Ilai'iiigton, whose valuable services have been transferred to the Secre* 
tariat. 

115. Messrs. Millet and Butts have worked hard in charge of dis- 
tricts. Mr. A. II. narington of whom' 1 have spoken in part I, has yery 
ably brought the Barabunkce settlement to close on its conclusion. 

IIG. Messrs. McMinn, Perrar, Woodbum and Boys have more than 
maiuUiiiicd the good character I have given them in previous reports. 
The two first have been in charge of districts for some portion of this year. 
They have shown superior judicial ability. 

117. Mr. Williams, Assistant Settlement Officer, was engaged in census 
work for six months of this year. The Commissioner (Major Thompson) 
speaks highly of his ability and I quite concur. Mr. Noble is fast advanc- 
ing to the first rank of this department, and distinguished himself much 
for a portion of the year as Officiating Deputy Commissioner of . 
Pyzabad. 

w 

118. Syud Safdar Husdn, Assistant Settlement Officer, •wm promoted 
during the year from Extra Assistant and well deserved this advancement ; 

1 havo a high opinion of'liis integrity. Mr. Benett, Assistant Settlement 
Officer, though young in the service, will I am convinced prove a first rate 
officer. 

119. In an abstract appended to this,rcport, the Commissioners* and 
Settlement Officers’ opinions of their subordinates aro recorded for facility 
of reference. I concur generally in their remarks. Some of the Extra 
Assistants require mention here. 

120. Ikram-filla-Khan of llurdui, particularly merits thanks for 
economy and great care in preparing the district papers and thus saving 
Government a large sum of money. 1 havo sometime since made a special . 
report in Lis favor. 

121. Syud-tld-din of Gondah has distinguished himself by success- 
fully using his influence to dispose of cases amicably. 

122. MdnsM All Husain of Pyzabad having gejned a character for 
great ability seems satisfied to halt there, and has not done the amount 
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of work expected of Um. Sheopersliad of the same district has done his 
work well. Mr. F4xtra Assistant Commissioner MaoMahon, has been pro- 
moted to Assistant Commissioner and returned to district work ; he leaves 
this department with a good name. 

123. Bry Ldl of Scetapoor is a good and zealous officer. Fundit 
!E[dli Sahai of the same district is admirable at judicial work. 

124. Madho Fershad of Sultanpoor has maintained his high charac- 
ter! Of Mahommed Husain of the same district I must report unfavorably ; 
he has been badly spoken of in more districts than one. 

126. Munshi Aziz-iid-din is a very valuable settlement officer and 
has done perhaps more work on the whole than any one else. Najaf All 
Khan of Roy Bareilly and Hurpershad of Baraich arc also deserving of 
mention. 

126. Although Special report has been made in letters No. 8780 
dated 31st Deeember 1808 and No. 108 dated llth January 1870, I must 
place on record in this annual report the valuable services performed by 
Mihardja Mdn Singh in the class of cases alluded to in para. 51i. Ho 
has been employed, it may be said, in Government work from 1805-00 
up to the end of the year under report (1808-09). Ilis own affairs have 
suffered considerably in consequence, and on this point I shall have to 
address the Chief Commissioner separately. 

127. As the character of Msiu Singh has not been altogether ap- 
preciated in the public mention frequently made of him, and it might there- 
fore bo supposed that these relative enquiries had sufl’ered at his hands, 
I beg to record that both on their settlement, and in the important dis- 
cussion on the Oudh Rent Act, (19 of 1809) ho proved himself both 
liberal and high minded, he showed that ho was not guided by self interest 
alone jn the concessions made to tenants in that Act, and in after years 
when the** frtlits of these concessions are better known I have little doubt 
he will be more appi’cciatcd. It is with deep regret I report that the 
Mahdraja has qiiito broken down in health Irom tho bard work and 
anxiety he endured during the discussion above alluded to. 

128. Tho ta’lukd.drs named in tho margin gave valuable assistance 
in the same work. I again mention these gentlemen in view to their 
Borvices remaining on the records. To the Mahardja of Bulrampoor I 
am also much indebted for assistance in many difficult cases, in which 
injustice would have ensued if they had been disposed of strictly under 
the letter of tho law. I’ho liberality of the ta’lukdilrs towards their 
relatives generally is deserving of the highest commendation. I allude 
to other cases ,ttan these which came before tho general committee. 
Many concessions too have been made to under-proprietors by the ta’luk- 
ddrs and as a general rule they are entitled to much commendation. 

129. The Secretary of the British Indian Association, Mirza Abbas 
Beg, (formerly Extra Assis^t Commissioner in Government employ) 
has been of great 'assistance and has much aided in the adjustment of 

cases.

Sir, 

I am directed to communicate for your information and guidance the 
following remarks recorded by the Chiof Commissioner on the Settle- 
ment portion of your Administration Report for 1868-69 ; — 

2. The fact of the Commissioner of Lucknow having sent in his 
report by the 8th of November, leaves without excuse for his delay tho 
Officiating Commissioner of Fyzabad, whoso report did not reach until the 
23rd of December. The Chief Commissioner must insist on greater 
pimctuality in tho despatch of these annual reviews. 

3. Tho boundary work done during tho year calls for no particular 
notice. Mr. Da'vies concurs in your opinion that there is no reason why 
it should not be brought to a close. 

4. The method of rectifying the errors of the ’boundary officers, in 
including two or more mouzahs in one hadbast circle, is correct ; but tho 
Chief Commissioner thinks the number of villages shown in column 2 of 
Statement No. VI should still tally Avitli that in Nos. I, II, and y. 'All 
that is necessary is that tho secondary or interior villages should be 
distinguished No. I. A., No. I. B., and so on, and constituted separate 
nichals. 


5. Major Anderson’s revenue survey was alone at work. The out- 
turn of 917 A^illages surveyed, equal to 1,182 square miles, at a cost of 
Rs, 37,031 is not otherwdso than satisfactory.* 

6. The field survey seems to have been carefully carried on in 
Khercc and Gondah. The rate per 1,000 acres of cost in the former 
district, viz., Rs. 66*6; is somewhat high. The Gondah rate is 'accounted 
for by the Settlement Officer. 

7. The Cliicf Commissioner concurs in Captain Erskino’s opinion 
• that of tho two returns of population the census is more likely to bo 

correct, the enumeration at tho time of survey being made under many 
disadvantages. 

8. The fact pointed out by you, namely, that whilst tho extent of 
cultivation in tho Roy Bareilly district is much less than in Khercc, tho 
numbers of the population in the former are greatly in excess, does not 
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in ibe Chief Conunissioneif^s ntind ibisc any doubt as to the conrectoess 
of iho statistics. The character of the* farming in the two districts is 
altogether diffenmt. Double the laboiu* and stock spread over the ill 
cultivated area of Kheree is in Boy Bareilly concentrated on the careful 
irrigation and tillagO of half tho same extent of laUd. 

0. It is not without surprise tliat tho Chief Commissioner has Fan. as. 
learnt that the statements show a slight decrease of cultivation in the year. 

Ho thinks there is reason to doubt the accuracy of this conclusion, but as 
the forms of report arc under revision, it is unnecessary to analyze thorn 
further. Tlio Chief Commissioner apprehends that the annual inorcaso 
or decrease cannot be even approximately verified if tho Melan-khasrahs 
for each village be not kept up. 

10. In the area surv’cyed in 1808-69, the cities of Lucknow and 
Fyzahad are included. Mr. Maconochic’s survey was conducted with 
much energy. He docs not give the result of the comparison with tho 
revenue surveyor’s areas ; but that for the Baraich work is creditable to 
Major Clark. Tlie Chief Commissioner regrets to observe that there 
Wfus delay in furnishing the professional areas, and an explanation should 
be required from tho revenue surveyor. 

11. Hic industry of the Settlement Courts is satisfactorily attested riuras. 27 , 41 . 
by the decision of 40,169 cases against 30,510 in tho previous year. 4,310 

oases were compromised, of which 2,800 belong to the Fyzaljad division. 

The Chief Commissioner joins unreservedly in your approval of the 
efforts the Officiating Commissioner Mr. P. Camegy, the Settle- 
ment Officers Mr. Maconochic and Captain Erskine, and Extra 
Assistant Commissioner Syud-u-din, to bring about these extra-judi- 
cial settlements ; and notices with much pleasure tliat tho Mdhdrdja 
of Bulrdmpoor, Bajd Kishan Dutt Bdra, and Bdl)ii Bdm Sarup, have 
(nnulnited the example set by Mdhdrdja Man Sing, in liberally conceding 
without legal contest such claims of their relatives and tenantry as they 
deemed not inequitable. 2,365 cases wore struck off in default ; the num- 
ber appears high, although you state that there is no reason to suppose 
that they were hun’iodly dismissed to tho injury of suitors. In 406 
villages sub-settlements, and 8,975 cases of sir and nanhar were decreed 
in favour of tho claimants. Mr. Davies agrees with you in regarding 
tins os a very groat improvement on former results. Tho return promised 
by you of the area and profits of land awarded to the sub-proprietary 
classes will be interesting, as showing tho extent and valuo of tho landed 
jaroporty left in tiioir hands. The Chief Commissioner concurs with you 
in thinking that, under the peculiar circumstances of this province, the 
acquisition of the hereditary lease of their ancestral villages is calculated, 
in numerous instances, to satisfy tlic wishes and maintain the status of 
the communal yeomanry, and he trusts that in your next re]^>ort you will 
be able to famish a correct return of these beneficial tenures. Tlie Chief 
Commissioner readily acknowledges that tlio proportion of profits award- 
ed to the holders of sub-settlements in the Pysabad district is, primd 
Jv6ie» adflloicnt evidence that tho value of thoir interests has not been 
estimnted.

13. The appellate business of the settlement offiows of iyaaibad^ 
Pertabgurl), Lucknoer, Hurdui, and Sultanpoor was heavy, and the result 
is creditable to them. The number of reversals of the orders of tha 
subordinate native judges in Lucknow and Fertabgurh is high, and seems 
to point to the necessity of a frequent scrutiny of their decisions indepen- 
dent of formal appeals. The number of appeals decided by the Commis- 
sioners of Scetapoor and Iloy Bareilly is also large. The special appeals 
to your own court were very numerous, though the reversals were few. 


14i. The final settlement of the claims of the relatives of ta’Idkddzs 
is matter of congratulation. The thanks of the Government of India for 
their adjudication have already been communicated to you and to the 
ta’idkddrs named in the 128th para, of your report. 

15. The figure of th'c summary assessment revised during the year 
was Its. 25,05,820 ; and the total addition made was Bs. 1,97,484. Since 
this settlement Avas commenced the land revenue has been increased by 
lls. 27,03,301, and now stands at Bs. 1,12,00,072. The aA'cragc rates fall 
11s. 1-15-11 on cultivation and Bs. 1-6-11 on malgdzdri. It is satisfactory 
to know that the enhanced demand is paid without difficulty, except by 
embarrassed proprietors, to whose circumstances special consideration is 
being given. Tiio amount of revenue revised in iFyzabad, (about half a 
lakh) was small, and though the cause is partly explained by the Com- 
missioner, Mr. Davies trusts that the next report w'ill show grc;*ter pro- 
gress in this direction. The revision of one lakh in Baraich has added 
nearly a lakh and a quarter to the revenue, and sufficiently indicates the 
financial loss that may ensue from the unnecessary postponement of the 
re-adjusted demand in districts, in which a great extension of cultivation 
lias taken place during the currency of the summary settlement. Simi- 
larly an addition of Bs. 74,820, equivalent to C4 per cent, on the summary 
demand, has been made in the Khercc district. Captain G. Young’s 
account of his assessment o^ierations is clear and succinct, but the increase 
obtained is in a lesser ratio, being Bs. 31,106 on Bs. 1,40,351. 

IG. The Chief Commissioner has read ivith interest your comments 
on the work performed by the several settlement officers and their assist- 
ants, and bo is gratified to observe that you arc able to speak favourably 
of their services in this voi*y important department in all instances witii 
the exception of Moonshis Alii llusam and Mahomed llusain. If the 
latter officer fail to improve in future, it will bo better to dispense with 
his services. 

17. Mr. Davies has great pleasure in repeating the expression of 
his general satisfhetion with the manner in which you have discharged the 
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onerous duties of your responsible ofSoe during fhe past year. You bare 
offered an apology for your mention of some of the ta’lukddrs in your 
report, but the Chief Commissioner shares your opinion that their con- 
duct has fiiUy entitled them to the distinction ; for whilst, from their rela- 
tions with the rural population on the one hand, and with the officers of 
the OoTernment on the other, there are at all times inherent in the position 
of the whole body ftinctions vitally affecting the prosperity of the country, 
those whose names you have brought forward have during the past year, 
in association with yourself, effectively aided the administration in the 
practical solution of some grave social questions. To the Commissioners 
of Divisions and the officers of the Settlement Department generally, the 
acknowledgments of the Chief Commissioner are also deservedly due.

Rcgiptretion of rain-fiiii. 3 Can hardly be affirmed that tfic correct registration of the 

rain-fall anticipated in last year’s report was attained in the season under 
review. The sclf-i*cgistering rain-guages mode by Mr. Watson of the 
Madhopoor workshops, were received too late in the year (they were 
issued on 30th July 1869) to be of any material service, and the duty 
of registering had to be perfonned with the old and condemned instiu- 
• ments. But there is reason to suppose that tahsilddrs and others en- 
gaged in tliis duty have learnt its importance and done their best to se- 
cure results as accurate as the means in their possession admitted of. 


Agricultural features of the 
joar, proTincial. 


4. The agricultural season of 1868-69 followed one which was far 
from propitious, and was itself only nam)wly saved from being positively 
calamitous. In 1867-68 the kharif was injured by esfeessive rains, the

tab! by late prepacation of ibe land for soaring, by bUgbt and by foggy 
^(reather Trbich materially lightened the out-tnrn. In 1868-69 the utter 
feilure threatened by itdn long ^rithheld was only averted late in the 
season. The kharif yielded only a partial crop, and the rabf, which was 
injuriously affected by late sowings, severe frosts and insufficient water 
for irrigation (the tanks being mostly exhausted), gave a crop which is 
described in some districts as barely reaching the average and in others 
as being much below it. 

6. WhOe Oudh thus suffered from four successive indifferent har- Export of groin (inUtiw in 
vests, there was, in other provinces, a demand for grain to avert what 
closely approached a famine ; and the granaries of Oudh, only partially 
filled by the crops lately garnered, were largely drawn upon to supply the 
pressing wants experienced olscwherti. As far as the statistics can be 
depended upon the exports of grain from Oudh during 1807-68, exceeded 
the imports by maunds* 1 1,92,97 1, and in 1 8G8-C9, this excess of out- oExiwru mannda 36 , 47 , 6 !o 
going as compared with in-coniing food supplies was maundst 39,93,063. sf.54.646 

This drain upon internal resources lias inflnene(‘d prices very disastrously 14,92,071 

as far as the poorer classes arc concerned, though the high rates at which 
produce has sold lias doubtless compensated the agi’iculturists of largo aouaeea 

holdings for a short out-turn. And until a plentiful rabi harvest has filled ®r “yemge inu-

the grain stores, and the great pressure from without modemtos, a return 
to normal prices cannot be antieipiited. During 1808-09, Avheat rose as 
high as Rs. 3-11-0 per inaund. It is now selling at an average of 11s. 3-9-10 
p<» maund, but the following statemerft, in tabular form, Avill best convey 
an idea of the prices that have ruled and those that noAV obtain: — 



Happily, it can be said that the distress experienced by the people of 
Oudh never culminated in such sore need as can be likened to famine, 
even if it over reached the point attained in 1865-60. The poorer classes 
were indubitably driven to the practice of much self denial ; they may 
.often have been .forced to refrain from comforts or even from wliat in 
better times would be considered necessaries. In Hurdui some few deaths 
from starvation are reported. Rut they were not, on the whole, subjected 
to such severe privation as throws an ablebodied man upon the charity 
of the oommimity in the present, or incapacitates him for labour in the 
time to pome. Ajnd it will, Iitrust, be a matter of satisfaction to the Chief 
Commissioner and Government that, whUst our own people were pre-

** Lttehncw The raiii>frll' of 1868 was for bdow the ave- 

** rage throughout this divisioU) aud the kharif orops sufGnied la couse* 
quenco. A timely fall of rain in September enabled the cultivators to 
** sow the rahi crops, and these, notwithstanding the almost entire absence 
“ of cold weather rain, yielded a good harvest. The crops must, as re- 
marked by the Deputy Commissioner of Lucknow, have been saved Iqr 
** irrigation from kutcha wells, as the jbccls could have afforded but a 
** very small supply of water. 


** The prices of grain rose very much owing to the large exportations 
** to North-West Provinces and the consequent distress amongst the poor 
“ has been considerable, but in the city of Lucknow there has been the 
“ greatest suffering.” 


** Seetapoor Die/glon . — The doubtful prospects of the year under 
“ review were described in my annual report last year. The unfavourable 
** view taken at that time was more than justified by subsequent events. ‘ 

” The spring rains failed, and a scanty harvest was followed by the 
“ hottest summer of which w’c have any record. The autumn rains were 
“ late, and grave fears wei’c entertained for tiic safety of the young crops, 
” so (hat at one time a general famine seemed imminent. 


“ These fears were dissipated by heavy falls of rain in the middle, of 
” the autumn, and though much of the rice crop was by that time seriously 
** injured, the kharif crop of other graius was, on the whole, very fine.

“ The condition of the people during the greater part of the year was 
** one of profound distress, arising frotn the extreme scareity and high 
“ price of food, and though the fine autumn harvest did much to ame* 
liorato their condition, they still feel the pressure of want, and it will 
” bo long before the effects of the recent scarcity pass away. The mea- 
” sui'cs which were taken to afford relief to the suffering poor will be 

“ noticed in the annual administration report.” 

. 

Fyzabad DioUion . — Wc had less rain than usual during % the wet 
“ weather of 18C8, the average fall being as per margin.* A comparison 
can only at the moment be made in regard to Boraich, the least affected 
** of the throe districts, where the fall was 31 inches, against an average 
“ of 39 in the three previous years. 


** Pyzahad had a below average crop at both harvests, the Idiarif 
** being late and stinted, and retarding the rabi sowings. Again the 
** latter suffered from all the surface water being used up at ■ seed time, 
** instead of being available for early spring irrigation. Baraioh and Gon- 
dah on the whole &red well, the rainfall there, if not abundant, was 
“ well distributed, and the result was fair average crops, if not better 
** thaa average. *

" The agticulictml feature^of the year wm that jprices ruled high, 
^ <ming to the withdrawal of supplies to meet tlte pressing wants of other 
** less favoured provinces, whereby the agriculturists generally, benefited ; 
'* but times were decidedly hard with the non^agriculturist eommuniiy.’* 


“ Bareilly Division , — ^Tho months of August and September 
** 1868, were an anxious season, as all those will remember who, day after 
** day, watched dcspondingly for the rain which alone could avert famine. 
" Up to the end of .Tuly the fall of rain had not been unseasonable, but 
thin was followed by drought in August. Hot westei-ly winds blow in 
** September, and it was only in the immediate vicinity of swamps and 
tanks tlmt the rice crops were green. The jowdr did not suffer to the 
same extent. On the 13th September rain, at length, fell copiously. 
“ The bdjra, jowdr and late rice wore saved, and the land was ready for 
“ the rabl ploughings. 


“ The out-tum of the kharif crop was very much below the average, 

“ and is estimated at from one-half to a three-quarter crop. The blow 
“ fell as usual most severely on the class of day laho\irers and poorer non- 
** agriculturists. Of the commonest grains very little indeed could have 
*• been saved, and the pricc.s remained high owing to the larg<^ and con- 
“ tinned exportation carried on to the jiroAinces which liad been even 
“ less favoured than Oudh. As to cultivators, those who, as remarked by 
" Mr Young, had even a half crop Avcrc compensated by the rise in the 
** market, but many had little or no crop, and sulfercd great privations. 

” The rabi at first promised well, hut unfortunately the hoar-frost, which 
“ gave Christmas somewhat of the appearance it traditionally has in our 
** own northern clime^ destroyed many acres of crops sown in dry soils 
“ and hollows. Arhur, especially that which, being sown with masli, is 
“ rl^'ays tardy and weakly, gram and barley, suffered most ; still, on the 
“ whole, the out-tum was not much below the average. As the jowilr had 
“ withstood the drought, so did the sersow or mustard prove exceptionally 
** fine in the rabi, but mustard, oil docs not contribute much to the sup- 
** port of human life. 

** Prices were farther enhanced by the demand for seed-grain as the 
sowing season drew nigli, and the hopes of an abundant kharif in 1860 
** had beQome literally damped by excessive rain.” 

7. It is satisfactory to ho able to record that the prospects now im- Agnouitmui pro»peeu. 
mediately before us are of a brighter character. The following remarks 
axe made by Commissioners on this point, and these remarics are home 
oat by my personal observation. 

” Lucknoto Dicioion . — Portimately the prospects of the coming year 
“ arc most cncouiagiog, and it is to be hoped that the price of grain, 

'* wliioh still ranges so high as to render it a matter of difficulty for the 
** poorest classes to live in anytliing like reasonable comfort, will shortly 
« faU.” . 

“ Stetapoor^. Dioioion . — The prospects of the coming year on the 
wEoW arc favourable. Heavy falls of rain in the early part of Ooto-

the future being that owing to high prices 20 per cent less seed than 
" usual was, in many places, put into tho ground ; no land has, as ihr as 
" I know, remained imtillcd. We may still however, hope for an above 
“ average year.” 


** Boij Bareilly The prospects* of tbo year now entered 

" upon aro good. The supply of water in tlie tanks is more than usual- 
“ly copious, and, notwithstanding tlic greht difficulty experienced in 
** procuring seed, very little land remains unsown.”

12. Both Goadah and Baraich exhibit a dear touzf. Fyzahad, .'fbaionc«. 

B-oy Bareilly, Sultanpoor, Pertabgurli and llurdni show balances greatly 
reduced since last year. Against Barabunkce and Khcree there are nomin- 
al arrears only. In Lucknow, Oonao and Sectapoor, balances have in- 
creased. 

The following explanations are fumislicd by Commissioners. 

“ huchiow Division . — ^Thc balances arc double those of the preceding 
** year, a result which is far from satisAictory, considering that the out-turn 
**of thorabi harvest was but little below the avemge, while the market 
"prices of grain throughout the year liave been extremely high. I am of 
** opinion that no sufficient reason can be adduced for these heavy balances 
** excepting in cases where the demand has been suspended. 

“ In Barabunkec alone the balances arc below those of 1867-68. It is 
“ to be noted that, owing to reductions allowed on rcvise<l assessments, the 
** demand was slightly lower. 

** The Deputy Commissioner of Lucknow explains that the greater 
** portion of the balance shewn against his district is on account of per- 
“ ganas transferred on 1st July last to the districts of Barabunkec and 
** Oonao, and adds that they principally arose from the difficulty experi- 
*♦ cnced in collecting the new assessments, which arc })elicved to have been 
*• somewhat heavy, and have been partly suspended for ftxrther enquiry. 

It appears that of the Us. 13,162-14-9 due for 1868-69, and Bs. 7,485-1-1 
** for previous years on account of villages still included in the Lucknow 
district, the greater portion is on aeeount of demands suspended by 
order of the Financial Commissioner. 

*Mn Oonao the balances are very high, but the Deputy Commissioner 

** reports that they are believed to be recoverable. It is to be noted that 
** the present Deputy Commissioner, Major Ohamier, is not responsible 
'* for ^ese balances as he assumed charge of the ^strict after the revenue

“ Of the balance, lls. 41,938-11-1, in the Scetapoor district, Rs. 
35,208-10-1 arc duo to reductions in the nn’ised assessment which were 
** either sanctioned after tbtf close of the year or await your orders. Of 
** the net balance Bs. 6,730-0-9, Rs. 2*44<0-8-4 were realized after the 
“ close of the year, leaving lls, 4,239-8-5 to be adjusted. 

“ Of Bs. 29,791-10-1, the balance in Hurdui, Rs. 19,176-1-1, have

Fyzahad Division.—’* Of the bilances, nothing could be more satis- 
** factory than the Gondah and Baraich results. Fyzabad shows a large 
“ impi’ovcment on the former year, but the balance is still unfortimately 
** considerable, and e-x’tends to a needlessly long string of estates. ■ Fyza- 
“ bad was not so fortunate in its season as the tw'o tinns-Gogra districts, 
“ and Imlf of the di.strict has already come under a considerably enhanced 
“ revenue demand. Tliesc reasons apply more especially to the Dostpoor 
“ tahsil, to whicli nearly two-thirds of the balance pertain, and the land 
“ owners of which, even under the low summary settlement, were always 
• ** slothful payei-s ; but not to Blmrtipoor, where no n'viscd asscs.smcnts 
“ had come into operation, and which is responsible for nearly a third of 
** the balance. It is not creditable to thc/se two tahsilddrs that many 
** very petty items of balance have been allowed to find a place in form 
“ No. 67A. The Officiating Deputy Commissioner Fyzabad has supplied 
“ 4. special report on the balances of his district, under date tho 29th No- 
vember las^ No. 3263, to which 1 beg to invite your attention.

Holi^rdja Mda Singh mde a gigantic and nnd^.ai!:^ disad- 
**■ vantage cleared his estato cf a large balance before ibeend of .the year. 
** I concur in the praise bestowed by the Officiating Deputy Commissioner 
on the MaMrdja’s excellent managers, Munslii Edmdhd and Pundit 
'« Umor Nath •, but 1 am also bound to remind you of the exceUont 
“ service done at a very difficult juncture by Lieutenant Noble himself, 
“ in putting some delicate matters connected with this estate on a sound 
** fboting, in regard to which, on special report of this office, he received 
** tile special thanks of your locim tenons** 

** 'Roy Bareilly Division . — I regret to report that the district returns 
“ still show heavy balances. In Boy Bmrilly the arrears for the present 
year are small, Bs. 6,565-2-3 ; but for 1807-68 there is a balance of 
" Bs. 33,808-5-0, nearly all due in tahsil Uydorgurh. It appears from 
“ the Deputy Commissioner’s account that up to May last Bs. 33,396, the 
** demand for which had been suspended, wore considered a nominal 
balance, but an order received in that month, directed that the sum 
** should be realized in three instalments. Out of Bs. 11,132, which 
** should have been recovered according to the Pinaucial Commissioner’s 
“ instructions, only Bs. 'l.SSy-S-O, were received. 

* 

** In Sultanpoor the balance of the past year is large. Very little 
** more was collected in 1868-09 tlian in 1807-68, and tlic heavy arrears of 
“ the latter year stand undiminished. A temporary return, for 1867-08, 
** to the summary settlement in certain parganas to which Circular 38 of 
“ 1869 was retrospectively applied, renders a considerable portion of the 
** balances nominal. The real balance for 1868-69 is Bs. 31,857-3-0, two- 
“ thirds of which arc due by talukdfu’s. Those balances aixj owing chiefly 
“ in the Ametlu and Sultanpoor tahsils. Mohungunj and Inhoua, the 
tahsils first assessed, shew well, and liavc almost a clear sheet. 
“ Bs. 1,839 are duo by the BhoAva estate, a small taluka, of Avliich two 
proprietors liave died in rapid succession, and which has long been 
involved in debt, and a further small sum Bs. 38d<, is also due by 
” Clukudhri Surfrilz Alimed who has no occasKni to be a defaulter. Tlio

** remimion made to B4ja Ilimwunt Singh rondel's Bs. 33,481-9-0 of this 
“ sum nominal, and the real balance is tliercforo only Bs. 30,152-0-3. 
“ The revised assessment is in operation throughout this district. Insol- 
“ vent talukd^ arc more than ordinarily mimerous, and the financial 
*• condition of taldkddrs, as pointed out by Mr. Young, grows worse from 
“ year to year. 

« Tho days of clear balance sheets have, it is to bo feared, passed * 
'* avmy with the«Hght assessment of 1868, and only some deus ex tmekind 
** can rescue many of these estates from utter ndn;

but in respect of the former district it must be stated that Bs. 47,508»6-7 
are a nominal balance only, a demand to that extent having arisen from the 
erroneous inclusion of new assessments that it has been found necessary 
to suspend, subject to furtlicr euquiiy which has now boon completed. 
As to tlio heavy balance standing against Oonao there is no excuse to be 
oHered. But tbe Commissioner is now giving his attention especially to 
the reduction of this amount. ' The balance shewn in Barabunkee is 

and requires no explanation. Both Oonao and Barabunkee have since 
nearly cleared off these arrears. 

14. Tlie balances of the districts in the Boy Bareilly division, though 
aggregating little more than half of what they were in the previous year, 
are still heavy iu the districts of Sultanpoor and Fertabgurh. Deducting 
Bs. 17,352, nominal balance, the actual balance of Sultanpoor stands ai ' 
Bs. 3i,857, whilo that of Fertabgurh is Bs. 83,915. The reasons naaigned 
for this by the Commissioner are hardly conclusive. In Boy*Bard[lly, tho 
balance is small and tho balance of Bs. 33,808-5-0 of 1867-68, referred to 
in Commissioner’s 4th para, should not bo shown as an anear at all, as it 
arises from a re-adjustment for 1868-69, of the increased assessments. 

15. Of the three districts constituting tho Fyzabad division, two 
(Gondah and Baraich) exhibit a clear balance sheet, and Fyzabad appears 
with a balance reduced to nearly one-fourth of that which appeared in 
last year’s statements. Credit is due to the district officers for this satisfac- 
tory result. But for tho inefficiency of tho tahsilddrs of Dostpdr and 
Bburtlpdr, there is reason to suppose that Fyiabad would have shown a 
still ffirther reduction of tho balance outstanding, and the conduct of 
these officers will receive my immediate attention. 

• 

16. Of the balance, Bs. 74,068, outstanding in tho districts of the 
Seetapoor division, Bs. 14,794-3-0 were nominid, Bs. 35,208 are due to 
reductions in the revised assessments already sanctioned or now under 
consideration, and Bs. 3,388 arc irrecoverable or doubtfhl. Imniediately 
after the close of the year there remained only a balance actual of 
Bs. 15,207 in tho three cUstriots, that in Kheree b^g Bs. 301 only.

■ 17. Although I eathyly •disagiee with the predioatkm of the Com- •!»«» 

auMiouer^ Boy Bareilly, ** that the days of clear balance sheets have paa- 
** sed away/' and only accept in part the plea of bad seasons, 1 think that 
on the whole the real balance of Bs. 3,22,055 (after deducting Bs. 32,147 
nominal) may be considered satisfactory, considering that the demand has 
risen fh)m Bs. 1,16,13,396 in 18CC-67 to Bs. 1,26,72,380 in 1868-69, and 
that the past seasons were certainly unfavourable to the prompt realiza- 
tion of rents due by the mass of petty cultivators, who consume the greater 
part of what they produce ; the mahajan rather than the landlord or 
ryot having benefited by the high prices. But while saying so much, 

I do not wish to bo understood to defend a Imlance equal to 2*54 per cent, 
of the demand, and while I fully anticipate showing a very considerable 
redaction upon this in the year to come, I have every hope that nearly 
all the real balance shown this year will prove recoverable. 


18. The hope expressed in para. 18 of my lost annual report, that 
the error of introducing revised assessments too soon would not recur, 
has not been fulfilled as I could wisli. In sonic instances the reiTiscd 
assessments W'crc placed upon the hal toiizi only to he removed and ex- 
hibited as surplus revenue. Increased assessments have been declared 
before they bad received the sanction of the Cojnmissiouer, the Binan- 
ntpl Commissioner, or the Chief Commissioner ; and then, upon a primd 
facie appearance of being heavy, their eolloetion has been postponed 
pending more minute enquiry, and they have remained to swell the bal- 
ance sheet. But it may bo confidently expeerted tl>at there will be no 
recuiTence of this mistake, Cii’enlar Ko. 70-9250 of 9th October 1869, 
precluding the possibility of further iniseonec'ption on this point, while 
the judicial work has in most districts been pushed on to such a stage as 
^admi ts of revised assessments being declared ivitliout risk. For the future 
the increased demand will be separately shown for the first year of its 
collection.

20. On the whole, I trust the Chief Commissioner will not consider 
the balances very serious. The seasons have no doubt had a great deal 
to do with them, and 1 would submit tliat when this cause exists, allow- 
ing time for*thc demand is a uisc mtjasurc. The very few coercive 
measures resorted to in Oudh, must not, therefore, be attributed to any 
ai)athy in sncxiring the Government dues, but to a desire to avoid very 
unpopular uuMisurcs until their absolute necessity is clearly shown. 
I have solicited no remission on account of the seasons, but only ask for 
time to realize tile full demand of Government.

For it is held that nothing under actual necessity can justify tire sale of 
a light which has been won after a hard struggle in our courts ; and tba * 
any show of an inclination to readily sell such rights woull encourage 
the desire to force on the sale of sub^tenures, and beget the worst possible 
feeling between the two proprietary bodies.

*' In para. 20 of his report, Mr. Quinton notices the subject of a 
** reference made by the Financial Commissioner during the year. I

** the number of dustuks, and I can speak from experience to the exis- 
" tenoe in some parts of tho country of the practice of issuing irregular 
** processes, a practice in my opinion to bo strongly deprecated. *’ 


Seetapoor JDivition . — “ The statement of dustuks issued and tulbana 
realized requires some explanation. The difficulties in tho way of rea* 
lizing the Government demand certainly do not appear to have been 
** less than in former years, but Seetapoor, which issued 2873 dustuks 
'* in 1867-68, served only 1798 in 1868-69, and disbursed nearly the same 
sum in both years. Uurdui, on the other hand, in place of 1898 pro- 
** oesses in 1867-68, sent out 3053 in 1868-G9, the cost of service being at 
** about the same rate as in Seetapoor. The increased number is, no 
** doubt, due to the discovery and suppression of unrecognized processes 
*‘ia the early part of the year, and confirms the view which I had occa- 
** sion to state in tho report fot last year, that where the number of dus- 
** tuks is small, the number of irregular processes is generally large. In 
Khercc, the number of dustuks has risen from 1469 in 1867-68, to 
“ 1604 in 1868-69, and here, as in Seetapoor, tho whole cost of service 
*' remains nearly the same, though tho number of processes issued has 
** risen in Khercc, and fallen in Seetapoor. 

The average cost of service is seven annas seven pie in Seetapoor,

** Deputy Commissioner of Baraich has overlooked the order to furnish 
information on this point. I hope in subsequent years to see a large 
improvement in tbls respect. 

*' Btuts brought under pattas have fallen in the division from 
" 2,576 in the former, to 1,056 in the present year, while suits without 
** pattas have risen fhom 7,735 to 8,230. 1 beg to invite your attention 
*' to paragraph 14 of the Baraich, and paragraph 21 of tho Gondah re- 
y ports,' on this sulgeot. In his last year’s report Colonel Reid remarked 
" that'the Bent,Aot would probab]^ mako written leases universal. The 
*' above figures do not lead to such a oonolusion,"

** I am unable to account for these widely differing results, and cannot 
** delay this report to enquire into the matter. The total number of

** It is right to remark here that the Deputy Commissioners are un- 
animous in saying that ejectment seldom follows on the serrice of the 
“ notice. The tenants accept the enhancement of rent which is the real 
** object of the notice, or contest it, and, having failed, accede to the land* 
** lord’s terms. It is thought that these suits will diminish. If nqt, the 
** term mthin which they are triable will need modification. 


«< The attempt to decide rights when pleaded in bar pf ejectment 
** (Financial Commissioner’s Circular I^o. 33 of 1869), proved a failure. 
** Hr. Young remarks generally it was found impractioable to make suf* 
ficient enquiry in so short a time, and, in many instances, the claima 
** were found to be already pending in .the settlement courts. Colonel 
** Steel and Mr. Crommelin leave the subject unnoticed ; but my opinion 
** is above expressed. The assistants of all classes (in which I include 
tahsilddrs), lack the leisure and often the experience nficest&Mcy for the 
** proper determination of such cases.” 

** Suits to enhance the rent of tenants having right of oocnpanc^ 
«< are very few. In Sultanpoor one was filed and decided in favour of 
” the defendant. *In Fertabgurh none ; and in Roy Bareilly five cases 
” only, two being decreed, two dismissed and one struck off in default. 
“ The courts must decree cultivating rights before these suits can be 
*' numerous. It is certain the landlords will not begin by admitting the 
••rights.” 


•' The increase of rent oases and diminution of distraint 'is attri- 
•• butod to the exclusion of personal property from 'distsaint for arrears. 
••Mr. Crommelin, who has consulted several ef'his leading ta’ldkddrs.

" Probably all tiiat is needed is a diminution of the court fees levied on 
** ettoli. suits. Por the opinions of Colond Steel and Mr. Young, as stated 
** at length, their reports nmy bo roferred to (paragraph 63 of the Boy 
** Bareilly report and 26 of Sultanpoor). 

Regarding the complaints said to have been made by landlords 
“ (OolonelSteers report), that they fear being oast in damages if distrained 
crops are injured, it may suffice to remark that landlords were always 
** liable to bo mulcted in this way, and that it was only owing to a lax 
** administration of the law (the regulations being probably considered too 
*' stringent in a new province), that the process of distraint flourished as 
it did. Of personal property legally liable, tenants never had much, 
** and it is preferable that some difficulty should be felt for a few years 
in the collection of the revenue, rather than that the paltry chattels of 
*' the cultivator bo sold, the sale not satisfying the demand of the land* 
** lord, but leaving the wretched tenant * poor indeed.’ I have no doubt, 
moreover, that rent cases will not long continue to grow in number. 
** The fear of ejectment, now so easily enforced, will ultimately ensure 
** the payment of arrears of ifent. 1 will here quote a passage of Colonel 
" Steel’s report, which is to the point : ‘ as far as I can judge from personal 
experience, and can gather from my talisilddrs, I have no hesitation 
** in expressing an opinion that the better tbc Bent Act comes to be under* 
•* stood by those who have to apply it, and by those to w’hom it is applied, 
** the tnore will it be appreciated and litigation decrease.’ I confess for 
** my own part, that at one time my mind was not free from doubts 
“ regarding the working of the Oudh Bent Act, but greater familiarity 
“ with the law has taught mo to esteem it as a happy settlement of a 
“ weighty question. The chief difficulty to lUudlords will undoubtedly 
'* be in realizing from 8ub*proprictors and lessees whose margin of profit 
“ and loss may be small. 

“ The total number of cases of all kinds instituted and tried is shown 
*' in the statement. The j>ending cases were not too numerous, nor the 
*' average duration excessive. It will be seen that a great deal of w'ork 
“ was got through.” 

85. As a whole, the work of the revenue courts must be pronounced 
satisfactory. There has been an increase in the number of suits of all 
classes from 28,842 to 29,984. The number upon the ponding file 
at the end of fhe year was 1,365 against 1,186 in 1867*68, and the average 
^duration was 19*41 in 1868*69, as compared with 21*10 in ihe previous 
year. Fyzabad had the greatest number of oases (278) pending, Soeta* 
poor the least (21). The best average duration (11*70 days) was that of 
Boy Bax^y, >^6 worst (26*94 days) that of Gondah.

Bent Act, noticed by the Oommissionei' of liaoknov, Trill, it is ho^edt hb 
immediately remored. Cases decided in the Lucknow division undn 
these sections have been called for, and after examining i&em lah^ 
issue such general instructions as appear necessary. The question as to 
the entry of coses under section 102 in the statements will be taken up 
by the statistical commission to be convened for examination of all state- 
ments and returns soon after the Christmas vacation. 


88. As to the remarks of the Lucknow Commissioner and others, 
that pressure is put upon the courts to decide objections to notice of 
ejectment between the 15th May and 15tlt Juno, I may observe, that 
though a month may not be an over long period in which to dispose of 
cases of this sort, it should be ample time for this purpose if the oour^ 
would exorcise their energy to bring the parties together at once. The 
issues to be settled are few. The procedure is of a summary character, 
and there should bo no appreciable ditliculty in clearing the files of 
objections within the time pre^ribed. On the other hand, the suggestion 
of the Lucknow Commissioner that notice of ejectment should bo issued 
earlier than the 16th May, is worthy of all consideration. 

39. As to claims to compensation being heard and disposed of in 
objections to notice of ejectment, I will speak at length hereafter. Bui 
here 1 may observe that, as a general principle, litigation should not bO 
unnecessarily protracted by dismissing a suit under one heading, and 
referring the parties requiring redress to a new suit for their relief. The 
necessity for issuing instructions on this point was more eapeoially felt 
in regard to suits in settlement courts where it was the praotice to retard 
final disposal of claims by treating sub-settlement rights to sir, and 
occupancy rights as subjects of distinct suits. 

40. from the returns of the Fyzabad division, it appears that the 
revenue courts of that division have again been suoocssful in curtailing 
litigation by cfiecting amicable arrangements between parties.^ This has 
my warm approbation, and the tact and care by which it is brought about 
entitles the officers concernod to considerable credit. At the same time, 

I would deprecate the carrying of this principlo to extremes, for no in- 
justice is worse than that of compromise enforced, against the will of 
parties, by judicial interposition bein^ withheld. This has certainly not 

^ been the course pursued in the Fyzabad division. 

41. That the general results exhibited by Appendix IX are satis- 
factory, all things considered, I have already urged. 

42. The figures presented by Appendix X have not, I think, been 
duly appreciated. To some officers it appears that, because the ‘ number 
of coses instituted upon pattds has decreased while thos^ instituted with- 
out pattds have increased, it must be concluded that the interchange of

fxitiwx engagements betireea ia^lord er lessee and tenant bas proved a 
fiiUure. Tbis». hoirever, by no means follows. The fact of :there being a 
deorease in cases where leases and- kabdliats hare passed may very reason- 
ably be attributed teihe indce^ed eonfidonoe given to both pattiAio the 
engagement, and 1 do )not think that the advisability of encouraging 
this interchange of written documents is sufficiently understood. 

43. Again as to the preparation of these statements, there has been 
some misconception, and it is extremely doubtful whether all the cases 
jihat should have boon entered under the sub-heading **with puttds,’' have 
BO appeared. It was only recently that it had to be explained to the 
3)eputy Commissioner of Scctapoor, that the term ** with puttds,” included 
also “ with kabdliats,” «. e., that this column was intended to show all cases 
that were based upon a written agreement, as opposed to those cases 
which are based upon a verbal agreement or no agreement at all. 

41. As to the working of the Kent Act, it may fairly be said that 
the provisions of this law are more widely understood now than formerly, 
and that greater uniformity of pmeticc exists. 


** 45. Upon some jioints, however, considerable discussion (which I 

liave as far as possible encouraged) has taken jilaco. Those relating to 
the ejectment clauses alone call for special mention. 


4G. Tho question of most importancig is that iclating to the tenant’s 


claim to compensation under section 
22, being a ground for objecting to 
notice of ejectment under sections?. 
This was raised by the Commissioner 
of Lucknow, and being put to several 
officers, the opinion of tho majority 
may be epitomised in the annexed 
extract from a selected case (No. 2 
of 1809), recently published. The 
opinion of the minority is that a 
claim to compensation not being 
named as one of tho grounds that 
may be pleaded under section 37, it 
cannot be held to be a valid objec- 
tion, and that although a tenant having such a claim is illogally ejected 
according to section 22, if ejected without payment of that compensa- 
tion being made, yet section 102 shows that illegal ejectment is con- 
templated as a possibility and provides a remedy for it.

47. Another point of some importance is the extent to which im- 
provement of \>ne portion of a tenant’s holding protects him from eject- < 
meut from the whole. One officer of considerable ability has propounded 
the theory that if a tenant improve any part of bis landlord’s estate, 
even other than his own immediate holding, he should be compensated 
for that improvement before the landlord can. evict him from the land lie 
holds within th^ estate ho has improved. In , this case the appellate 
court overruled the court of' first- instaaoe, and was strongly of opinioii

48. Broadly it may be stated that the security to ihe> tenantol the 
value of his improvements ia protccttve of the interests of the land* 
lord. Tho effect of an order holding a tenant in possession' pending tho 
satisfaction of his demand for compensation does not perpetuate that 
holding. It merely secures payment of his claim before he it eviotedy 
and the landlord has the remedy in his own handy for where he objects 
to the tenant’s occupancy he can discharge the claim to compensation 
and so renew his power of ejectment. To maintain a tenant in posses* 
sion of his whole jhotc, until he has been paid for improvement of a part 
of it, is only to deal Avith tho question as a wholo. On the other hand the 
A'alue of a partial improvement can hardly be a costly one for the lan(^ 
lord to defray. , 


49. That the primary object of landholders in serving notioes of 
ejectment has been that of bringing the tenant to terms rather than that 
of ousting him from his land, is shown by the fact that of 25y74‘li 
notices served, only 4,181 resulted in evictions. Tho Commissionery 
Boy Bareilly, reports that the Deputy Commissioners of his division are 
unanimous in saying that ejectment seldom follows tho service of notice* 
w hich is highly satis^actor}^ Thus far, it will be seen that in a province 
Avhere occupancy rights arc not encouraged by laiv, the sense of the land* 
cd proprietors is in favour of retaining upon tho soil those cultivators who 
havo any sort of claim to consideration. The rule under the native go* 
vernment Avas not one of eviction : within certain limits presoriptive rights 
were acknowlcdgedy and long tenancy Avas at least respected.

“ The results of this statement arc, I think, satisfactory. Out of -iH 
"appeals decided on their merits, 173 were given in favour of the ap- 
** pellants in whole or in part ; while in 268, the lower court’s order was 
** upheld. The average duration of these oases, 16*87 days, is also satis< 
" factory. 

Seetapoor Division . — “ The work of the Deputy Commissioner’s ap- 
pellate court has increased from 192 cases in 1867*68, to 238 in 1868* 
" 69. This increase occurred in Seetapoor and Hurdui, Khuree showing 
"a slight dcorcase. The average duration for the whole division is 
"nearly 21 days, which is good. The duration of 29 days in ITurdui 
"might be reduced with advantage, but the 11 days of Seetapoor is, in 
" my opinion, too quick to bo quite fair on the parties if they are summon* 
" ed to attend in accordance with the provisions of section 341, Act YIII 
" of 1839. Enquiry will be made from the Deputy Commissioner whether

“ Tlio average duration - may bo pronounced moderate. Further 
" remark is not needed unless it bo to point out that Mr. Young was 
compoUod to decide nearly 60 per cent of .tbo appeals in favour of the 
“ appellants. I think it not improbable that this officer followed the Act 
“ very clos(dy, more so perhaps than otlicrs, but I hope the result above 
“ mentioned is not a consequence of the construction put by him on 
" section .13 of the Rent Act. In suits under this section, says Mr. 
“ Young, the onus of proving the relation of landlord and tenant,, rests 
on the aggressor who serves the notice, and not on the party in posscs- 
“ sion. It may bo, as the Deputy Commissioner goes on to romark, that, 
“ unless so restricted, the section would give landlords a very objcction- 
“ able power to annoy sinall holders of proprietary or sub-proprietary 
” rights ; but, in law, the burden of proof rests on the person 
" who lias to support his case by proof of facts peculiarly within 
“ his own knowledge, and such a person is the objector to a notice of 
** ejectment.” , 

63. These results arc not altogether unsatisfactory, but exception 
has to bo taken in some instances. The fact that the Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Sultanpoor decided 50 per cent of the appeals in his court in 
favour of appellants seems to indicate, at least, a want of uniformity of 
practice in the courts of that district, if not some grave misconstruction 
• of the law, and I have called for several appeal cases decided by Mr, 
Young, with the view of ascertaining how this serious divergence of 
opinion arises, and, if possible, to check its recurrence to the same extent. 
The average duration of appeals to Deputy Commissioners shows a con- 
siderable improvement upon that exhibited in last year’s statement ; but 
even hero there is in some instances room for improvement, and I havo 
more than once had to call attention to this point.

Lucknoio Dfvisio/i . — “ The statement shows that 2,930 person^ had 
“ been assessed to the end of Scx)tcmbor at the sum of Us. 55,399. It 
“ is probable however that the out-turn of the income tax will bo larger 
" tluin this, for, owing to the delay in the issue of instructions regarding 
“ the assessment of ' proprietors and under-proprietors of land, the 
“ assessments on these classes had not l)ccn complete<l. The Deputy 
“ Commissioner, Lucknow, ox]}ccts to realize lls. 40,000 or Bs. 13,500 
** in excess of the sum shown in the marginal statement. The Deputy 
Commissioner Barabunkeo also cxpi'csses an opinion to the clfect that 
“ further enquiry will result in an addition to the sum already assessed, 
“ In Oonao, the out-turn of the tax is very unsatisfactory, but the present 
“ Deputy Commissioner’s attention has been drawn to the subject, and I 
“ trust that ho will be able to show better results by the end of the year.” 

“ Seetapoor Division . — “ The number of persons assessed for income

“ late to be carried out before the close of tho year, and tho tax upon 
" official salaries is not included in the returns.” 

Fyzabad Division. — ** The result is that 1,081 persons have been 
** taxed in tho division, at an aggregate sum of Ks. 17,379-8, against 
” lls. 9, CSC, under tho certifieate lax in the former year, Government 
officials and their ])ayments being excluded. Ko very clear answer has 
** been found for tho Chief Commissioner’s question of last year, that 
” twice as many persons were taxed in Bara))unljec as in Fyzabad. 

“ Tho assessments in all three districts have not yet been eoinphdod, 

“ owing to the late receipt of instructions regarding the calculation of 
“ profits on landed property. The income from tliis source at Kyzabad is 
“ estimated at Jls. 7,500 ; Baraicli has yet -l^C persons to assess, from 
" whom Bs. 12,472 are exiK'cted. Tltc Gondali Dejnity Commissioner 
“ does not state what amount of tax is expected from the landed pro- 
“ prietors who arc yet to be assessed. 

" It is not clear whv Gondah, which has vielded bv far the smalle.st 
” retuiTi, should have incurred by far the higliest outlay in esiablishumnt. 

“ Explanation lias been called for. Extra csiablishnu'nt will bo rccjuircd 
“ for three months longer to enable the district olficers to bring their 
** assessment work to a close.” 

Moy Doreiliy Division . — ** Out-standing balances of certificate tax 
“ have been colleetod, and ])rogress made in levying the tax inqioscd 
“ under Act IX of 18C9, on trades iind professions. Instructions relative 
“ to the mode of calculating the tax on landlioiders were jmhlishcd too 
** late in the year to admit of much being done. The sums to he obtained 
“ from those agricultural districts are small ; no popular mauileslation 
“ against tho income tax has been beard of. In fact it affects but a very 
“ small fraction of the community ; but the Act is, I believe, thoroughly 
** disliked, and not the less so, that it introduces an clement of doubt into 
” the mind of the tax payers.

determine whether or not this direct tax can he made to yield a satisfactory 
revenue. In my last annual report I noticed some discrepancies in the 
reports and statements respecting the certificate tax, and on one point 
then made the subject of enquiry, no conclusive reply lias as yet been scon.

4 
markets of other provinces, without drawing proportionately' upon extevn- f* 
al sources for her own supplies, it stands to reason that the proTtnoe is ••• 
becoming so much the wealthier in actual money as the value of tho 
exports exceeds that of imports. That money mainly finds its way into '! 
the hands of traders, and those traders we should tax justly, but to the ‘ 
full extent the law allows. 


G2. Feeling that much yet remains to be done to complete the assess- 
ments of this tax, I have urged the retention of all income tax establish- 
ments for a further period of three months, beyond the term for whi^ 
they were originally sanctioned ; and I have pointed out to district officers 
that the success or failure of the working of the Act will he directly accredit- 
ed to the efficiency or ineffieiency of their measures to enforce it. The 
tendency of my remarks on this important subject is to show the necei^ty 
of allowing time for experience before coming to any conclusion as "to 
whether tlio tax can bo mficlc to pay or not. 

03. Tlic following memo, has been furnished by the Superintendent 
of Excise and Stamps : — 


“ Having taken chai’go of my office after the expiration of the year 
“ for which tin's report is submitted, I have nothing to record based upon 
“ my own obsen atiou of the past, but must restrict myself to the few re- 
“ marks lliat suggest themselves to me on examination of the statements 
“ appended to this report. 

2. “ That a failing agricultural season should result in depression of 
“ the uhkiirl revenue Avas in pefwjt keeping with past cxi)eriencc. The con- 
“ sunv'rs of native li(pior are those who sulfer most from tad crops and 
“ high priocs ; and the in\^ariahle consequence of partial harvests and short 
“ food supplies is a decrease in the consumption of duty paid spirits. 

3. “ In previous reports I have endeavoured to show this at length, 
“ and have d»jinonstj’ated that it is not tlio labourer alone, Imt the smaller 
“ cultivators avIio sulfer under the above conditions. I Avill, hoAvever, show 
“ again hoAv this is argued out. 


" A cultivator avIio consumes 20 maunds of grain out of au average 
“ crop of 200 maunds, bos 80 maunds in excess of the quantity ho oon- 
“ sumes when his crop gives an 8 annas out-turn, and if prices are double 
** what they are in good seasons, this cultivator is au actual gainer by high 
** prices and short crops by 33 per cent. 


“ On the other hand a cultivator on a small scale, who (liis food rc- 
“ quiremeuts not being measured according to his fortunes) consumes 20 
“ maunds out of au average crop of 40 maunds, finds himself after an 8 
« annas harvest with no margin at all, and is an absolute loser (home con- 
“ sumption apart) of everything. *

8. ** In receipts from license fees six districts show an increase and 

** six a decrease. The greatest increase is that of Gondah, (Bs. 1,064), the 
** greatest decrease that of Oonao, (Rs. 1,080). The great increase in 
** Gondah is explained by the fact that, Xlajor Boss having when Deputy 
** Commissioner arbitrarily reduced the number of shops far below tho 
** standard, the effect is now scon of the natural inclination to an average. 
**Tho balances outstanding at the close of 1868-69, were 923, against 
** 71 at the end of 1807-08. This increase occupies my attention, and 
» 1 hope to show a very material improvement in tliis respect at tlie close 
of the current year. 


9. ** Charges increased from Bs. 20,188 in 1867-08, to Bs. 22,662. 
“ This incpppiso is almost entirely explained by Oonao having to bear the 
** 008 t ^^^fl/distillery that was formerly self supporting. There is an 
inon^llp of Bs. 205 in i^'yzabad. But in other districts charges ore

“whatever cause attributable, does not in my opinion originate fxoon - 
“ deficient distillery accommodation. Sp far am I from tliinking this, th^t 
“ I have asked the Deputy Commissioner of another distriot (Sultanpoor), ' 

“ to give his attention to the subject of closing the distillery at the sadr 
“ station, as it appears that two-ibirds of the liquor supplied to liis dis^dct 
“ are drawn from Fyzabad and Borabunkeo. 


11. “ There were 301 in 1808-69, against 388 in 1867-68. Every 
“ effort will be made to increase the number during the current year. 

12. “ Bctnil shops numbered 4,355 at the end of 1868-69, against 
“ 5,721 at the close of the preceding year. This decrease of 1,366 licensed 
" shops is alone a sufficient indicatifm of the unfavourable season, for it 
“ is only on the greatest pressure that a kulwdr will give up his shop, 
“ many holding on at a sacritiec for months in the hope of a revival of 
“ their old business. That many did hold on thus during 1868-69, is 

shown by the fact, that though at the close of the year the shops had 
“ decreased in uumher by nearly 1 ,400, the average number open through- 
out the twelve months was in excess of that of 1807-68. 


13. “As to the Avorking of the darogahs’ and distillery cstablish- 

“ meuts I can say little. The darogahs of Fyzqbad and Baraich are 
“ well spoken of and no favourable mention is made of any one 
" else. For myself, and speaking of the result of a visit made to*a dis- 
“ tillery during the current yeai’, I must record that sufficient attention 
“ is not, even now, always paid to prescribed rules. , 

14. “ During this year, I propose to change all the darogahs and 
** district establishment ffom one district to another, whenever they have 
“ l)ecn more than two years located in one place. This measure, which 
“ lyis been approved by thp Financial Commissioner, is only just to those 
“ Government sen’^ants w'ho have been posted for a length of time at 
" unhcaltliy or disagreeable stations, and it*is advantageous to -the State 
“ iuasmucli as it prevents the Government employes from becemung too 
“ intimately acquainted with the kulwdrs. 

15. ** The prosecutions for breach of the dbkdri laws were 152 in 
“ 1868-60 to 215 in 1807-68, a decrease in number of 63. The number 
** of persons convicted was 167. Fines amounting to Es. 8,412 were 
“ imposed, B«. 2,161 were realized, aud Es. 009 were paid to infonners 
“ and apprebcnd(»8 from fines, Es. 80 being paid from other sources. 

16. “ During the current year I hope to introduce a better form of 
“ hydrometer than those now in use (Sykes and Stephenson's), should it 
** not be determined, as it may, to resort to the North-Westom Frovinoes 
“ system of allowing the distillers to make their liquor 6f what' strength 
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** they choose, and levying one> uniform duty (enhanced to Bs. 1-8 per 
" gallon) upon it without reference to strength. There is no doubt that 
** this system has many advantages over ours. It simplifies the work 
** of the raohurrirs and darogahs. It saves expense in purchase and 
** repair of instruments, and it is unobjectionable, as regards the 
“ distribution of the still head duty, if it can be shown that native 
kulwdrs cannot distil a])o\'c a certain maximum strength. Instruments 
** would still be necessary for testing the liquor stored by wholesale 
“ vendors, but these would only be in the hands of district ofTieers, 
darogahs and myself, and would last far longer than they can ever do 
with the rough usage of distilleries. 

17. “ Th(* collections on account of drugs other than opium fell Apramix xvn. 
** from Its. 01,307 iu 1807-08 to Its. 85,002 iu 1808-00, or a decline of 

“ Its. 8,373. The sales of oiiiutu rt'aU/.ed b'ss by Us. 13,881, falling from 
“ Rs. 06,101 to Rs. 82,280. The balances were reduced from lls. 0,610 
« to Rs. 3,703. 

18. “ That there slmuld be a fulling off in the revenue derived from 
drugs was as natural as that thoi*e should be a decrease iu the i-ealiza- 

** tion from still hciid duty. 'Whetber people 'indulged in the luxury of 
" drugs or liquor as a stimulant, a bad season forced upon the lower and 
“ poorer classes some degi'ce of self-denial iu regard to this luxury. Hut 
“ I still doubt whetber our revenue system iu Oudh is the best ada])ted 
to the realization of a full i’o venue from tliis soiu'ce, and I would again 
“ urge tlic expediency of considering Avhethcr it would not be well to try 
** the system that has succeeded in Bengal.

19. .** Failing the adoption of this view, I would recommend that 
” we jevert to the 2 )lan, practised by me in 1803, of putting all the dis- 
“ trict drug mehals uj) to auction in Lucknow, on a certain fixed date, 

“ and making the term for whicli the farms are leased out three years 
** instead of one. Bv this course we should secure the maximum revenue 
** to be obtained from the farming system, tJiougli, I submit that the 
“ farming system, however modified, can never give the revenue that 
** might be obtained from the kkdm management of Bengal, and the 

excise supervision of the ganjd and bhang ’ tracts of the trans-Gdgra 
** country. 

20. “ For facility of reference I giro hero excerpts paras. 3 to 11, 

** 18 to 15 of this office No. 009 of 20th May 1808. 

Faba. 8. ** In Oudli the revenue, which year by year decreases, is 
** derived by the sale of the drug mehal to farmers. Every effort has been 
made to pixxmre something like an adequate price for tlioso farms. 

*< They have been put up to auction iu the districts. Tlie fdrms of the 
** twelve districts have been put up for sale upon one day in Lucknow. 

« They have been lot out for abort periods of a year or even less, and for 
** long periods of three years. But the result has always beon the same; an 
** insufficient revenue, and; frequently, a demand which could not bo 

lealited* ' '

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Paba. 4. ** The points' Hj^ii'whioh the Bengial systiem iS' ptefeatal^W 5 
" to that now existing in Ohdh are (1) that all the gax^4 odnai^^ ; 
** contributes to the reyenne; and (3) that the denumd, whatever It^ij^/i^y' 

*' is almost certain of realisation. The duty on the drug must be le^ea. 

** The tax payable by the retail Tenders would, with ordinary precautibn* > 
** like the lisense tax now levied froni the retail vendors of native spirits, 

** be reahaed with but few exceptions. 

Paba. 6. ** In Bengal the growth of ganjd is confined to the ganjd 
** fields of Raj shy c, which arc under Government supervision and control. 

'* In Oudh, ganjd is grown in scattered tracts over the low lands of Khe* 
roc, Baraich and Gondah, and is subject to no sort of supervision or 
taxation. Not only is the uutaxed drug consumed in large quantities in 
“ Oudh, but it passes into the Nortli-'Westorn Prorinccs and, to the detri- 
” mcni of the imperial revenue, displaces the Bajshyo duty paid article.

1864. “ the introduction of the B(5ngal kliam system, and in No. 572 I recom<* 

** mended that the growth of homp should bo placed uuder restriction 
“ and management. 

Pak\. 7. — " The supervision of the hemp growing tracts constitutes 
" the main difficulty attending 'the introduction of the Bengal system, 

” but not, I think, an insuperable one. Further experience has shown 
“ me that, cxc<?pt in the three districts of Khercc, Baraich and Gondah, 
homp is so little grown for the sake of its fibre that there would be no 
“ oppression and but little stretch of executive authority in prohibiting 
“ the eullivation in nine of the twelve districts .of the province alto- 
gether, Iloinp is occasionally grown in some of these nine districts, 

** but it is raised only for the sake of the drug, and its existence hafi been 
“ a standing cause of complaint by the drug contractors. 

• 

Paha. 8. — There is more difficulty, however, in determining what 
course should *be adopted with regard to the hemp grown in the Tcrai. 

“ In the low lands of Khcree, Gondah and Baraich, hemp is found — (1) in 
** cultivated lands ; (2) in the patclies of ground about villages which are 
“ much trodden and manured by cattle ; (3) in groves which are much 
“ resorted to by cattle ; and (1) in deserted ‘ gowroes.’ It is rarely, if 
** ever, found in the jungle, and it dies out of land which, once cultivated, 

“ is allowed to lie fallow for aiiy time. The quantity found elsewhere 
** than in cultivated lands is so insignificant as to call for no particular 
attention or interference, and the qiiestion only remains how to deal 
** with that found in land under culture. 

• Paba. 9. — ** This question might bo disposed of as follows. The 

** ryot upon whose land hemp is grown might bo made to take out a 
license for the extent of groimd under this crop, and to enter into an 
** engagement, under penalty, to sell none of the ganjd and bhang grown 
** by him to any other than the Government contractor. He might also 
** be mode to pay a small fee, in proportion to the quantity ofland for 
« which license is granted, for the right to cultivate hemp. 
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Fasa. 10. — " One result ef the system would, I beUeTe, be a conside- 
rable reduction in the quantity of hemp g^rown. The temptation to 
** produce the plant being reduced, many cultivators would finid it desir- 
able to treat hemp as a weed and eradicate it. But with ordinary 
** supervision and the assistance of the contractors licensed by Govern* 
ment to purchase the drug, there is every reason to anticipate that 
** under this system taxation would reach the greater part of the 
** hemp passed into consumption as a drug. 

Paha. 11. — ** I liave the more confidence in recommending this 
** procedure because we have but little to fear from the introduction into 
** Oudh of hemp grown in the Nepal Terai, for in the Nepal territory 
** bordering our own the plant is ouly to be found in isolated |)atches of 
** land, and then in no material quantity. 

Faba. 13. — “ The number of shops licensed to sell ganjd and bhang 
** during the past year ■was 1151. Supposing that 1-lOth of these were li- 
“ censed at the rate of Rs. <1 per mensem, the revenue derived from this 
“ source alone w'ould be Rs. 5,520 a year. 

• Faba. 14. — “ It may bo urged that the tax on the shops should be a 
** "variablo one, as in the case of the tax upon shops Uconsed for the sale of 
“native liquor. But I would venture to recommend the equal rate 
“ adopted in Bengal. It is not, I presume, the object of Grovernment to 
“ stim'ulate the consumption of drugs, but to obtain the full revenue from 
“ such consumption as will ‘exist in spite of heavy taxation, and every 
“ check upon the use of drugs is favourable to the revenue derived from 
** the less deleterious stimulant, native distilled liquor. 

Faiia. 15. — “ There arc no statistics to shmv the quantity of ganjd 
“ coni|umcd in Oudh, or the extent to ■which Oudh grown ganjd has been 
“ exported. It is therefore impossible to say what revenue would be 
“ derived from the duty levied upon the drug. But it may safely be pre- 
“ dicatod that, taken ■with the license fee realizations, it would bo consi- 
“ dcrably in excess of the revenue now dcrivcd.from the drug forms, and 
“ that an improved revenue w'ould be obtained in Oudh, to the advantage 
“ of the imperial revenue elsewhere, upon a decreased consumption. 

21. “ During the year 1868-69 there was again a largo increase in 
“ the revenue derived from the sale of stamps. In 1867-68, the gross 
“ receipts were Rs. 7,40,466-1-10, the charges Rs. 41,376-1-9, and the 
“ net receipts Rs. 6,96,090-0-1. In 1868-69, the gross receipts were 
“ Rs. 8,18,270-5-0, the charges Rs. 42,920-5-0, and the net receipts 
“ Rs. 7,76,350-0-0. 

22. “ The progressive increase from Rs. 3,35,632-9-6, gross receipts 
“ of 1862-63, to Rs. 8,18,270-6-0, gross receipts of 1868-69, must be 
“ deemed satisfactory. 

23. “ As usual the increase is mainly attributable to the stamps 
“ hitherto known as judicial stamps, hereafter to be classified as ‘judicial 
“ arid gtmeral*. Ildndi staipcLps gave an increase of Rs. 379-8-0 gross. 
“ Adhcitfre stmnps an increase of Rs. 1,052-16*0. Stamps of other dcs^rip- 
“ tiona im increase of Rs. 5.

28. “ The necessity of encouraging non-official persons to under* 

take tlie sale of stamps, so as to bring a supply to the doors of the 
“ people, should be always remembered, and, to induce people of this class 
“ to undertake a duty of some responsibility^ I would urge tho continuance 
“ of the present liigh rate of discount allowed to them. 


29. “ The number of prosecutions for breach of the stamp laws 
“ were 244 in 1868-09 against 335 in 1867-08, and persons brought to 
“ trial 443 against 752, convictions were 307 or 69 per cent of prosecd* 
Uous against 512 or 72 per cent. * 


30. “It ^vas remarked by my locum tenem in last year’s annual roport^ 
“ that tho failure of prosecution is often due solely to a clerical error made 
“ by tho registrar in lus abstract of deeds registered by him, tho value of 
“ tho stamp used fbr the original deed being incorrectly entered as less 
“ than it really ^vas. 21 instances of this sort of carelessness have been. 

“ recorded in tho 166 prosecutions directed by this office.”

64. The salt imports, as is elsewhere mentioned, were mannds 6,12,420 
in excess of exports. 

According to the trade statistics, which are perhaps less open to 
question on this point than upon any other, tho quantity of salt that 
came into and went out of this province, during 1868-69, was as fol- 
. lows : —

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It 10 , of coarse impo&aihl^ to say to what extent >i]ie< ittocks of salt 
{previously stored in Oadh obviated tho necessity for full imports. But 
apart from this ocmsideration, these returns show that the (juantity of 
salt retained during the year in the province and, presumably, held as 
tbe annual consumption of the people of Oudh was 6,12,420, mounds 
or, for a population known now to number millions, 2 sirs, 2f chks. 
pw head. 

It being now an admitted fact that there is a salt famine in tho 
Korth'Westem portion of India, it is not necessary that I should enter 
Into ‘any lengthy discussion upon the subject. 

The re-introduction of salt manufacture in Oudh is a sufficient 
guarantee that tho necessity of supplying a sufficient stock of salt, at 
the least possible cost to tho people consistent with tho financial position 
of the Government, is understood and being acted upon. 

66. During tho year under review the reintroduction of salt manu- 
facture at Mullowna, was sanctioned by Government. But during 18C8-G9, 
little was done to give effect to this order, and even now difficulty is cx- 
pbrienced in obtaining a sufficient number of manufacturers. This, how- 
ever, is only what mighi. have been antieijiated in the first year of the 
newly sanctioned manufacture. The looniahs, as was reported by Mr. 
Braddon in 1867, have dispersed over the countrj’, seeking employment 
elsewhere that was closed to them in Oudh by the salt laws, and it Avill 
take some little time to instil such confidence in the minds of the fugitives 
as will induce them to return to their old business. Mr. Braddon lias 
lately been to the Mullowna works to report on the progress made in, and 
future prospects of, this manufacture, and tho result of his investigation 
forms the subject of a separate communication. Provided that sufficient 
mone^ be forthcoming to start the manufacture, tlicre is no reason why 
tho salt works in Oudh should not prove successful, both from a financial 
point of view', and as a source from wliicli the province may draw a sufficient 
stock of this necessary of life. 

66. One lot of waste land of an area of 887 acres was sold during 
the year for Es. 8,610. The value of lands sold up to date is Rs. 8,47,176, 
after deducting Es. 54,001 on account of five grants resumed during the 

' year. The balances of principial and interest respectively are Rs. 3,69,282 
. and Es. 04,050. 

67. The expectation expressed by me last year that much waste land 
would he resumed under tho relaxed rules of Government, though not 
yot fulfilled to tho extent that 1 anticipated, promises to he realized when 
those rules are definitely settled and generally known. Already, besides 
the five grants' above referred to, applications have been mode for tho 
relinquishment of other grants. 

68. As last year, so for the season under review, the management 
of estates und^ tfiie direct management of district officers, will form tho 
subjedritf a separate report, which will ho submitted shortly after this is 
despnt^od.

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6&. ‘While tiiere is atf sudi Mgistrstiflii'ef the ftat 1867-08 as can 
he made tiie standard with, whieh to ooiapaiiw the traffic of 1608>6^ it is 
doubtful whether, eren now, we have seouifed such regidaiity and tmilEaqia* 
ity of registratioa as could be desired. There has been scone octnkterdble 
improTcment made in the form of registers to be kept up at the serstfSl 
stations, and tho explanatory statements now being issued ought to 
elude incorrect entries of any sort. But there is reason to bdieve^ that 
much is wanting to ensure a perfect record of the exports and imports 
of the province, and this alone can be ensured by the direct supervisioB 
which Uie Supeorintendent of Stamps will exercise upon all the establidi- 
ments when tho annual report and other pressing offi.ee work being 
concluded, he is able to visit the different registering posts. This he con* 
fidently expects to do during this cold season. 

70. It is to be regretted that district officers do not interest them< 
selves more in the trade and manufactures of the province. Admitting 
that Oudh is essentially an agricultural country, whose wealth is derived 
from the soil, there must yet be some noticeable industrial arts and manu- 
factures, if they were but sought for. Oudh has never been known as 
other provinces are for any speciality. It has not been fhmous for ks 
silks or muslins, as have Berhampoor and Dacca. It has never 
known Nourishing filatures or indigo factories. Its mineral resources 
arc non-existent or undeveloped. Even as to cotton cultivation it has 
ranked among the consumers rather than the producers. But granted 
all this, there must be some local manufactures, such as the cloth weav- 
ing of Tanda, that possess an interest ; — some remains of those industrial 
arts that helped to meet the requirements of the native courts of 
Lucknow and iFyzabad, when Oudh was yet under native Government 
and, to a great extent, dependent upon internal resources. 

71. According to the statements submitted the value of the imports 
was Es. 2,54,52,027, that of the exports Es. 2,82,66,217. The value of 
the exports preponderating, therefore, to the extent of Es. 28,14,190. This 
result, whether attributable to incorrect entries last year or to the in- 
creased exports of grain thft seasons, or to other causes, differs from that 
shown in the portion of 1867*68 for which registers were kept up, the 
value of imports of thatpefiod exceeding that of exports by Em. 91,03,968. 

72. It is in grain of various kinds that tho exports far outweigh the 
imports. As is observed in para. 5, the exports under this head exceeded, 
the imports by nearly 40 lakhs of maunds. Of sugar and goor, Oudh 
exported 3,34,293 maunds against 1,15,626 maunds imported ; of oil seeds, 
the exports were 23,69,681 maunds against 25,707. And with grain of 
various kinds, oil seeds, goor and sugar, the staples of Oudh are finished. 
Of cotton the imports were 8,12,031 maunds against 43,795 maunds, or an 
excess of imports equal to 3,68,236 maunds. 

73. As a sign that there is extensive local manufacture of country 
cloth, the statements show that the value of tho exports under this head 
was Es. 14,29,967 against Bs. 11,52,367, value of imports. That is to 
say, apart from oonsideration of previous stocks, Oudh supplied its own 
requirements of country eloili during the year and exported to the extent 
of Bs. 2,77,600 worth besides.

75. This sul^eot \rill be more fully entered into next year when 
Mr. Braddon, who has charge of the Oodh statistics, is in a position to 
report from his own knowledge and on the result of his own experience. 

76. Baring 1863-60, experiments were conducted, by order of the 
Ghief Chnamissionor, in all the districts with the view of ascertaining, as 
fax as possible, the value of irrigation and the extent to which irrigation 
is necessary. These were entrusted to the Superintendent of Science, 
from whom the returns have been received without comment of his own. 

77. It is to be regretted that Dr. Bonavia omitted some important 
details in the points to be noticed in respect of the land cultivated exper- 
imentally. Information as to tho character of tho soil, the crops lately 
mised upon the land, tho manure dressings and so forth, would have been 
valuable, and may bo said to bo absolutely necessary to allow of any full 
appreciation of the results obtained, and it may bo doomed worthy of 
consideration whetlier further experiments, co^iduetcd on a smaller scale, 
but "with more care, arc not still advisable. I am of opinion that we 
should prepare for these being made next year. 

78. As to the results shown by tho statements submitted to the 
SuiKsrintendeut, Seientiiio Department, I cannot speak favourably. Under 
any circumstances it would be cxtri5mcly difTieult to arrive at any general 
conclusions from exceptional experience, whereas in the case of cultiva- 
tion, so much depends upon ever varying conditions. J3ut doul)t of a 
graver kind is raised in respect of these statements by tlio very conflict- 
ing results shown in some of them, results so contradictory tliat tliey 
upset all previous knowledge and oxiKsrionce. 

79. For example, I may mention the statements showing tho effect 
of irrigation upon gram. Now it is known that the cultivator of Oudh, 
never irrigates gram at all, and it is presumable that practice, if not 
theory, has taught the agriculturists of this province that irrigation is not 
desirable for this crop. 

80. To a certain extent the statements of Baraich confirm the view 
of the practical cultivator, for gram irrigated three times in Korasar tahsil 
yielded 22*1, while that watered twelve times yielded 172 only ; but as 
a rule the statements arc made to show that irrigation improves this crop 
very considerably, and in Suffeopoor the maximum crop is shown to have 
been given by tihe plot which was watertxl eighteen times. Purwa is 
made to have yielded a crop of 233 with 21 waterings, while tho plot 
watered only five times gavo 173. 

81. After going carefully through the statements with Captain 
Forbei^- B;. £., Superintendent of Irrigation, the Personal Assistant has 
arranl^ the statements into three classes, reliable, doubtful and unre- 
liable, and abstmets of these arc appended to this report.

88. The subject of waste fuel reaeryeB lias for some time been one, of 
much anxiety. The steady drain upon this province for fuel for the railWy ' 
has to some extent denuded the distriots lying along the line, (Berti^ 
gurb. Boy Bareilly and Oonao), of its best timber ; and jungle trees 
and fruit trees alike fall to the axe under the pressure of the demand; 
The possibility of a ftiel famine was mentioned by the Superintendent of 
Excise and Stamps in his annual report three years since, and the necessity 
for action is now genejrally admitted. The encouragement given by 
Government to the extension of the area occupied by groves (alluded to 
in para, 24 of last annual report), and tho more recent order for plant* 
ing 10,000 acres for tho purj)oso of a fuel reserve, may be expected 
operate favourably to tlio prevention of any distress on this account. As 
yet tho Conservator of Invests has not bikcn any decided action for carry- 
ing out tlu‘ orders for creating Government plantations, but waste land- is 
now at bis disposal for thii? object, and it is hoped that during the current 
year considerable progress will be made in the direction required. 


The reports show that a considerable number of new groves have 
been planted, and the ofTiecrs of the Hoy Bareilly division have paid 
particular attention to this subject. 


8 L. The Settlement Ofliccrof Baraicb makes the following remarks:-*- 

“ In perganas Biiinga and Tiilsipi'ir, there are large forest reserves 
“rand what waste land there was, has now been demaivated as a part and 
“ parcel of those reserves. These forests arc? strictly conserved, and conse- 
“ qucntly arrangiMnents must 1)0 made of some sort for fuel for the use of 
“ the residents. Under the rules now in force all the vilfages situated 
“ within three miles of these forests are entitled to tho run 'under certain 
“ restrictions) of tho same forest. But those situated at a greater distance 
have to make their own arrangements ft)r the fuel they may requite. 

r 

“ I think, tlicrcforc, that if fuel plantations were fomu'd and located 
“ in such a way that both tho villages far' off and near the forests could 
“ benefit by them, it Avould be a great boon. The throe niili s rule could 
“ then be cancelled, which alone would ho a givsit relief to both the villagers 
“ and the Conservator of Forests. The latter officer could easily fix on the 
“ right spot for such plantations, and I fancy would bo able to so fix them, 
“ that the plantations would be near the villages, and yet not to have so 
“ many of them as would necessitate much of an increase to tho conscr.) 
** vancy establishment.” 


85. In those observations I concur. The Forest Department has, 
in my opinion, annexed too much. The people arc put to inconve- 
nience by existing rules, and the sooner the wliolc subject is thoroughly 
investigated the better. • • 
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86. I \rould ctdl attentjoji to the remarks of Comsosttoners and Votic« of ottcen. 
Deputy Commissioners on their sahordinaies in the Bevemie Deparlment. 

Dor facility of reference, their comments are extracted and recorded in an 
appendix to this report. There is not much revenue judicial work that 
comes before the district officers, whilst settlement is in progress, except 
under the Bent Act. In Oonao, where settlement is finished. Major Shaw 
had perhaps a good deal, but this hardly accounts for his postponing 
cases for an undue length of time. I must do him the justice, however, 
to say that he left this district in very good order, and in many respects 
deserves commendation. In ITurdui also the revenue work is now increas* 
ing, and Captain Hewctt lias perhaps no special aptitude for this branch 
of his duty. Ilis Commissioner, however, speaks well of him generally. 

I have great satisfaction in testifying to the intelligent and expeditious 
manner in which district officers, as a rule, disposed of Bent Act suits, 
especially the “ objections to ejectments,” which Avere almost all decided 
before the 15th June. Ihe average duration of Rent Act suits has gone* 
rally improved, but next year I propose to bring to tho Chief Commis- 
sioner’s notice by name the fcAV officers who persist in delaying this class 
of oases, the early disposal of which tends to the comfort and convenienee 
of. so many people, especially the cultivator, who is grioviously injured by 
each day’s delay. I refrain this j'^ear from naming these officers, in the 
hope tliat the warning will be sufficient. As the Chief Commissioner is 
aware, section 112 of the Bent Act was devised especially for the purpose 
of providing against delays, and I am resolved to take serious notice of 
such for the future. 

87. I beg to express a high opinion of the folloM’ing Deputy Com- 
missioners and Assistant Commissioners, Majors Perkins and Cliamior, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Steel, IVIessrs. Young, Quinton, KaA'anagh, arid 
Sparks, Deputy Commissioners ; and Mr. Chapman, Captains Newbery 
and Horsford, Assistant Commissioners. I concur generally in the 
remarks made by Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners on their 
subordinates, and consider Extra Assistant Commissioners Abdool Hakim, 

Kalb All Khan, Gujraj Singh and Syud Wazir Uosain, arc deservedly 
selected for high praise, and if judicial appointments are more opened- 
out to natives, as I hope they will be shortly, any of these gentlemen 
appear to mo well fitted for promotion. Of the Tahsilddrs, Dya Nidhan 
of Lucknow is again very well spoken of, as is Nazim Ali of Roy Bareilly, 

Chadami Lai and Karim Khan. Dor the first named promotion has often 
been solicited. 

88. Captain Erskinc and Mr. Arthur Harington, were my Personal 
Assistants during the greater portion of tho year. The merits of both 
officers have been recognized by their promotion to the charge of districts 
under settlement, the former to the most difficult settlement in Oudh, for 
which by his judicial ability ho is well fitted. The latter is too an officer 
of great intelligence. Mr. Braddon is the permanent incumbent, and 
since l^Jcetum from England 1 have profited much by his aid and the 
abilMilPtown by him. The zeal with which he labours is deserving of tho 
higH^Traise.

I am directed by tbo Gbiof Commissioner to convey the fbUpwing 
remarks and instructions on your Kevenue Hcport of the year ^ding 
with the 30th September 1869. 

2. The report was due on the 1st of January, and its late andv^ 
deprives it of much of its interest. The facts chronided, such as the 
rain-fall of 1808, anefr the kharif and rabi harvests of 1868-69, already 
appear far distant ; nor can the Chief Commissioner see any sufficient 
cause why the prescribed dates should not be punctually observed. 

3. The rain-fall in question was below the average, vis., 23 inches 
7 tenths. The kharif crop, except in the Gondah and Baraich districts, 
was generally poor, and the rabi light. The market prices of produce 
w'ero exceptionally dear, enabled thriving cultivators to pay their rents 
with ease, but bore hardly on those dependent upon the advaneea bi 
bankers, and on the non-agricultural population generally. But the 
facts that some 6,000,000 maunds of grain were sent out of the pro- 
vince in excess of the quantity imported, and the absence of famine 
in any locality, show that the adverse circumstances of the time were 
met by the agriculturists with successful industry. It is satisfactory to 
know tliat although the external demand for grain still keeps up the 
current prices, the produce of the harvests of 1869-70 may be pronounc- 
ed unusually abundant, and the prospects of all parties haying a 
beneficial interest in the land are of the most favourable kind. 

4. You show that the laud revenue demand rose* from one crore 

• iser-es-i mMW upon one crore and twenty- 

1868^*i’. 27MM6. eight lakhs ; the exact increase being Rs. 3,64,272. 
The unrealized balance amounted to three and*a half lakhs, or 2*79 per 
cent. This is on improvement on the previous year, when the propor- 
tion was per cent. Your analysis of the arrears in each ffistrict 
does not explain the cause of the balance exceeding half a ^kb in 
Oonao, and a separate report on this point should be forwarded. The 
arrears in Sultanpoor and Fertabgurh are also too high. Otherwise the 
Chief Coznmissioner concurs with you, in thinking that a sound discretion 
has been . exercised in abstaining from extreme measures of eoerdon,

5. The Ohi^ Commissioner approves of the separate exhibition Vm. is. 
of the increased revenue demand for the first year after assessment, as 
permitting the correction of mi.stakcs brought to light, without confus- 
ing the returns. At the same time, it is very necessary in the present 

state of the finances, and in view of the very low assessment enjoyed by 
landholders for the last twelve years, that undue delay should not be 
allowed to take place in the introduction of the revised settlement. 

6. It is satisfactory that there was no compulsory sale of a sub- v***- si- 
tenure, 

7. As you propose to revise the subject of process serving, the 24, 
Chief Commissioner will only ohserre that it is to be expected that the 
number issued will vaiy with the numbers and characters of the mtilgu- 

zirs. In Baraich, for instance, whci*c the landholders are few, it would 
be a matter of surprise if the dastaks were nuntcrou,s. On the other h.and, 
where, as in Ilurdui, estates are small, the Chief Commissioner would 
not quarrel with a Deputy Commissioner, if, eschewing irregular pro- 
cesses, he managed to spare the more punctual of a somewhat struggling 
class the cost of dastaks. 

8. The balance of the duos from sequestrated estates is excessive, 29. 
and a separate report of the cause is rcqtiircd. The change proposed 

in the tabular form No. VI should be separately reported for sanction. 

0. The average revenue, r/r.. Its. on C210 acres of resumed p„a. ao, 

mudfis appears low, and the Chief Commissioner desires to learn if the 
assessment v'us made at favom-able rates. 

10. The takkdvi advances made during the year (Rs. 1,15,867) were Pam. si. 
considerable. The regular repayment of these in due course will, it 

is not doubted, engage your periodical attention. 

11. The increase of the number of suits between landlord and Vara. ss. 
tenant from 28,8-J-2 to 29,t)S|'l, docs not appear excessive, considering 

the agricultural circumstances of the year, and the restrictions newly 
placed by the Rent Act on the distraint of personal property. In re- 
spect of arrears of cases undecided at the close of the year, and of average 
duration, the returns show favourably os compared with 1867-68. 

12. It is not satisfactory that the accuracy of the statement of suits Panu 43 . 
brought with and without pattas should he open to the doubts expressed 

by you, and if this statement bo in future submitted, it is absolutely 
necessary that detailed orders respecting its preparation should be issued 
and attended to. 

The points discussed in these paragraphs are purely judicial, FaM(.44to49. 
dad^l^uire no - farther uoti<^ from the Chief CommiteiQncr than, the 
j||pird^un of bis general concurrence in the views hidd by you.

16. The assessment of the oertifioate tax cannot be 
financially successful. The Chief Commissioner trusts that 
tax will compensate in a greater degree for the trouble and' unpo^* ‘ 
larity attending its rc-imposition. ‘ .

16. The character of the foregoing seasons had fully prepared the 
Chief Commissioner for tho greater abstinence of the population from 
spirituous liquors evinced in tho fall of tho dbkdrf revenue by 
Rs. 4,62,474. But tho receipts from the still head duty (Bs. 5,20,702) 
were still in excess of former years, exclusive of those immediately an- 
tecedent. In tlic Baraich and Qondab districts only was there any 
considerable incioasc. The decrease in the revenue from drugs (Bs. 
8,375) is attributable to tho same causes as have reduced the dbkdrf 
receipts. The measure recommended by the Superintendent of Excise, for 
the improvement of this branch, namely, tho introduction of the Bengal 
system of management has, since the receipt of your report, been 
sanctioned by the Govcrnipcnt, and will call for your careful supena- 
sion. Tlio increase in the gross receipts under the head of stamps 
(Bs. 77,804) is considerable, and^the rise from Bs. 3,35,000 in 1862-63 
to Bs. 8,18,000, is, as you observe, in a fiscal point of view, satisfactory, 
and the Chief Commissioner considers it materially due to tho efficiency 
of Mr. Braddon’s superintendence. 


] 7. The renewal of the salt manufacture at Mallauni in the Oonao 
district has been embarrassed by tlic cmidoymont of the lunias in 
agriculture, but since your report was made has progressed favourably. 
The results will lie capable of fairer appreciation after the hot season 
during which the works arc most productive. 

18. It is observed that five w'aste land grants wore resumed during 
tlie year under report, and^ that it was anticiiiatcd that others would be 
relinquished by the grantees. 


19. The Chief Comimssioncr last year directed that the character 
of the management of estates superintended by Government officers 
should be noticed in your annual report. You have apparently logt sight 
of tliis instruction w'hich is therefore repeated.

21. The subject of fbrest conservancy ‘mil be fully considered in ' Ptm. S8, 8S. 
the Dopartmmit of Public Works to which it appertains ; but the Chief 
Commissioner is under the impression that the voluminous information on 

the subject in your office most at all times have rendered you indepon* 
dent of the researches of the Superintendent of Excise and Stamps, to 
which, strangely enough, you alone refer. 

22. The Chief Commissioner has observed with satisfaction that 
suits to contest notices of ejectment were generally disi>oscd of before 
the 15th June, and he concurs with you in thiukiug that great efforts 
should be made to get through the bulk of such cases before that date. 

He cordially recognizes the services of the officers wdiose names are spe- 
cially mentioned by you, and he infers that 3klr. Noble’s lias been omitted 
by mistake, as his aid is very prominently acknowledged by the Officiating 
Commissioner.

The native judges generally ‘obtained the favourable testimony of their 
superiors, the solo exception being Munshi Abul llassan, and on this 
officer’s character and qimlifications I am to solicit a separate report.
